lb the Honorable the Legulature of the State of Wucomin : 

Gentlemen — In accordance with the reqaitements of Section 67, 
Ohapter 10, Revised Statatea, I have the honor to submit the following 

REPORT: 

Another year of civil strife has passed. Though remote from the 
scenes of war, Wisconsin has yet felt the shock. Amid rejoicings over 
successes, and mournings under defeatS| the people of the State have 
often had their attention diverted from the usual routine of their daily 
avocations. Discussing freely and earnestly the needs of the present, and 

fiving cheerfully of whatever may preserve our national integrity, they 
ave not forgotten that there is a future before us as a nation, and that 
the foundations of our future prosperity may now be laid in the higher 
and better culture of the youth who are to take charge of our State and 
National interests in the new and not far distant future. The rebellion 
now raging will bo subdued. The tTnion will be carried safe through its 
present dangers. Dangers will threaten it in the years to come. Not 
the least among those will be the ignorance of the people. This fact has 
been felt and its recognition has awakened new interest in the cause of 
Popular Education. Our Schools are. better filled, better taught, and 
better supported than' in years previous. Teachers have rallied nobly to 
the support of their country. Some have gone forth to maintain her hon- 
or upon the battle -field — others are inspiring the young with that love of 
country which shall lead them to maintain her honor at home, when lib- 
erties preserved by sacrifice of blood and treasure shall be entrusted to 
their care, and when the institutions saved from overthrow, shall look to 
them for protection. That this latter class has done its duty faithfully, 
may be seen from the following

with your Statistical Report, to this office, or if it suits you better, at any time pre- 
yions to Noyember 1, 1868. 

The space that can be allotted to the Reports of the seyeral County Superinten- 
dents is so limited as to make it necessary to ask you not to exceed fiye or six pages 
of manuscript. 

The points upon which I would like information are as follows: 

1. School Houses — Naw/ Houses r Wilt, JmpreTemeats during the year, School 
Furniture, Apparatus, Ma^s iind Ghiarts. ^ 

2. Number of Graded Schools— Clumber haying two Departments, Number hay- 
ing three or more Departments. 

8. Teachers — Number examined, Number holding each of the three grades of 
certificates, Eyidences of improyement, Ayerage qualifications as compared with the 
preyious year, Number employed in same school preyious year. 

4. Pupils — General ayerage of punctual attendance upon school, General deport- 
ment. Progress made in study. 

' 6. Patbovs — ^Visits to school, General interest, Co-operation with Teacher by 
actiye efi'orts to adyance the interests of the school. 
6. Any other matter of general or of local interest that you may choose to present. 
Any suggestions you may desire to present with reference to the wants of our 
schools or the defects of our school system, will be most thankfully receiyed. 

N. B. Tou will confer a fayor by sending me copies of Notices or Circulars you 
may issue, as also copies of your questions used in examinations.

Similar circulars were sent to each City Superintendent of Schools not 
under the immediate supervision of County Superintendents. The 
reports from City Superintendents are submitted together with those 
from the counties to whi^h they belong. 

I am gratified to be able to present so full a report of the condition ot 
the schools throughout the State. I had hoped to receive some state- 
ments from each County Superintendent, but have failed, as will be seen, 
in a few instances. 

The Superintendent of the East District of Bane County has left the State, 
so that nothing like a full report can be given by his successor. 

ADAMS COUNTY.

BROWN COUNTY. 

, J^ compliance with your request, I send you such information as I have 
been able to gather during the brief time I have held this office. I re* 
gret that ill health during the entire summer prevented me from giving 
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proper attention to school matters in this coantj. The following is given 
in the order stated in your circular : 

1. Two new school hotises have been built in the county since last 
spring. No improvements worthy of note. 

2. One school has two departments. 

8. There have been 124 teachers examined during the year ending 
September 30, 1863 ; two of them received first grade, twa received sec- 
ond grade and one hundred and twenty received third grade certificates. 

4. General average of punctual attendance and progress in studies, 
very good in Green Bay, Depere and South Ward of Fort Howard. No 
school in North Ward. Further than this 1 am not able to state.

KoTE, — Mr. Hicks was appointed during the latter part of the spring to fill the. 
vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Mr. Anderson, and is not yet prepared to 
report fully from personal observation. 

BUFFALO COUNTY. 

In reply to yours of Nov. 10th, I enclose a printed circular, which will 
give a picture of the condition of at least a majority of our schools. 

Bark as the shades are, they are not overdrawn, but we have schools of 
which any eoiinty might be proud, and I doubt whether any common 
school in the State can show a class of scholars farther advanced than 
the school at Mondovi, under the management of Mr. D. B. Allen, or 
that ^ny village of the size of Fountain City, can show a better built and 
better filled school house than we can. This is the only district in the- 
county, which employs two teachers, over seventy children occupying the 
seats in both schools. 

1 have issued during the present year twenty-eight certificates, of which 
number eleven were issued after the public examination in April, and 
seven upon the public examination in October. The balance were issued 
upon private examinations. I refused certificates to two applicants. 

Third grade certificates, 17. 

Generally I can report progress as to the interest people feel in their 
schools, progress in the management of the schools, and progress in the 
knowledge of our children. This does not mean perfection by any means, 
but a waking up and a movement in the right direction.

Notes. — Accompanying the Report was an address to District Electors, to which 
reference is made, and from which I extract the following very well timed remarks. 
This address was designed to be read by the Clerk of the District at the Annual 
Meeting. 

In speaking of school houses he says, — "Now, neighbors, look around you and 
see whether this house and s|irroundiiigs are fit to be the home of your children. I 
think I can hear an emphatic, "No!'* throughout nine-tenths of all the districts. 
The house is too small; it is either open to all the winds, or not ventilated at all; it is 
dirty, not whitewashed, doors and windows will either not close or not open, no chim- 
neys, no outhouses, no play-ground, nothing but a miserable shanty in the road, or on 
some bleak, craggy point, which could not be used for anything else. Do you wonder 
that your children comahome sick, after passing an entire winter day in this house, com- 
ing in warm and heated after their long walk from home, then exposei to the keen air, 
blowing through that broken window ? Would any one of you sit for hotJrs on that 
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straight-backed bench, your face within twenty-four inches of this hot stove, then be 
sent outdoors for recess to cool off suddenly in the oold, freezing wind, and not ci^ 
it murder ? Knowing that there is no play-ground here but the dusty road, d» you 
wonder that your children, sent off neat and tidy, come home dirty ; only dirty at 
first, but by degrees with a certain love for dirt and slovenliness, which will ine^ia- 
bly lead to low habits and coarseness of mind? Now then, see to it^ that all thig is 
amended, and act for it to-day. How much will it cost to build a chimney, to plaster 
and whitewash the house, to fix and paint the doors and windows, and have the up- 
per sash movable, to procure a larg^ blackboard, sponge and chalk, to buy bandhes 
and desks to suit the smallest aa well as the largest scholar, to scrub flomr andbenolH 
es, to drive nails near the entry for caps, bonnets and shawls ; to put up blinds to 
the windows which face the sun; to clean and level the school lot,buila two out- 
houses, fence the whole and plant a few shade trees, if there are none. AU this will 
cost but little, and that little will be the best investment you can make. If your 
district is able, you will not stop here, but vote an additional ten or fifteen dollars 
for a few outline maps, which are not only an ornament to every school house, 2>ut 
positively a necessity." 
With reference to length of school and employment of teachers, he speaks thus : 
'*It is for you this day to determine the length of time a school shall be taught in 
your district, and I do hope that you will abandon the stingy '* three months term," 
just to draw the State money, as you say. If your district is so small that you can- 
not afford a longer term, you were very wrong in allowing it to be divided, and the 
soaner you join the next district, and have eight or nine months of schooling, Uie 
better for your children. A school of three months, and a neglect of nine months, 
which generally foUows, is a disgrace to our age, and the sure way to raise an iUiier^ 
ate and sluggish community. It t«kes the best teacher, at least one month, to organ- 
ise a school, have the scholars furnished with proper books, to gain thdr confid«aoe 
and obtain proper authority, and if the doors of Uie school house have bee9 closed 
for the last nine months, aind the teacher is a stranger to the children, few will ac- 
. complish this before half of a three months term has expired. It is therefore plain, 
that a short term generally closes at the very time when teacher and scholar begin 
to be interested in their studies, when everything is in nice running order, in fliot, 
when one month further teaching would be of more practical benefit than two meaiUwF 
at the beginning. And here let me remark, that it is a great drawback and disadvan- 
tage to change teachers every term; avoid it if you can, and allow your children to 
go on quietly with their studies where they left off last term, without being fHghten- 
ed every three months by a new face, troubled by new rules and trainings^ puzuedby 
new methods and doctrines." 

CALUMET COUNTY. 

The result of my examinations, held in October, 1862, is as follows : 
Number examined, 48 ; number licensed 46, all third grade, There 
being more schools to be taught than teachers in the county, a number of 
teachers were employed from adjoining counties. 

I found during my tour of visiting schools in the winter, that much 
improvement had been made, especially among the teachers, in their 
" Theory of Teaching." Many were studying hard to perfect themaelyes 
in their calling, and were ready to inquire for advice. In many districts 
the citizens were really interested in their schools. They looked upon 
the school as the institution of their isolated settjiements, and the reeords 
show that the parents think it worth their time to call on the teacher at 
his place of business. But still I found some of the old "eye- sores " to 
the educational interests of the county — the penuriously and miserably 
constructed old log shanty school houses. They were familiar. I had 
been there before. The same rickety benches and desks were there ; the 
same holes in the wall, where the chinking of dried mud had fallen out ; 



tke iame old rwity stote, witk its broken door, sat on the game box of 
dirt, (not sand,) and in it was il^iig, sizzling and steaming, tbe same 
soggy, green wood. And strange to say, I yet saw, hitcMng and twisting 
on those old, hard, rickaty, backless benches, wil^ their eyes swollen and 
red from smoke ; with their lips quivering and blue from cold, some of 
the same children whom I had 9een one year before in that same old 
hovel, not rnddy and healthy, bat yet alive; (1.) 

Poor dhildren ; how much taste, neatness, order, beauty and intelli^^vnce 
to yon is lost, just through that old log school house. 

I did not inquire of the teacher how her school progressed. 

At my examinations held last March, the whole number examined was 
70 ; number hoensed 53. Sixteen certificates were given for six months, 
and confined to certain districts. None but third grade were given. 
During the summer there have been three frame and two log school 
houses built. Total oest $1,630. And at the , k»t annual meetings $1,400 
was raised for the same purpose. 
. Our institute, held at Stockbridge last September, was well attended. 
The munes of twenty -three new members were recorded, some of them 
being old teachers, but now farmers, merchants and ministers — ^not one 
lawyer. We were assisted by Revs. Bandall, Hayward and Saben, and 
by a few five te#chers from adjoining counties. The institute continued 
for one wee^,^^ and we had a lively, pleeaant and profitable time, and I 
believe there was not a member present but who was coavinced thai the 
institute is just the thing for encouraging and instructing the teacher and 
awakening an educational interest among the people. 

A. W. Hammond, Caimty Supermtendent. 

NoT£s 1. — This is a faithful picture of many school houses in the State. In a few 
instances these *' eye-sores'* remain because the people are utterly indifferent ; in 
others because they have not confidence in their ability to secure the remedy ; in 
others still, because they are more fond of money than of healtibful and intelligent 
children. Teachers may do very much toward correcting such deformities as are 
found in desks and benches and stove, by their own personal efforts. Ere long all 
such structures wiU be numbered as curiosi^es. The good time is coming. We 
must wait and labor a little longer. 

CHIPPEWA COUNTY. 

The sehoois in this county have improved during the last year in at- 
tendance and scholarship. All the districts in the county, excepting two 
reoentlj organised, are provided with school houses. Two new school 
houses haTie been built during the year. Some of the pioneer buildings 
are yet in use; but many of the districts are provided with comfortable 
and convenient school houses. 

School officers and pailents have generally manifested much interest in 
the improvement of schools. In some of the districts schools are fre- 
quently visited by the parents and regarded with interest, but in a major- 
ity of the districts this duty is entirely neglected. 

The fear of high taze^ has not embarrassed the schools, nor long dis- 
tances prevented the attendance of scholars* In some districts scholars 
have walked over three miles to attend school. The extent of sparsely 
settled territory, composing many of our new districts, detracts very 
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much from the usefalness of the schools. Winter schools cannot be 
kept in some, in consequence of deep snows and scattered population. 

The school in Chippewa Falls has, from its organiisation, improTod 
rapidly. The two large departments, one year ago, could not accommodate 
all the pupils, and a third department was formed. The present ichool^ 
rooms, though built with a view of what the future would require, are' 
found entirely inadequate to the present want, and the question of build* 
ing a substantial house, capable of accommodating four departments, is 
now being agitated. There is also a select school kept here during part 
of the year. 

The teachers have labored zealously for the improvement of schoob, and 
generally with success. About two-thirds of our schools have been under 
the care of teachers fully sensible of the responsibilities of their posi- 
tions, and well qualified to discharge their duties ; but the increasing num* 
ber of districts brings inexperienced teachers, and in some cases, teachers 
not pyoperly qualified. 

The examinations have been well attended. Teachers that can conve- 
niently, attend every examination, and have done much to increase the 
interest. (1.) 

We need a few more qualified and experienced teachers, and an increase 
of interest among parents in some of the districts. licannot but feel 
highly gratified with past improvement and the future prospect of our 
schools.

Note 1. — Teachers fully alive to the responsibility of their position will omit no 
opportunity given for self improvement. All can not attend conveniently the Semi- 
^nual £xaminations, yet those who can do so will get good and do good. The best 
teachers of a county may help the weaker and less advanced by such a course. I 
have found a few who felt it a task to be called upon to attend a public examination, 
since it was well known that their attainments would entitle them to any certificate 
tliey might ask. The examination may to such persons be of little value or import- 
ance, but their influence upon others is beyond estimate, and under no circumstances 
should they seek an excuse for absence. If any have superior attainments, for that 
very reason should they lend in every possible way the helping hand to their less for- 
tunate fellow laborers. 

CLARK COUNTY. 

The public schools in this county are improving. The interest taken 
in the schools is gradually increasing. The children in most of the Dis- 
tricts are so scattered that it is almost impossible to keep up a regular at- 
tendance. Owing to the fact that most of the teachers here employed are 
from abroad, >and come here and teach one term only, they hardly get ac- 
quainted with the scholars before their term is out,. This fact makes it 
impossible to advance the schools, as they would be, could we procure 
teachers for a term of years. We must submit to this till our county be- 
comes more thickly populated, and we are able to ofier such inducements 
to good teachers, as will retain them permanently among us. The school 
fund of this county for years past has consisted of county scrip and 
county orders, to a great extent. Both have been in market at a great 
discount. Owing to this fact with others, we have not, as yet, succeeded in 
securiog the services of live teachers. In visiting schools the past sum- 



mer I have found many of the sehool houaes poorly arranged in regard 
to seats and desks, and as a general thing, the school rooms are too low 
for the health of the pnpils ; another fault, in a large part of the school 
rooms, is the great deficiency in proper lighting and ventilating. This 
fault cannot well be remedied until the county becomes thickly inhabited. 
The school' houses built the past year are a deeided improvement on thos^ 
built years ago, which consisted of a log cabin, six to six and a half feet 
high, with one window, (1) seats hewn out of logs, and desks the same, 
reaching the whole length of the house, and the house located in the 
woods, without any ground cleared for a play ground for the pupils to ex- 
ercise their nimble limbs. I hope the day is not far distant, when our 
school houses will receive more attention, with regard to health and con- 
venience of the pupils, and the school grounds be such as to invite the 
children, as a place of pleasant resort. I find too much lethargy on the 
part of the parents, the sehool room being seldom visited by them. — 
This I find to be general throughout the county. 

R. Dbwhurst, County Superintendent, 

Note 1. — There is not sufficient attention paid to lighting school houses. In some 
there are not windows enough. In others there are enough but they are improperly 
located. Every pmrt of the room should be thoroughly lighted, even in a dark day. 
Through insufficient light, many pupils injure their eyes or become near-sighted. — 
There should be no wxnilows in the sides of the room toward which the pupils' fawes 
ure turned. While the «ye is bent upon the book it is so shaded aa to cause a dila* 
tion of the pn^il. When therefore the eyes are suddenly raised as they often are, 
there should be no direct light ' streaming through the expanded pupil. The light 
should be admitted from the sides and rear of the room if possible. Good clear 
sunUght is healthful and it should be admitted into the room whenever it can be done, 
without meeting the eyes of the pupil, either directly or by reflection from his desk 
or his book. Each window should be provided with a curtain, that light may be ex- 
cluded whenever necessity demands it. 

COLUMBIA COUNTY. 

School Visitation. — There are in the twenty-one towns of this county, 
(not including Portage City which is not under the county school systew,^ 
eight thousand seven hundred and twenty^three children of legal school 
age, who are being educated in one hundred and fifty- two district schools. 
Seven of the schools have departments, — requiring twelve additional 
teachers. The whole number of teachers required for the simultaneous 
operation of all the schools, is one hundred and sixty-four. 

^ Each of these school districts has been visited by the subscriber in the 
discharge of his official duties, for the purpose of inspecting the school, 
its order and discipline, the system of management adopted therein, the 
instruction given and the mode of communicating it — and examining the 
school house and its appurtenances, and ascertaining its fitness to be con- 
sidered an educational institution ; and also of advising with the teacher, 
and, if need be, with the district officers and others, in all matters relating 
to the wants and interests of the school. Of these visits I have made 
since the commencement of my term of office, over three hundred — two 
hundred and ninety- five of them being to schools in session, and the visits 
being distributed in nearly equal proportion among the different towns, 
according to the number of children therein. 
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In a few ins^nceS) where sohools are kept open but a small portion of 
the year, I failed to find the schools in session when yisiting the distriets. 

ScHOOii Housss. — ^In the matter of school houses, the general aspect is 
one of improvement Several new houses have recently been bnilt, and 
others are in contemplation. In some districts the old houses have been 
newly vamped up and re-arranged. It is to be regretted, however, that 
many houses of both classes are &r too small or too badly arranged within, 
to be convenient for school purposes. 

YiLLAGS Schools. — In Kilbourn City, Pardeeville, Wyocena, Oambria, 
Fall Elver, Poynette and Columbus, all the villages in the county whieh 
have a sufficient population to require more than one teacher except Ot- 
sego and Lodi, arrangements of a eharaeter more or less perfect have 
been made to classify the pupils and grade them into lower and higher 
departmental, according to their degree of advancement. In several of 
these places houses have been arranged with reference to such gradation. 
It would without doubt richly pay, to provide in all our villages suitable 
buildings for the use of graded schools. 

In the village of Wyocena within the year a good bell has been put in 
its appropriate place in the school building. This makes the fourth in the 
county, — bells of a similar character h4?mg been already in use in Cam- 
bria, Columbus and Kilbourn. 

In this connection it may be well to mention that many of our teachers 
still ^ rap on the window " to call their pupils to their daily tasks. 

School Instruction and Disceplinb. — ^In interviews with teachers, 
in teachers' meetings and elsewhere these topics have received chief atten- 
tion ; and it is a satisfaction to know, that efforts to inepsase the amount, 
and improve the quality of the instruction given,--*«aod to improve the or- 
der and discipline of the sohools have been successful to an encouraging 
extent. A large share of oar teachers have made efforts, worthy of much 
commendation, to fit themselves for their business, and to do their work 
in such a manner as to give no just cause for fault finding on the part of 
their employers. 

In order to aid teachers in this respect, and assist in securing a unifor- 
mity of effort and union of action in all parts of the county, I prepared 
blank reports, by means of which the teachers have been enabled to report 
monthly, the attendance, scholarship and deportment of their pupils, the 
branches of study pursued, the number in each branch, and the modes of 
instruction adopted by each teacher. 

This system of regular repprts has been productive of marked and ben- 
eficial results on the schools generally, and has secured advantages which 
would be difficult to obtain in any other way. 

Some of the duties required of district officers are, — . 

To attend to the financial affairs of the district. 

To have the custody and care of district property , 

To provide and keep in repair the necessary appendages for the school 
house. 

To employ suitable teachers to take charge of the schools. 

To assist the teacher by advising and consulting with him in reference 
to the instruction, management and government of the school. 

To determine upon a uniform series of books in each bi'anch, to bemused 
in the school. 
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To vUit the school, to ei^mine into the condition of the school and the 
progress of the pupils. 

The school register, the clock, the chairs, the charts, the maps, the 
black-boards, the chalk or crayon, the broom, the pail, the cup, the wash- 
dish, the apparatus, the stove and pipe, the table and desks^ within the 
house, the out door appendages, and the fuel near the door, (wood houses 
being pretty much out of the question,) have, during three hundred and 
sixty -four days of the year, (the other being the day of the annual district 
meeting) none legally authorized to look after them, but the district offi- 
cers. 

But the parents of the children have a higher, more extensive and more 
imperative duty than either. The morals of the children, their love of 
learning, their punctuality, their industry, or their irregular, idle, dissipa- 
ted, thriJFtless habits, depend mainly upon the well-directed or mis-directed 
efforts of parents* It is vain to expect that good schools or good society 
can exist and flourish if parents relax their efforts and try to throw the 
whole burden and responsibility of educating their children upon their 
official servants and hired agents. 

Dbawbao^lS. — Here we notice some of the drawbacks to the usefulness 
of the schools which may be removed by the people of each district. 

1. Irre^larUy of attenddnce, — In many schools half the benefit is lost 
by reason of irregular attendance. Children are detained from school, 
oftentimes on frivolous excuses, and sometimes without any excuse. For 
work, for play, for amusement, and for sheer idleness they stay at home, 
roam the fields, or lounge around pubKo places, while the years of their 
pupilage pass rapidly away. We need an anxiety on the part of parents, 
and a public opinion that will not admit of absence from scnool for trifling 
causes. It i» impotsible fot ohildyeQ to make satis^Kctory progress, wh* 
attend achool only one or two days in a week. 

2. Want ofunxformity i% &ooA».— Pupils of the same degree of advanoe* 
ment should be classed together in school exercises ; but where a oonfusion 
exists in the books used, this classifioatioQ is impossible. The School 
Code (sec 53) puts the power to remedy this evil into the hands of the 
IHstriet B^ard. They should not hesitate to exercise the power when nec- 
essary. 

3. Bad dtuation of school houses, — Most of our school houses are un- 
inolosed. Many of them are situated so close to the roadside that the 
noise of passing vehicles disturbs or interrupts study, reading, recitation 
and every other school exfercfse. 

4. Bwdrepadr ofsclwol houses, — In some districts, so much of the clap- 
boarding is torn off, as to indicate to a stranger that the work of demoli- 
tion has actually begun. In others the floor is broken through. In others 
the glass is broken out of windows and the latches are missing from the 
doors and remain so, from term to term. In others the desks are so awk- 
wardly built, or so broken down that it is impossible for pupils to practice 
in penmanship or do any other work, requiring a desk. In some school 
houses the^ seats are so high and narrow that children cannot preserve a 
sitting posftion upon them for any length of time without great labor and 
even positive pain. In som6, the plastering is off, and the walls so open that 
the room (jannpt be kept comfortably warm in a cold day. 
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Need we wonder thai cliildren try to escape sucb discomforts by stay- 
ing away from school. 

5. Want of means of instruction. — Although a ffew districts hare sup- 
plied their school rooms with beautiful and useful sets of outline maps, 
still there is need of many more. 

Only one school has been supplied with primary charts suitable for a 
school room. 

In many uf the schools there is either no black-board at all, or a rery 
limited amount of black surface. In many oases black-boards are put up 
in places inconvenient to reach and unpleasant to use — as behind desks or 
in closets. The black-board should be not only the most conspicuous, but 
the most accessible object in the school room. Good teachers use it in 
teaching every branch, and it is hardly possible that there can be too 
much black-board in the school room. 

6. Lack of text hooks. — On this subject I wish to introduce a paragraph 
from my last yearns report, first premising, that I am more than ever con- 
vinced of the correctness of its sentiment : 

Many children attend school for months and years, destitute of, or 
scantily supplied with the necessary aids to study. More than half thft 
disturbances in our schools originate with this class of scholars. The 
poet has said 

"There always is some mischief still 
For idle hands to do." 

A trite but popular proverb puts the same sentiment in a more concise 
form, thus, 

''An idle mind is the devil's workshop.'^

PORTAGE CITY. 

The public schools here, by act of the Legislature, approved Maro h 
11, 1859, are under the immediate control of a Board of Education, con- 
sisting of four commissioners appointed by the common council, and a 
city superintendent elected at the annual charter election. The burdei^ 
of the management falls upon the superintendent. 

The schools are eight in number, with nine teachers, and are classified 
as follows : 1st. The high school with two departments. 2d. Three inter- 
mediate or grammar schools. 3d. Four primary schools. They are 
located in the different wards of the city and occupy seven buildings. 
Four of the buildings are school property, the balance are rented. The 
former have recently been refurnished with new seats and desks. 

A new building for the high school is in process of completion. It 
will be ready for occupancy about the 1st of January next. This build- 
ing is constructed of pale or yellow brick — is 40x60 ft. on the ground, 
and 36 ft. in height from the ground to the eaves. The basement is 12 
ft., and the first and second stories, each, 13 ft. from the floor to the 
ceilings. Its cost when completed will be about $6000. It is located on 
a small knoll in the centre of the city, and around there will be a play 
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ground or park of five or siZj acres, whick is to be adorned witb forest 
trees and shruljbery. ■ ..,;;. 

The present ^j^stem has ^een in operation a little more than four years, 
and, duriQg ths^ time the schools have ^rown from three feeble district 
schools to their present prosperous condition. Their cost for the year 
ending August 1st, 1863, was |3,267 11-100, and the whole number of 
pupils tipon tfaa sekool registers 1,021, making the average cost per 
scholar S3.19. The Johoblsi were* ofken ten months. 

Mr. Jas. H. Magoffin and Miss Abby 0. Briggs, are employed in the 
high school ; Mrs. A. Corn wal); Mr. Geo. F. Richardson and Miss L. 
Waldo, in* jtbe Intermediate schools; and MisaM. Austin, Miss F. Waldo, 
MisaE. Hunter and Miss. Kate Miller, in the primary schools. Seven of 
them are teachers oiE Lang experience,. and idx of them h&ve beea con- 
nected with the^ schools since their organization. Two of them are grad- 
uates of the l^igh school, and all are, good and efficient. 

Having b^eea connk^cted with the Boarii since its organization, first as 
oooqp^missione^ and foX; Uie last two years as superintjendent, to me it is 
espeoially gir^tifyipg, not only to report, but to witness the operations of 
a systAfu, which, as .Mayor, I pressed upon the attention of our citizena in 
1858, and have firmly and diligently prosecuted ever since. It will be 
additionally gratifying to know that the efforts of our young city have 
met the cordial approval ot the Superintendent of Public Instruction of 
the State. Hs»BY B. Munn, Oity Superintendent 

NoT9* — X am happy to be able to bear testimony from personal observation — that 
the schools of no city in the State have improved more rapidly than those in Portage 
City during the past four years. The improvement was ceHainly needed. Much 
credit is due to the faithfulness and good judgment of Col. Ottppey, former Super- 
intendent, as well as the present Superintendent and Teachers. Their Teachers are 
steadily employed and pcomptly paid in cash, both of which facts tend greatly to 
the improvement of schools, as many other places in ^he State can testify. 

CRAWFOED COUNTY. 

In answer to your circular of September 7th, respecting the condition 
and prospects of our schools, I submit the following report : 

In answer to question 1st, there have been seven new school houses 
built, one in Prairie du Chien has been enlarged at a cost above the aver- 
age of building new houses ; many have been repaired and made more 
comfortable. One application has been made to me for permission to 
raise more than the sum allowed by law for building a school house at 
their last annual district meeting, which was granted. (1.) 

It is to be regretted that so many of oui^ school lots are uninclos- 
ed, and without the necessary out- buildings. In my visitations I have 
tried to induce the district officers to bring ifhe matter before the people 
at the annual meeting, and have succeeded in some instances. Some al- 
lowance must be made for the age of the settlement. I must say that as 
a general thing the people vote liberally for the support of schools, but 
the immense amount of non-resident lands and delinquent taxes, cripples 
their efforts. The people are getting tired of building log houses, and 
wherever a frame goes up, ^several have been built and more are in con- 
templation,) fhey generally nave them fitted up inside according to the 
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YeeommendatioD fi-om jour department. I hare every reason to hope 
^bat a few years will see very few of the old log school housed, and that 
most of the school houses will be supplied with the apparatus, maps, 
charts, &c., necessary to enable the teacher to do his duty without 
•excuse.

There has been a decided improYement in the qualifications of persons 
presenting themselves for examination ; many who were rsjwMd last year, 
passed creditable examinations this year. The average hnproTement 
amounts to about 16 per cent. The number of teachers employed in tiie 
same school the previous year is small, but 15: the habit of changing the 
teacher every term of school I consider a great evil, but in what way to 
apply a remedy is more than I can suggest. 

4th. The average of punctual attendance upon school in the country 
dbtricts is rather low, from many causes, the distance from the school 
house, the parents requiring; the assistance of the children in the field — 
bad weather — bad roads, m some cases poverty — in others, neglect or 
carelessness on the part of parents. 

5th. In many of our schools I find that very few visitora haye troubled 
them ; although the people as a general thing do not visit the schools, 
they vote liberally in support of education, even the district officers in a 
large majority of cases neglect that part of their duty. I have never 
failed to call their attention to the penalty for neglect of this important 
-duty. I must, however, say that there are many uoble exceptions ; it is 
very hard, and in some districts impossible to get men to serve that have 
the time the talent and inclination combined, and it would be entirely 
impossible, were the law enforced, to compel them. 

While on this subject I would remark, that it is the opinion, of many, 
I think I could safely say, a large majority, that the abolition of the 
Town Superintendency was a decided loss. It costs the town more for 
altering or forming new districts or settling little grievances, by having 
the Town Board and Town Clerk called together, than would pay the 
Town Superintendent, who could make all returns as usual and visit the 
schools of his town with the County Superintendent, two or three times 
in the term, whereas the County Superintendent cannot possibly (in this 
dounty,) visit the schools more than once in the term. It would also be 
a great help to the County Superintendent to have some local officer to 
consult with, and from whom he could obtain information about the con- 
dition and wants of the schools, and the location of the school houses^ 
which are in many cases placed in the most out of the way places to be 
found in the neighborhood. (2.) 
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I have traveled maoy miles oat of my way during tbe last two years, 
for want of the proper information. .

If we can haye the much needed township district system, the want now felt, of 
some town officer who shall take a special interest in the schools of the whole town, 
wiil be fully supplied. No man can do tUl the work that is needed in a large county, 
thangh far more is aoeomplished as a general tiling by the county iUperfaiteikdent 
thaawae aacompU8he4 tmdar the old Ayfitem. It was hoped ihat district e^nora 
would attend faithfully to the 4[ities ass^^ned them. If a town can be arganiied as 
a school district, with suitable oiyisions into sub-districts, and all under Uie ehaw 
of one board, our system will be much improyed.

DAKfi Gi)UNTY.--(SB00M© DiarBioap.) 

Very little, in the li^e of building and furnishing school housieyi, has 
been done during the past two years. Just now, however, some fjstifrijty 
is manifested. A few buildings are being erected, and a few more ex- 
tensively repaired. It is a matter of regret and shame that in very many 
districts the school house is the poorest building in the nei^borhood. 
Nearly all are furnished with a blackboard, but very few have either maps 
or charts. Some attention is being given to providing proper outbuild- 
ings ior school grounds. The people are beginning to see that the habits 
of the ohild are not formed in the school room alone. (1.) 

We have no graded schools among us. The school at Maze Manie, 
under the supervision of Mr. L. Hutchinson, has three departments, and 
more nearly approximates the graded school than does any other in my 
district. The one at Black Earth consists of three independent depart- 
ments. 

At my spring examinations 154 candidates presented themselves, to 
whom were granted as follows :

The fall es^^mination shows a more thorough aoquaintance with the 
primary branches than does any previons examination. 

The teachers are beginning to look npon school teaching as a business 
worthy their best prepared efforts. There is a gradual improvement in 
the n^ethod of teaching manifested in the school room. Beading and Or- 
thography have evidently a new interest to teachers and schools. A oon* 
siderable portion of our teachers attend the Normal School, and Normal 
classes of other schools, and the influence of these is apparent throughout 
the whole district. 

Eight teachers have taught two successive terms in the same districts ; 
and ttoenty have taught in i;he school whejte they taught the previous year. 

Extra e£forts have been made to secure greater punctuality and more 
regukr attendance, and I am happy to say, tomeiking has been accom- 
plished in this direction. 

' Parents seem not to realize that the years of child-life are of any 
account. Many schools are nearly worthless, owing to irregular attend- 
ance, and such schools draw as liberally ftom the public money as do 
others where the people appreciate their privileges and prevent the money 
from being wasted. 

The schools visited during the past summer were generally better at- 
tended than they were during the previous year. The visitor's list in the 
register presented a more commendable appearance tlmn heretofore, owing, 
as I believe, to the earnest efforts of teachers in this direction. 

On the whole, I believe the interest of communities in School matters 
is steadily increasing.

VoTi I. — There is notliing in the whole range of labor in the educational field that 
calls 80 loudly for steady, persevering efforts, as does this work of making the people 
realize the absolute necessity of providing suitable outbuildings for the accommodation 
of pupils at school. There are facts gathered from all parts of the State, that if 
narrated in their true light and bearing, would crimson the cheek of any Auman being 
for yery shame. School houses are found standing upon high naked prairies, and with 
windows upon all sides so low that person9 within the house can easily see what is 
without, windows haying Djcither curtains nor blinds, and yet no provision whatever is 
made for either sheltering or screening the young of either sex while attending to 
the Ineyitable calls of nature. A few dollars are saved, but will the money saved re- 
purchase lost refinement and sacrificed virtue ? Will it procure for the men and the 
women of a few years hence the lost jewels of modesty and chastity ? Will it quench 
the flames of passion that may be enkindled; in the breasts of the young at a time 
when prurient imaginations often bear sway ? Will it restore wasted health, im- 
paired intellectual ability, and lost character ? 

• A school house without suitable outbuildings should be indicted as a public nui- 
sance. As I have passed through the State and found here and there a specimen of 
tl^is kind of economy, it has weakened, my faith in the boasted refinement of the 
American people* . So. long as a single plague jspot. of this kind remains, the efforts 
of all good men and women should be redoubled for its eradication. Within the past 
two years there has been marked improvement, and hope is enkindled anew.

DODaE COUNTY— (West District.) 

In accordance with law I herewith transmit my annual report of the 
condition of schools in the 18th Senate District of Dodge county, accom- 
panied with such information as I have been able to gather from visiting 
the schools, 

I entered upon the duties of my oflBice on the 5th day of January last, 
and daring the winter term visited eighty-five schools; very many of them 
I found in bad condition, no system, little or no government. ' In fact a 
large minority of the teaoheta were trying to keep school, or in other 
words killing time very eflFectually. 

School boards and ps^tron^ selc^Dm, if ever, visited their schools ; it was 
with diffioulty that school boards could be induced to visit their schools 
witib me. I at once saw the necessity of thorough work on my part, and 
resoled that these, great evils should be remedied. 

I am exceedingly gratified to be abl^ ^o inform you that during the 
summer term, I found far leas to complain of in all respects. Therefore it 
is hardly necessary to say that the subject of education, and educational 
improvements is taking a deeper hold upon the minds of the people of 
Dodge county. 

This is evinced by the more punctual attendance during the latter part 
of the summer term, as well as by the marked improvement to be ob- 
served in the government, general deportment and scholarship observed in 
all the schools visited. 

The average attendance, deportment and scholarship is full 100 per 
cent, higher. Teachers have taken courage and advanced from keeping 
school to teaching school. In fact everything pertaining to our schools 
shows an upward tendency that fills me with hope, and nerves me anew 
for the great work. 

Much of this improvement must be attributed to the progressive char- 
acter of the age in which we live, aroused somewhat by a thorough sys- 
tem of visitation, and going from house to house urging upon the fathers 
and mothers the importance of a generous co-operation with the Super- 
intendent and teachers in all matters connected with their schools. (1) 

Parents and school boards now show a decided feeling to co-operate 
with the teachers. Teachers begin to feel the need of higher attainmeutjs 
in their profession, and this desire is manifest by their work at the late 
examinations. 

During t)ie summer, 1 have visited one hundred and twenty-qne schools, 
and am able to say that in all, with five exceptions, the standing is 100 
per cent, better, far more energy, more system, decidedly more practical 
work* 

The 18th Senate District cpntains fourteen towns, which I divided into 
five inspection districts. The average time occupied by one examination 
was two days, -^

I informed the teachers that I should keep Dr. and Cr. with them, and 
charge them on delivery of certificate with all the requisite of a first class 
school^ and give them Or. as I found they merited it on visiting theit re- 
spective schools, and settle with them at the fall examinations. This plan 
had the desired effect, as the following will show.

Seventy -three ladies have been examined for higher standing, and in 
every instance have shown decided improvement ; average standing, 9J ; 
eight applied for first grade, four succeeded, and four obtained second 
grade certificates. 

Many of our teachers express a determination to secure higher grade 
certificates at the next examinations ; all appear determined to press for- 
ward. 

We have some fine school houses in this county, but many are sadly 
neglected, badly located, uninclosed, improperly seated, entirely behind 
the means of the districts to furnish, and behind the age in which we live. 
Only one new house built this year. A large majority of the districts 
hdve made provision at the last annual meetings, for the general improve- 
ment of their school houses. Many will procure maps, charts and globes. 
In this district we have five graded schools, two have only two depart- 
ments, the others three each, under the management of thorough compe- 
tent teachers ; several towns are discussing the propriety of establishing 
graded schools. 

Forty-one teachers have been engaged in the same school during the 
past year, and about fifty will teach in the same district this winter. 

As an evidence of increasing interest on the part of patrons, I have to in- 
form you that the number of visitations have increased more than 100 per 
cent, during the summer term, furnishing proof positive that they are 
alive to the importance of cultivating brains^ as well as wheat and corn.

It isaworldtof progress, 
and aU who atenot moving OBijrard, are relatively moving backwards. 

With these views, it will be my endeavor to keep these influfences in 
aiHrve' exercise; that they shall neither slumber nor sl^ep, but tend, as I 
trust, to give an accelerated motion to the onward progress of education, ' 
the nation's hope and blessing^^ , * : ?

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¥ou can wdU imagine the eonditioii in wllioh I fomid iht puMicMk^ol 
interests when entering upon my duties two years since a^oonnty super* 
intendent. Many of our school houses wer% of the midest sort, searoeiy 
fit Jor pig-pens ; still showing that these interests were net wihoUy.fbi^t- 
ten. The last two years has witnessed quite ^an adranoe in the^re^tion 
of new, and repairing old houses, — many of tbem a o>#edit to the^istricts- 
and the intelligence of the people. In ^e Tillage of W^est Eftii Claire «we 
have a very respectable two-story building, the upper room o^ Whi<jh was 
finished last season, and is a credit to any v^lagey oeing^perkapii ^the best 
schoel room within 50, if not 100, miles of this place. The seboe^ris di- 
vided into two departments, numbering over 100 attendants, and 'is i^ery 
prosperous. It is evident that we need more room and mdre teac^tidhrs. 
We lack apptiratus, as it is difficult to get the people to fisel the need ^f 
it< The school interests in Eau Claire are suffering greatly Am^ the want 
of suitable room. It is greatly to the credit of the place tliat4heyhate 
voted and let the eontract to build a fine house the coming seiisof), P^ a 
graded) school, capable of acooMmodating five departo&ente. There is 
also a liberality respecting the matter which is quite commendablei llie^ 
only trouble is that we are one year too late. ^ 

While there has been much advance iti the qualificati<$to «of teachers; 
there is yet a' great la^k, both in numbers and qualification. WhatseeHis 
to be needed most is a Normal olass in eadh county for a month or tw^, 
ittd a taw requiring all teachers falHng belew a certain grade; either in 
their examination or in theory and practke, to attend. The grelii difl- 
eiilty is, they do not know how to teach\ ol* fail in appropi^te dbdiplibe. 
I dan saj noffhing encouraging as to patrons, save that iu mnay plaites 
they are liberal in voting money and in pt|ying wages. There haS'^een 
a great advance in regular attendance, and tbis I find td be in thoee'iftaefes 
where I. have been able to gain a hearing by the patrons in W Mctures. 

A. KijyDUB, €oiinty Suj^er^mend^wt: " 

Note. — For several years past there have beien Normal Institutes held.m Bau 
Claire, and always well attended. The number of districts is diiiall, and allhive 
been faithfully y^Hed by the Superinteadeiit. As in many other looaUties the river 
rwiniBg through the village, or rather dividipg, the villages, is an* obstacle, to^an 
economical ai^d successful grading of schools, ^o school system ca^ be aa succfjsa- 
fulty carried out in a smaU village as in a larger. ,To make, a .complete grading 
economical, numbers are required, and no district can be too large so long as.il^ limits 
are within reasonable distance from the sdiool house. If our friends at Bau Claire 
could unite their interests so far as a high school is concerned, they would 4eriva great 
benefit from it. , , . , . • ' , 

FOND DU LAC COUNTY. 

At the spring examination of teachers in the month of April there were, 
247 applicants for certificates. At the fali examinations in September 
there were 67 applicants. I issued 198 certificates to teachers in* the 
spring, and 64 in the fall. About half the applicants in Septemberj hkd' 
received certificates in April. In addition to these, certificates have been 
granted to 18 applicants who could not be prese^nt at the public examina- 
tions in April and September. 

Mere than two thirds of th& applicants in April were young ladiesj^and 
aboiiJh 40 of these have been attending school duviig the sumrmer.to qualifur 
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themselTes more thoroughly to teach a winter school. Fall one-fourth, 
if not a larger number, of those who taught in the summer purpose attend* 
ing school during the winter to secure to themselves a higher grade of 
scholarship. Fifteen certificates have been granted limited to particular 
distriots, and about fifteen teachers who have received certificates in this 
county, have been engaged in teaching in adjoining counties. 

. The county Teachers* Association that was formed a year ago, hold its 
annual meeting, in June last, at the city of Fond du Lac^ and was lurgely 
attended. To make that occasion an interesting one to teachers and the 
citiEens of the county generally, so as to secure their attendance, essays 
by young ladies and orations by young gentlemen connected with the 
schools, were solicited. The first day was devoted to the reading of the 
essays that were contributed, and to the orations by the young gentlemen. 
Addresses were also delivered by the State Superintendent and by Sen- 
ator Howe. (1.) 

The second day was devoted to lectures, and discussions connected with 
the teachers' profession. The State Superintendent wht> was present, ad- 
dressed the teachers. About a hundred and fifty teachers were in attend- 
anoe, besides a large concourse of citizenfi from difierent parts of the 
county ; i^nd I have reason to believe that the public sentiment of the 
county WM very favorably affected towards our public school system. 

A Teacners* Institute for Fond du Lac County and the west district of 
Dodge County was held at Waupun, on the &th of October, and continued 
for one ^eek. Mr. Pickett of Horicon, was invited to preside. His great 
experience and liberal scholarship enabled him to conduct the exercises of 
the Institute in a very instructive and interesting manner. It was a 
delightful and profitable occasion. About 200 teachers were present from 
the two counties, but all of them did not have their names enrolled as 
members. A full report of the doings of the Institute is being prepared, 
and will be sent to the office of the State Superintendent. 

Dmring the year, two new school houses have been built in tbe county, 
and many of the old ones have been better provided with black- boardfs. 
Bipon City, 1st ward, has a graded school with two departments, 2d ward 
bas a graded school with five departments. Brandon nas a graded scihool 
with two departments. Waupun Yillage, north ward, has a graded school 
with three departments. 

The village of Taycheedah, has a graded school with two departments. 
East Bosendale, has a graded school with two departments. In many 
other towns the subject of graded schools is under consideration. 

Of the certificates granted during the present year, 14 were of the 1st 
grade, — 40 of the 2d grade, and the remainder of the 3d grade. 

G^reat improvement has been made in the qualifications of teachers 
during the last two years. This has been clearly manifested not only in 
the public ezaminattons of teachers, but also in the improved order, in- 
struction and discipline of the schools visited. A great amount of hard 
study has been performed by most of the teachers, and they seem generally 
to be animated by a strong desire to excel. 

The business of teaching is becoming every day more respectable. 

Teachers of the common schools are no longer treated as mere school 
masters and school mistresses. They are rising to a higher social posi- 
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tion. By becoming better Bcholare and more intelligent and acetompUahad 
taaohersf they are elevating their profession and drawing to themselyes 
tho confidence, respect and support of the whole community. 

E. "RooTy County Superintendent- 
KoTB. — 1. It was mj good fortune to attend this oommon ichool oommencemeBtaajl 
I can bear testimony to its merited success. The County Superintendent had taJcen 
much pains to make the exercises interesting and profitable. The essays, read at the 
request of their authors by a gentleman of Fond du Lac, were creditable to the'young 
ladies writing them, and the orations pronounced by 'the young men evinced mvttn 
thought and carefViI training. Although mainly a common school exeroise, mme 
yavng men oonneoted with Brockway College appeared upon the stage. The preioti* 
eabiliiy of i^uoh a gathering in conneotioa with a teachers' association was fully eatah* 
Ushed) and its benefits will long be felt in that county. I trust other Superintendents 
will follow the example and give the people of their counties the opportunity of know- 
ing how much the schools of a county may do for the mental and moral eleTation of 
the young. The orations and the essays were seleoted firom many preseoH^Ml, hy a 
committee preyiously appointed by Mr. Boot, and were such as they deemed besi 
9vaUA to the oooasion, I regret much that the city of Fond du Lac w^ls not repre* 
sented. . i 

FOJJD DU LA^C OITY. 

I have been prevented by sickness from an earlier reply to your letter 
of the 11th ult., and I dan now only give you a very irnpetfect report rel- 
ative to matters referred to. We shall be able another year I tnink^ to 
give you full and complete statistics relative to our schools. I send here- 
with a table of statistics relative to schools; teachers, scholars, sohool 
houses, and expenses, as complete as I am now able to make out. Since 
the date of this report we have completed four new school houses with 
accommodatioDs for 884 scholars. 

I intended when I received your circular to have given a more particu- 
lar statement of our school matters, but I find I must send this or nothing.

NoTB. — I take great pleasure in endorsing what the Superintendent says, in his an- 
nual report, upon qualifications of Primary Teachers. *' There is a notion somewhat 
prevalent, that young and inexperienced teachers will answer vexy well for Primaiy 
Schools, and hence the custom of paying the smallest wages to such teachers. This 
is all wrong. It is the clearly expressed conviction of those who have given most 
earnest thought to this subject, that the be^i Maehtn are needed for Primary Sek^oU, 
In no other grade of schools are the personal charaoter and qualifications of the 
teacher so directly felt. It is all imEportant that, these should be such as to insure a 
right direction to the first efforts of minds that are opening to an endlesft existence. 
The most responsible position in graded schools is that of the Primary Teacher. — 
These Teachera, therefore, should be engaged with especial reference to Uieir peouliar 
qualifications for the position they are to occupy, and should be paidy not with re- 
apeot to the position, but their qualtficatlons for It. A well tried and approved Pri- 
mary Teacher should always be retained at almost any price. It is much easier to 
fill a vacancy in the Higher Departments than in this." 

GRANT COUNTY. 

I cannot see that the educatioDal interest has been lessened by bar 
great and protracted struggle for National exiatence. Facts seem to indi- 
cate that the greater the amount raised by soidiem' aid societies, by pri- 
vate and public contributions ibr our sick and wounded, and by taxw, 
direct and indirect, to put down rebellion, the more anxious are our 
people to have their children at «cli6ol, and tlbei?: aohools improved.

The space alloted to this part of mj report will not adxnit of £gur.es^ 
'but they can be produced to show that teachers have made more improTe- 
'mient in their systems of teaching and government, than they hare in their 
learning; that there is a great improveiitient in the attendance at school, 
attention to sttidy, deportment of pupils, and in the interest of patrops, 
iB^ shown by their increased number of visitations, and by thei^ more fre- 
<qaent cooperation with the teachera. 

These happy results are the offspring of our improved system of educa- 
,t|on. 

, J Teachers' institutes, teachers' drills, school visitations, educational lec- 
tmres; test examinations, graded certificates ; the State, county and jtown 
school superintendency^ are all indispensable wheels in the greiitiBdnoa- 
tional machinery. Let but one be struck out and the loss is iticomiputable ; 
only another, and the great plan, is near a failure. Not like the univwse 
infallible, it needs the watchful care and hearty aid of all who have 
the ability to work. / 

'I would be happy to announce the existence of even one graded school 
in this county, it is within the power of Beetown, Boscobel, Ca^isville, 
Hazel Green, Lancaster, Muscoda, Patch Grove, Platteville, Potd^i, Wing- 
ville, and perhaps other towns, to establish and support graded schoolfi of 
a high order, such as should rank with our first class academies. The 
citizens of Boscobel are already in earnest : they have voted the neces- 
sary tax for a beginning ; they have drawn their plan for an additional 
building ; the work is commenced, and I hope that before another year is 
past the brilliant light of their graded school will awaken the dormant 
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eitM^ti^nal ekment of its surrotinding towns^And ok«er the thinkers and 
actors day by day, until the county shall be dotted all over with graded 
sebclold. 

The.Hatel Green publioschoolj under the sup«^intendency of Charles 
H: Nye j aided by three female teachers, is fast emerging into a graded 
school. The leading men are convinced that such a school is needed, and 
ilwir plabs are all having reference to that object. 

When the schools of Syracuse, New York, were completely established, 
the large flourishing academy, after struggling for one or two years, was, 
in spite of the liberality ef its wealthy friends^ obliged to surrender to 
thosef people's colleges, and its costly edifice stands as a monument, not in 
justice; perhaps, of folly, but of the victory and glory of their graded 
sehools. 

The history of that once proud institution of learning is the history of 
many dthers that have fallen. Let not the past be lost to the future. 

Btft I would not be misunderstood. There is no need of conflict.' So 
different ft^m circumstanoes inhere master teaohers are found in every 
neigh^drheod, and schools dan. be set in motion in a day, are those in 
nearly all parts of the West^ that our academies can flourish for many 
years to^ eome. Their success is the success of the common schools, 
such is their almosri vital connecMon with them, as the following %ct6 
must prove : f ; . 

To the academies alone our teachers ' aire^ compelled' to look for instruo- 
tion; Had it not been for them I mighi have worked in vain to secure 
the pteldtit resuHs. ■..■■- 

Cm locking at ioiy examination book, I find that the whole number of 
teaehers who have reoeited instouelion during the last three months, at 
the three schools, Platteville Acadeitiy, Laneaster Institute and Taftoa 
Seminary, is' one hundred and si^ty^onet Judging from no ibrmpd re- 
porti^ but refllahle fleieis, the whole number of days atteindanee of teachers 
can Botlje far from fourteen thousand, i have no d:oubt that, during the 
Aezithrde months, these numbers will be i)(^oreased. > ' 

Th^eltizenflr of Flatteville are entitled to great ptaive for their liberality 
in bttdding two fine and'spaciousr school houses. They will accommodate 
five hundred pupils. The schools are improving, aiid there is no reason 
why th^y .may not become first class graded schools. , 

With, a hope- of improvii^g the attendaikee.at.aohoote, enlisting the<ia- 
terest ef patross and securing more hearty cdoperatton, I gathered fi<om

Posaessed of the foregoing and other facts, I w«« prepared tomal^.a 
demand upon the people. I gave fifty-three- >leeturefl« Nearly aU were 
well attended. I spoke in every town but one. I have not been imp" 
pointed in the results. The number of pupils sent to sehool without 
books, slates and pencils, is rapidly growing less. With proper attention 
this one evil will soon cease to ei^i«it. 

Increased littention is beittf ^iven to the arrangement and aeating of 
sehool rooms. The. slab seats and long rows of de0ka,.ai;0 eandsHMed; 
the double desk and seat, once e»enaida«d a remarkable kaprefaMttt^ 
should be. Health, cotnvenience, economy, beaiKty, sy9t<9m and eadl^tV^U 
require the single desk and aeat

Discouraged because not progressing as rapidly as their more fortunate fellow pupils, 
they lose interest in school and acquire a distaste for Its exercises, which prevent 
▼ery rapid progress when they are old enough to secure b<^oks for themseWee^ ['Bach 
Superintendent while yisiting schools should make iliis a matter of inquiry ana of con- 
versation with patrons when he Visits iheQi.

i will endeaTDr to give a succinot. Report of the conditioQ and prospects 
of the Bohools in this county for the year ending August 31st, 1863. 

Fins^r— asi regards school houses : 

It will be seen dj my statistical Beport, that we have twenty-siz built 
of logs, and of course many of them old and dilapidated, and not at all fit 
for a school room — indeed unfit for anything. 

If it not strange that parents ej^pect their children to acquire a knowl- 
edge of the sciences, and the common civilities of life with such surround- 
ings? I have observed that, our best teachers can accomplish but little 
under such circumstances, and thai the deportment of the pupils, is, to a 
gr fat. extent, influenced by them. 

Xhiring the year past there have been built in the oounty two frame 
8oliaol bouses, — ^very good structures and well arranged, exoept in regard 
to ventilation ; in that respect they have set the physiological laws at defi- 
ance. 

According to my statistical Beport, there have been raised in the county 
$2,fi^l5 Jo, ^ building school houses, which are now being built 

The amxmnt raised fdr maps, charts^ apparatus, &c., is only the pitiftii 
Bum of $48.75, It is to be regretted that so many districts that are abun- 
daDtfynUe, should neglect to famish their school houses with the neces- 

8cc6nd-^as to the number of graded schools : 

There are three having two departments ; one in the village of Monroe ; 
one ix{ the village of Monticello, and one in the village of Juda. There 
are three having three departments each; one in Monroe, one in the vil- 
lage of Brodh^mid, ahd one in the Tillage of Albany. 

Third — as to Teachers : 

The number of teachers examined during the year for all grades is 290 

The number holding First Grade Certificate, 5 

......do do.... Second Grade. ...do, ;. 6 

,40...... do.... laikd Grade do, ^ 68 

Of the number of Third Grade Certificates granted last spring, fifty-two 
were limited to six months, which accounts for the smallness of the num- 
ber holding Third Grade Certificates. 

I liave often heard the remark " That teachers had studied much better 
under the present system of school supervision than under the old one,^' 
which I think is the case. 

I think their answers the present year , will average near 10, per cent, 
better thi&n the year previous, and that a ' greater improvement still, has 
been made in regard to the management and government of schools. (1.) 

I find only atM>ut thirty employed in the same school which they taught 
the previous year. I think many districts are too fond of change in this 
respect. Some are not satisfied with a good teacher, because they do not 
vifiit the school, to know what it actually is, and others are very well pleased 
with an ordinary one for the same reason. ' 

As to the general average of attendance — I cannot speak definitely, as I 
l^e -no 'Statistics ; I think however, it is on the increase but is still far 
below what it should be. 
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I am happy to report great improvement in the general deportment of 
pupils, and good progress in their studies ; brought about by improved 
methods of instruction, and a more thorough drilling of classes, adopted 
in our schools. 

Since the distribution of the new school code, district officers and pat- 
rons, generally have given more attention to their schools than before. In 
my hurried visits among the schools, I have frequentlv prevailed on the 
officers of the district to go in with me, that they might see what was 
wanting, and they have promised to pay more attention to the school in 
future. 

I am unable to make a Eeport satisfactory to myself, as I have more 
schools under my superintendence than I can well look after. To visit 
one hundred and twenty-five schools in three months, one m\[3t see two a 
day, and lose no time, and that I have endeavored to do. Thus miieh is 
submitted, with the hope, that under the new code, our schools, through- 
out the state, will improve to the satisfaction of all.

Note. — 1» It is t\jA almost universal testimony of Superintendents that. Tea^kers 
have impro-ved very much in their mode of answering questions. This abne woiild 
not indicate a very healthy state of things. Book-knowledge is easily acquired, and 
may be so acquired as to enable its possessor to pass a better examination and still 
not becotiie a better Teacher. It is with pleasure, therefore I find conpled witk the 
report of better knowledge that of better ability to teach. Book-knowledge is valn^ble 
only as it may be applied. The arjt of application cannot be tested by any written 
or oral examination. Certificates given to Teachers upon such examinations aro not 
perfect evidence of ability to teach, nor should Teachers so regard them. Each per- 
son holding a certificate should by all possible means seek to cultiyate tact in, gov- 
ernment and in instruction. It sometimes happens that the better qualified, accord* 
ing to the certificate, shows the poorer qualification as tested by practice. 

GREEN LAKE COUNTY. 

I submit the following brief report ; 

Sinoe one year ago, one school house that then was in progress of con- 
struction has been finished, and in style and convenience is equal to any 
in the county. This is located at the village of Marquette. Another, 
nearly completed at Kingston village, is to be finished with taste, and its 
style is to be in keeping with the demands of the age. The school houses 
of Green Lake county, on an average, are as good as in most counties of 
the state; but poorly furnished with maps, charts, &c. 

There are four Graded Schools of two departments each.

Of the above number, eighteen were employed in the same ischool the 
past year. 

About thirty-four who have taught in the county are engaged fbirthe' 
winter term. The general average of punctual attendance of pupils upon' 
school is about 70 per ceril The deportment of scholars has very much 
improved since two year9 ^go. At that time the usefulness of about thir-' 
teen of our schools was aflihost entirely destroyed. This was owing to 'the 
self-will of a few of the lai*g0 scholars, whose organizations physically and 
mentally, unfit them for'th? clischar^ of duties requited by the discipline 
of any well regulated school. What to do with this dass of in^Vid^als 
has puzzled the minds of many of bur district officers, but the rising mieh 
ligence of the age will in a measure overcome these obstacles in the way 
of education. (1)' 

Improvements in map drawing, and' the study of orthography j are very 
clearly seen in our schools, they being forty ' per cent, better than they • 
were two years ago, 'v 

With very few exceptions I hare visited all of the schools i'ri the cburity, 
during both the summer and winter ternts, and Suggested iiiprovements' 
where I thought they Wpuld elerate their condition or ralfe'e the standard 
of instruction. 

I have held no Institute ds y^t this fall, but have postponed it until the 
holidays, having been requested t6 d6 so by several of our most, active 
teachers, many of them^— owing to the scarcity of help — ^being obliged to' 
labor until the opening of their schools, whil^ others were away at Apple- 
ton and elsewhere attending s6hool. It will therefore gi^e ine an op- 
portunity while visiting their schools to urge upon each teacher the im- 
portance of being there to labor for the cause of education.

Note — 1. The usefulness of many schools is impaired, if not utterly destroyed, by a 
olasswof. unruly pupils whose wills have never been educated. It is in part the fault 
of former teachers and in part the fault of home influences. Many of these ** hard 
cases " may be permanently reclaimed by judicious treatment. For the utterly irre- 
claimable one course only remains — that of removal from school. Their pernicious 
influence mast prejudice the interests of other pupils and on this account the gen- 
eral good demands their expulsion. These cases, I believe, are very rare, much mor« 
rare than is generally supposed. Almost every heart has some tender spot that may 
be found by the careful Teacher. Time is requisite to find it, hence the Teacher 
needs patience and perseyerance. Interest in the welfare of the unruly must be 
manifested, hence the Teacher must have sympathy. Help may be needed — the 
Teacher will therefore secure parental cooperation, and he may find the. love a boy 
benrs his n|other a more powernil weapon than whips and bars. Many may be saved, 
who are now turned over by Teachers as incorrigible. 
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IOWA COUNTY 

I answer briefly and hastily your interrogatories on the subjects present- 
ed in your circular, dated September 7th. 

let. I am able to enumerate within "my jurisdiction, five new school 
houses, built during the present' official term. Three of them have been 
built since the date of my last Annual Report. In plan, size and structure, 
these houses are an improvement upon the average character of school 
houses within the towns where they are located. The schools of Iowa 
county are, with very few exceptions, destitute of illustrative apparatus, 
maps, charts, &c. 

2d. The number of graded schools, properly so termed, and in efficient 
woxkiDg order, is limited to two. This subject is receiving my careful at- 
tention in districts where the. principle of graded schools admits of ap- 
plication, and I trust at the end of the next ensuing year we shall be ablg 
ta raportprpgreas. 

2d, Since the date of my last annual report I have examined one hun- 
dred and seventy-five applicants for teaohers' certificates, of whom ninety- 
six hold certificates of the third grade, and three, eertifioates of the sec- 
ond grade. Of limited certificate^, I have issued forty-*three, a majority 
of tib^m being to teachers of standard qi|alificati(ma and tried merit, but 
who for some soffioieut reason were absent from the public examinations. 
Thirty-three applications have been rejected. I am glad to be able to re- 
port an advance in the average qualificaiion3 of teachers as compared with 
the previous year, witnessed not so mudi in the greater ability with which 
the written examination is sustained, as in the more earnest and thought- 
ful seal of th^ teaoher iu hi^ important work, in practical and experimen- 
tal effort in tshe school room, and in professional ambition. (1.) The 
niuDber re-employed in the 9ame school is not worthy of remark, nor are 
the facts in this particular, modified as they are by circumstances, to be 
geineralized as evidence for or against the efficiency of our teachers. 

4th. Hy notes taken during school visitation, do not exhibit an in- 
creased average of punctual attendance of pupils upon school during the 
past year. For this defect, in this coupty seriously impairing the pros- 
perity of onr public schools, I am able to assign two operating causes, 
viz.: the unusual prevalence of contagious and epidemic diseases, and the 
home necessities of our farming communities growing out of the draft 
upon our worki^ig men for recruiting the army. In general deportment 
and progress in study of pupils, the advance is correlative with the awak* 
ening enterprise of teachers. (2). 

5th. Kespecting the fifth point upon which you ask for infbrmation, 
viz.: the interest felt and manifested by active work on the part of pat- 
ronift, I think 'that in this eounty but small re3ults are yet noticeable, as the 
effect of the present system. While the example and efforts of many in- 
dividuals are gratifying, diJaPused and enlightened zeal, proving itself in 
constant and qoDsistent effort, must in many localities be found a plant of 
slow growth. The present system is, however, universally regarded with 
favor in this county, and the general improvement of the publio schools 
under its operktion conceded. 

With respect to future legislation I have 15ttl0 to propdse. 1 beliet^e 
the perfection of legislation will have been discovered only when the skill 
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and fkithftilbess of all its executive offibeirs ^ht^H ietisiiT^ the complete sue- 
^te»'of irbateteir system may be fbr the time in vogtte. (3.^ With these gnat- 
anties of success, I believe the system of County .Supenntendency isfi;iliy 
adequate? to the wants of dur schools.

JACKSON COUNTY. 

,, dur county has, in many respects, made a decided improTemeiit in edu* 
cational matters. The ground work for a general reformation is evidently 
laid. The interest of teachers, parents and th« friends of education gen- 
eraUy 8«em^ to be aroused, and as I said in my last report Jackson county 
does not propose to remain inactive, but is advancing steadily. Within 
the last two years several tasty and commodious buildings for school pi^r- 
poses have been ere^cted, and there are now several more in contemplation^ 
each trying to excel the other in nealneas and in seouring the.eomfort df 
the scholars by adopting the modern improvements in school edifices and 
school furniture. In many of the dislripfts nqt able to build and to keep 
pace with the age of improvement, but still retaining " The Old Log 
Sch^ House," I also find aomfi imprOTC^ent. Tke oid-faahuHied, high, 
baekless beftehes^ with the feet of their little torturad oceupants dangllBg a 
few inches from the floor, are removed, and others^ better adapted to the 
comfort and convenience of the children^ are used. A majotity of the 
districts have adopted a uniformity of books, which is another mark of 
i»pr.«T«ment, and many have voted tasles to- proenr^ outline maps and 
oth^r-fieoeasary improvements in the school room^ 

W^ have no graded schools, yfel, but the plans are quietlymaturing, asid 
it is hoped, that^ if the war tax does not become too burdettsonie, we will 
have at leasttwto during^the conring year. . * > 

The teachers institute^ commencing on the 16th insft., was well atieadiod 
and was a success ; it went far beyond the expeeUtipns of all. The leb^ 
tuffeSy.essaystand instruction by the dtiferent te&ohers would have been' a 
oredit to older counties more used to ooaduotirig instittites. . ' 

At my fall ejcamination I granted but four third gvado and ^o second 
grade certificates. I ba^e enddarored to keep tlie standard high. I did^ 
however, grant a few certifioates for dissfaricto, difiring the year, between'my 
pablic eiiaminations, which I now regret irery muc^, aad if I lAould act 
as county superintendent a life-time I would not do .sa.agftiB. I think that 
schoc^s without toachers are.(fis.r better i«iffi ikkn those employing^ jsucfa 
mock teachers.

JEFFERSON COUNTY. 

In thia counter, Outside the city of Watertown, three new aohool hooaee 
have been erected during the- yetir ; one frame, and two brick. Several 
old ones have been newly covered ind otherwise suitably repaired! Pre^ 
parations for other improvements hare been made, but the work ie not 
yet. done. 

There are six Graded Schocrls ; three having three departmeBtf,'«i»d 
three having but two departments. For the last fifteen years I hatiB been 
very much in favor of the system- of Graded and of Union Schools ; and 
I think now, that every village, every compactly settled neighborho<^d of 
persons, who fail to establish and maintani a good Graded School, faH to 
profit by their position for their own and their children's best good, peeu- 
niarily, educationally, aftd morally. But perfect fairness demande the ad- 
knowledgement of one fact, whioh I had not foreseen, and that is, whetie 
the village Graded School prospers the interest in the other schools in 
town seems to lag, and I have noticed with deep regret, that in proportion 
to the success of the one is the failure of the others. The reason is ob- 
yious, but the remedy is not so patent to my mind. (1.) 

Last spring two hundred and «five applieants presented themselves at 
my publie examinations. ; Six received second Grade Certifientes^ ninety, 
third Grade, forty ^sixreeeiiired partial or six months' Oertifiuates, and sixty* 
three failed. 

This fall one hundred and forty appiioabts presented themsehres at the 
p«bUo examinations. Onoree^ved afirstiGrade Certificate, three seeoed 
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Grtdey one hundred and ttue^e third Qurade^ twenty^one partial .<»: dx 
months' Certifioa^tes, and thirteen failed. , . 

The requirements in the two examinations were as nearly equal as ^osr 
aible^ Md the result sho^s oommendable industry and impito.veinent. 
Many ^f those who failed in the spring suqeeecUd handsomely this fall. 

Three persons; (one Indy and two gentlemen), new hold first Gbade 
Oertificfttes; nine parsons, (six ladies abd th]9ee< ^ntleiaen), second 
Grade} and ono hilnd»ed and seventy-five hold third. Grade Certificates^ . 

DeK»ded improv«einent in thi> practice of teaching is notioeahle amoctg 
those who have had previous experienoe. In this conneotion I take pleaf 
sure in adding my tei^timony to that of nmny others, of the important 
beneficial results of good Norma) lostruotion. (2«) In some instanoes 
a visit of ten minutes time has been sufficient to learn the fact of the 
Teacher's having been the recipient of such instruction. 

With a few notable exceptions, tastefulnass of dress, tidiness of person 
and sohool room everywhere prevail 

The reports show an increased general average of punetual attendance 
of pupils upon school. 

The great obstacle of obstacles in tho way of greater impfovemenl, is

whose pupils are taken out to swell the attendance of a school which has no interest 
in ite neighbors. Let the township system be adopted, and make the Graded 8eh<>el 
the head of tM Bysteni, then the primary and iatermediiate. aohpala wiU.be boiefited, 
and the Central Sohool will itself be interested in the suooess of the others. I oan 
sttggesi no better remedy. 

27 Facts like these are worth far more than the most powerful arguments in favor 
of Normal Schools. 

JUNEAU COUNTY. 

By your request I tranilmit to you a brief report of the condition of our 
sehools. 

Four school houses have been built during the peat year: In oonae'- 
quenoe of hard times, or perhaps want of interest in sohool mafters, ^e 
log sohool house, hastily thrown together, when lumber was high and 
hard of access, is made to do. It can hardly be expected that such struc- 
tures will be neatly fenced or beautified. I have observed that the teach- 
ers generally keep them quite olean and wholesome by frequent aorub- 
bing and sweeping. Some improvement has been made in furnishing 
school houses the necessary out buildings, but to the shame of most, this 
matter is entirely neglected. 

Black-boards have been quite extensively supplied, but only two sets of 
maps and charts have been purchased, We have in the county three 
graded schools — ^two having three departments and one, two. 
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I hftve iantied nearly three hundred certifteates since my term of ofliee 
commenced. Of this number one reoeited a first grade, and nine, seeoad 
gnMb eeriifieates. 

Moirt of onv teachers are young. During the past summer their aver- 
ago <Lgc ^^0 AOt aiyove eighteen. But they ilianifest commendable tetl in 
sel^impiroTemeni. During the past two years hundreds of dollars hare 
been expended by them for books. (1.) Omr institutes are well attended. 
The present term of our Normal School of twelve weeks, has had an At*- 
teadance of about eighty who hold certificates. (2.) About sixty of 
them have had previous expeiience in teaching. A respectable number 
of our teachers are retained in the same schools. But few district quat - 
rels have occurred ; and no certificates have been annulled. 

There has been considerable complaint of noti-attendance of pupils. 
The causes seem to be, in part at least, the distance of pupils from the 
school, the abundance of berries, and the Indian scare. Our county has 
furnished a large number for the army ; hence many of the children are 
detained from school to labor. 

I think the general deportment of the pupils is fair. Some fbw 8eh<)0ls 
might be called unruly. Some school houses indicate a characteristic of 
Jonathan in the whittling and carving line. Perhaps the seats and 4esks 
suggested to him that they needed a litUe finish. Bough logs, high nar- 
row saaits, rickety desks, and broken stoves, with stone less, will never se- 
cure respect &om irreverent boys, dr inspire them with a love of the beau- 
tiftil or tHie. 

Patrons do not generally visit their schools More sympathy and co- 
operation on the part of patrons would ensure greater effioiency. 

Some complaint has been made that this and that <^good scholar " and 
'^ fine teacher" has not been licensed, as a hundred or more have been re-, 
jected. But teachers of studious habits, and people of intelligence have 
approved the sifting process. It is believed by such that the three thou- 
sand children of the county are as valuable as ^^ my daughter who is not 
able to work out," or "my brother's son who was educated in the Bast." 

As I shall retire from the county superintendency at the close of the 
present year, I gladly return to the school room, in which I have labored 
more than twenty years. Here I propose to aid teachers in preparing for 
their great and noble work.

Notes. — 1. No Teacher can be successful without study. The increasing demand 
for works treating on the matter. of teaching is encouraging. Too many hare taught 
because it mras the easiest way to get a living. They hare cared little or nothing for 
their, ppofeasiony and of course have only cUshonored it. No Teacher of years gone 
by can rely upon his success at that time as a guaranty of future success. He must 
keep pace with the times. To this end he must read. He who will not study the art 
of teaching ought not to call himself n teacher. 

2. As in Waupacca and Waushara counties, so in Junean county, protracted Insti'' 
tutes^ more prc^erly called NormiU Institutes, have been held. From personal obser- 
Tatio9 I can bear testimony to their worth, Except in Waushara county they were 
connected with High Schools. The Superintendents who had charge of them have 
been faithful and successful in their work. Teachers also have shown commendable 
seal hi their studied, and have made marked improvciment in both the science and art 
oftCMhiagt 



K»NO«HA COUNTY. 

In compliance with your wishes, I make the following report of the ed- 
ucational interestR of Kenosha county : 

Many of our school houses in this county are good, still a few a^e de- 
cidedly poor, and the progness in the way of improvement for tho past 
year has been slow. We have eroded the last season two buildings, one 
«08Fti]>g three hundred and the other six hundred dollars. The last men- 
tioned was built at Liberty, is a very fine building, and seated with Ban- 
kings patent seat. The house is furnished with a set of Pelton's Outline 
Mapp, Page's Normal Chart, a large globe, and an es>oellent blaek-board. 
We believe this is the only district in the oounty that has purchased any 
apparatus during the year. 

We have one graded school, with two departments, located at Wilmot, 
a ^mall village in the southwest corner of the county, and much credit i^ 
duo the patroms for the ^ort they have made in seeuring to themselves a 
goed buildiBg and school. 

W« ^ttve examined one huudred and forty teachers. Ninety-one hold 
third grade licenses, seven second grade, and two first grade. 

Our percentage of failures is not as high as it was last yeiur, and our 
•examiaatioas have been more rigid, which fact is good evidence of the 
inprovemeBt of qualifieations of our class of teachers. 

Nine teachers contintie in the same school the second year, a feature 
that some of our district officers begin to appreciate, and one which we 
hope will be still more appceciatod by inauy. . 

Our monthly reports, from teachers, show an increase of general interest 
OA the part of parents, aud a dtspositioa to aid a»d assist the teaoher^ by 
^Ofe freqoeatly^frisitiDg the sohool, sjui requivbg their ekildren to be 
piftsetnal and protapt in Attendance. In this small oounty we have reeeri- 
ed two thousand and twenty-one visits from parents, sehool offieers aaNl 
othersy and the percentage of tafdisess is fall twenty*five per eent. less 
than lait,|rear* The :pflJroeiitage ef aiile»daiice of those enrolled as hoM- 
aifi, IS about fifteen per, cent.' higher than itwasin ouranaiuil report, made 
totheRaatdof fiupervtftorskatiall. (1). 

We stated in our finst report 4bat many of our teachers had enlisted in 
the amy^ and new we are obliged to reeord the names of more whe have 
gone to 4o this nation aerrice, an^ perhaps sacrifice their lives upon the 
altai of ofir country. 

Our Noimal school of four weeks, under the supervision of M. M. Rioe, 
was a success. Very instructive lectures were : delivered by Rev. J. B. 
Pfadt, editor of the <' Wi^eotmn J6mnal,'' Mr. Cra%, of Madison, Rev. 
N. Wftodworth, Prof. I. Stene,.of Kenosha, and Mr. A. Van Wyck. 

Three years ago we orgaaised a County Teaehers' Institute, and have 
60 far well sustained it. A number of the towns have successfully su'p- 
ported Town Teachers' Associations during the winter months, and <ie 
town of Sakm has supported such an organization for three years, meet- 
ing each month with a crowded house. (2). 

In onnelttsion wc would say that there seems to be a general rousing "Up 
of- patnons, teachers and scholarM, and we trust that the educational in- 
terests of Kenosha will well compare with her sister counties.

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NoTBfl. — 1. As stated elsewhere, the punctual att«Adanoe of pupils will keep pace 
with parental interest. The people of Kenosha county have learned this fact and 
are determined to act upon it. 

2. The Teachers' Associations organized in county and towns must result in great 
good to the schools. Much more may be learned of the Art of teaching through 
these local associations conducted entirely by the teachers themselyes, than in any 
other way, if we except actual practice in the school room. 

Such gatherings should call out the teacher's ability to teach, by seqidring Mm to 
conduct a class through a regular recitation preTionsly assign^ At the close o€ Uie 
recitation the class should carry on a friendly criticism upon the method employed. 
Great care should be taken that these associations do not degenerate into teachers 
exreuses, where trained hobbies arc brought out for the amusement of the spectators. 

Kenosha CVfy.— -Since this report was sent to the printer, a note from Mr. I. Stone, 
the Principal of the High School, gives some itons with regard to the oity aoheols, 
not contained in the statistical report, which I add here. The Principal of the High 
School receives $1,000 per annum; male teachers in the Grammar Schools, $400; 
the two Assistants in the High School, $850, and in the other Departments the teach- 
ers receive $225. The High School has about 1000 volumes in the library. The 
first week in July twelve graduates were honored with diplomas. The High School 
this fall is very full, perhaps fuller than ever before. The senior ^lass nilmbsrt thir- 
ty-five, ten young men and twenty -five young ladies. There are seats for pne hun- 
dred and twenty students and one hundred and seventy-five enrolled, so that man^ 
are obliged to study in their rooms and then come and recite. The High School room 
is adorned with some thirty six ornaments, including pictures, busts and statuettes, 
and is furnished with a splendid organ worth $400, f^em which there is musio seTen 
times a day, accompanied with singing by the school fear times a di^» The last 
year's course of study is much the same as the Bnglish studies of the senior year in 
most of the colleges.

lo Addition to the annuAl report required of eaeh eoatitysuperinlend- 
ent, I beg leave to present a few additional facte and enggestions, as they 
liave occurred to me while engaged in my official duties in this couBty 
during the past year. 

Although the county is yet quite aew, and all its educittional, as well 
aaindustlrial interests are in their infancy, yet, taken as a whole, the con- 
dition of our sehools is all that can be ^zpieoted, and will ootafpare favor- 
ably with any of the newly settled couities of the State ; indeed; we are 
proud to be able to say that we have some • scholars, who have never had 
way better school privileges than are found in the district scho^e of a 
8|MirBely settled and thickly wooded country, whose attainments in the 
common branches of an English education far exceed many of those 
who have constantly been under the tuition of some of the best teachers 
o£ the older: villages and cities of the State. (1.) 

But as it is the duty of every faithful officer to give a truthfol account 
of the interests committed to his charge, we would not refrhin from point- 
ing out the wants and necessities of our schools, as well as offering such 
Mggentions for improvement as have ocurred while visiting the different 
eehoole under our supervision. 

The greatest wants, observable in this county, are better school hoi:Hies, 
with better arranged seats, desks, stoves and windows ; the most of them 
are built of logfl,-^not in itself objectionable, — but poorly built, badly 
Ughtedy insufficiently warmed, and totally devoid of conifort, conv^dnienee 
or pleasure. With such houses it cannot be ezpeeted that children can pur- 
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8«e ibeir {Studies wjth any hope ofadyitticement. As tHe first houses were 
built some five or fiii yeiirs ago by oiir riewljr arrired settlers, it was not 
possible to do better, but now, aftet ^ti' lapse of serteral years, and the 
natural improvements* which haV6' tat eh pfece all around us, it is time that 
we should set ourselves vigorously to wiork to improve them ; else, with* 
out the re-constriiction and improvement of our school- houses, bow can 
we expecfour (Children to make any hnprdvfement in their studies ? 

School Houses. — During the pidst ^efitr th^re have been but two new 
houses erected in the county, ahd, with slight exceptiotis, no improve* 
ments made on'the old ones, nof hate thisre^been any additions to the school 
ftirniture, while nearly all are entirely destitute of school apparatus, 
mapk and charts. ^ 

' OttADto Schools.— We ar6' sorry to say that wfe hay« npt sufficiently 
ad:^anced, Uibr is the number'at any one stihool silfficient to require or de- 
mand grad<js, except in two instances, those of districts No. 1, in the towns 
of Ahnepee and Kewaunee, where it will be necessary, ere long, to divide 
the' school into two grades. 

T£A0HB&3.-**^Dariag the past year we havo examitied thirty-one appli- 
oanis for certificates, to all of whom were granted third griade certificates, 
except three', who were rejected on account of inability. All of those 
holding certificates are striving with (commendjable s^eal to improve them- 
selves and their schalars. 

As a result of the bew ooiaaly system we- find that a better clasa of 
teachers are applying for certificates ■ fVom tero^ to term, and in <Mnise- 
quence oilr schools arfe gettinj; the benefit of better. qualificatlops, whick 
wae very much neede^i Xn fact, the teachf^rs tltiemselves admit the supe- 
riority of ^ho system, aa it efieetually sifW the obaff £rom. the wh^t, e^od 
really good teaeheira are knowil aad appreciated. (2.)' 
* V^VTLS.' — ^The irregulat attendance of pupils is another cause of re- 
gret ; but here, where all are hard working farmers, it is impossible to 
secure anything like a regular attendance; but we think if the great 
injury to their children cpltU be) se^ti- aa4l Deaji^ied by the parents, much 
greater efforts would be made to prevent so much absence from the school 
room. ' M -■ ''..'*■ ; :' ..»'i •■• ..•■......• 

< PAEBNV8«-^-^e are soirry to toy that the par^ts and school officeimafe 
vfiy diiatovy abouti visiting the- schools. Having bailt school houses, 
vbted moivey, hired a teacher^ seen the superintendent around visiting the 
schools, they think their du^ at an end; fat from ft. • Beaid^s all this, 
^biey should personally visit the school room as often^as possible, to see it 
the teacher do as his or her duty; see if the scholars are learning any- 
liking; see if they are comfortable, havb suitable sieats, desk^, books, with 
good fire and water; It is the universal ciomplaint of the teachers, and it 
is substantiated by our ' own observation, that it is almost unknown for 
parents to visit the school ' room, oopsequently they iMow notching of the 
g^^ or evil report they hear ot their teaeher. ' Thisi ought not to be so ; 
parents should see to it* that the tJelEicher and scholars are encouraged by 
freqaeat visits, and a hearty cb^operatioo with all that tends to their ma- 
tual ittit)roVemenii. ' ' . 

From a careful obtervation of the wiorkings of > the county superinten- 
deney dtiring the past two years, we are confident thrit it has been the 
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m/^fknB of a gre«t improTemppt iutbe;geQeral, welfare of the schools, hav- 
ing materially assislted in tv )>et^ef uniformity of book^, iiuitructioii to 
B^hqol officers and teachers in tj^eir dirties, and a better viethod of con- 
dncting the exercises of the. school ropnir But with all its benefits we 
have one important amendment to prcxpose, and that is, that there should 
also be a town superintendent in each town to attend to the local matters 
of his town ', to advise and counsel with the different schpo^ boards^ and 
to carry intP effect .the requirements of the laws and other matters as he 
may be di^rected by the county .superintendent. 

With the experience of ,the past two years, and a full. knowledge of the 
condition and wants of our school, we shall set out upoii the duties of 
the coming term with renewed hope and courage, and shall make it our 
99nstant aim. to. advance the interests of both teachers. ^nd scholars, and 
hope to be al^le, with'the ocxt annual report 'to present still greater advaAee- 
iU^t and improvement in tl^ condition of our schools than has ever be- 
fore been witnessed.

/SfCMOOL Udumii* — Thetrehas been oq^ new one built dttriag the faat 
yoar — that being. a iae brlek houae in diettici No. G, i» Barve. Ihiee 
moie ore ountara<}t^d to be baUt nest £pxiBg> , Many imporovean^ia Iwve 
faten madeiidiuring tbe year, $ii«k «& paintuig buildiiiga^ feiieiiig grcmiiAe, 
re^arraoging sente and desks, aad building out*h.ouseQ. Mote iijbafta d#a- 
(Bia Jhave been b«Ut dAitiog the yiear. Xheve'are now but ted Beb<K)l faonaes 
in ihfi county without thia appendage. >(1.) The f«rnit<ire ind^oetof 
the houses is poor and badly arranged, seats and desks being .V)0 high for 
the size: .of popila who. occupy tbem-^tbe lowest aeat in'maay casAS btfing 
16 i«ehe3 from the flo^r. What greater, torture could he ioflietecl «pon 
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cbildxen of tender years^ tbau to require them to sit for six hours eaah 
d^y Upon such seats aiid at the same time brjeathiug the vitiated air of ai^ 
unvef^tilated and perhaps overheated school room ? It is ^ot strauge tfa^t 
many of our schools become almost depopulated before the clo&e of ^v^rj 
winter term. There are 24 houses without a chair — i having no pail and 
cup — 9 having no black-board. There are 6 that havj^ outline maps-7r4 
that have a map of tl^e county and 2 a map o/ the seat qfw^r. 

There are but two Graded Schools in this, county, those being in La 
Crpsse and each having three departments, with an average of 80 pupila 
each. 

Teachers. — The whole number pf persons examined was 121, of which 
number 92 received certificates. Five received certificatea of.the/r«^ 
grade, {wo of the second, sixty-one of the third, and twenty-four limited cerr 
tificates. Applicants passed more creditable examinations than last year. 
Particularly is this the case with those who have been examined belore,prov- 
ing that they have applied themselves to those branches in which they were 
the most deficient. I am satisfied that the teachers of this county arc 
anzioiia to become worthy of the certificatea which they hold, and are not 
content with present qualificattons, but are improving every oppdrlunity 
for self culture. It is true that there are teachers, who care for nothing 
except to obtain a certificate, kill time, and get their pay, but the nmniber 
of that claas is growing smaller aJid beautifully less eaoh 4e«ffi. . The 
average standing of teaebeps during the year 1862 was S7 per oent , and 
that of 1863 is 74 per cent., being a gain of 7 per cent., though the actual 
dfflference it greater, as the questions wete more difficult the present year. 
Oi^Jy four were ejx^loyed in the same schoQl the previous year, thaugb 
mtD^ who taught last winter have tiiu^t the saiUfe achool this «amM6n 

Biatriots change teaohers far too often. Mneh time is iosi; in this wiy, 
as it takes some time for pupils to become acquainted with teachers, and 
teachers with the capacity of pupils. The general average of attendance 
upon school is much better than last year. In no direction has there 
been more improvement than ip that. This has been brought about, in 
part, by a system of reports, but more from the extra efforts of teachers 
and the co- operation of patrons. This is a .move in the right direction, 
but it will yet take years to correct this evil. 

The number of persons of school age who have not entered the achool 
room for a single day during the >ear, in this county, is 1,643, and the 
number of days lost from absence by thosei who attended school is 39^727, 
and number of tardinesses 11,754, and time lost 500 days, making a total 
loss of 261 school years of 7 months each. The actual percentage of atr 
tendance is ^eater than that shown by the report, being just 78 per cant, 
dufing the year. The improvements noticed in the schools visited wef)e, 
better order — more system, and more interest in study. School houses 
and grounds looked more neat than before. The habit of whisnering has 
been almost broken up during the past year. In two thirds of tne schook 
I did not notice a communication during the half day of my visit, wl^ije 
before that it was unusual to find a school where the practice of whisper- 
ing was not universal. (2.) Although there have been 20 visits from pat- 
rons and school officers to one of previous years, still there is a grei^t 
apathy in this respect, and I know of no way of curing them of ifc. One 
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ihing is encouraging, school officers are making more effort to obtain well 
qnalified teachers, and I trust it will not be long before it'wiil be impos- 
sible for poor teachers to obtain situations. There is nbtihing, however, 
which encourages me so much as the increased interest on the part of 
teachers. If we can have good teachers we can soon have good schools. 
Our teachers are wide awake, anxious to excel, and many of them are at- 
tending soliool during vacation. It appears to me that something should 
be done to bring teachers out to the public examinations. Many will stay 
away and then have an excuse which you are expected to accept, when, 
oftentimes, were the facts known, the excuse would be groundless. Were 
they required to pay $1.00 for an examination at other times than public 
ones, I think there would be less applying for private examinations: In 
conclusion, I will say that upon the whole there is mudi to encourage us^ 
inasmnch as at tiihes like the present we should not be disappointed if our 
schools went backward.

NoxBS.— *1. La Crosse county most certainly deBenres praise too her humaaiiy and 
refiaemQutin ilus respect. But .what shall be said of the imf May their aanber 
be rapidly diminished. 

2. No more serious evil exists in our schools than the evil of whispering. How 
shaUitbe corrected— can it be entirely broken up — are questions often asked and with 
difficulty answered. It appears ft<om this report- that as interest in schools increases 
both on the part of Teachers and Pupils, the whispariag mania is cured. Qive the 
child employment in which he is interested, and be will have little i^ime and less incli- 
nation to whisper. Idleness is the root, of .this eril. ^trike ^t the root, and not at- 
tempt to cure it by lopping off the branches here and' there. Self control is one of 
the most important lessons to be learned at school. In the ^scipline of tUft school 
rooat more attention should be giyen to the culllration of th& hiJi>it) then les^ time 
wiU b« spent upon reforming those praetioes that spring from neglect of it. lai tt lit- 
tle time, I believe a pubUc opinion may be created in a sohool, that will correct the 
evil of whispering as well as many other evils, more, purely and more speedily than 
arbitrary rules or restraints will do it. 

LA FAYETTE COUNTY. 

In compliance with your request I submit the following brief rep6rt of 
the condition and prospects of the schools in this county. For your con- 
venience I shall condense as much as possible. 

Ist^ School Houses. — These, as regards comfott and convenience, in the 
great majority of ^instances, fall far short of what they should be. There 
seems to be, however, a righting up of public sentiment in this rcBpeot, in 
many places. Six new houses nave been built during the past year, or 
are in process of completion. Something has been, expended for maps, 
charts, etc., but scarcely an approximation towards what is needed. The 
walls of most of our school houses are as bare upon tljie inside as without 
— ^not a map, or chart, or picture ("save now and then a charcoal or jack- 
knife sketch by some eiiibryo artist^ to relieve the monotony. Several 
schools have been supplied with Outline maps since the. date of my last 
statistical report. 

2nd, Graded Schools. — There are three of these in the county, with 
two departments, and but one with three departments. 

3d, TEACfHERs. — Nutnber examined during the past year 177. Of these, 
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127 hold oertifioates of tke.tkird grad4,'aiicl 8 certificates of the eeoond 
grade. A marked improvement i% manifest over last year's examinations. 
The arerage qnalifieations this year, as compared with last, I cannot ac- 
OTirately give, as different questions have heen used, and perhaps more 
difficiilt ones. There seems to be a growing determination on the part of 
teacher* to fit themselves better for their work This has. been evidenced 
at the Itaiitiiiites and is now apparent from the seeming lack of teachers to 
supply the winter schools — many having expressed a determination to go 
into the school room agaiti as scholars, rather than as teachers. 

4th, Pupils. — The average of punctual attendance upon school,, has 
beeh considerably higher this year ttian last, although there has been a 
lamentable n^lect in that regard. ' Teachers have beeni required to make 
monthly repute of punctual attendance, tardiness, general deportment, 
etd. lliese exert an influence upoti the' scholar directly, quite as much as 
apon the teacher, and thus indireotl j again upon the scholar. Upon the 
vrhob, despite conflicting circumstances, I trust some advancement has 
been made during the past year, but much, very much is yet to be done 
to bring the schools of La Fayette county up to that position which they 
should occupy. While the '^ new system,^' if judiciously managed, is 
destined to work much improvement in our schools, its deficiency, so often 
suggested, should certainly be remedied as soon as practicable. The 
mtesing link should be supplied. The town clerk n not properly a school 
officer, and is seldom chosen, perhaps, with any reference to the school 
duties which he now has to perform. Should not these, then, and other 
duties devolve upon some special school offieer in each town, one whose 
duty it shall be to watch ov^r the interests and report the condition and 
progress of the Schools of his town ? No one min can visit, supervise and 
become sufficiently acquainted with the condition, wants and peculiarities 
of eadi school id a county. , The substance of thesis suggestions has been 
presented before.' I simply offer them '< in the rough'' as embodying my 
views, without going into detail, (i.)

80 many imperfections, and cannot be reconciled to it. The only aatisfoc- 
tioA I have is that I have ende&yored to interest the Teacher^, and urge 
upon the District Clerks the importaince of the register being ^.kept.rigkt, 
j^nd every item noted in their reports. 

Some new districts are being organized. There ha.YO been built during 
the year two frame and £ve log scnool houses. 

Three schools have been furnished with Pelton'^ Outline ^^ops. Il^ tbe 
YillAge of Wau9au we have a Graded School with two departeent^ »nd 
wilji need another soon. The school house is two stories and convenient^ 1ms 
five Blackboards— Outline Maps and two clocks, aad will soon be furnished 
with a bell, and enclosed grounds, improved and adorned. 

Fourteen have been ei:amined by me an^di received a third Gra4e Certi- 
^cate. . As regards their qualifications, compared with those who taught 
laat year, there has been imj^roven^ent. Three taught in the same school 
last year. Some young ladies get married, and others from outside the 
county, are not employed again. . 

The attpndance of pupils is not reported so that an average may be. as- 
certained. In Wausan the attendanc?, as rep<M:ted by the Prineipal at the 
exiaminalion, was ninety ^even per cent- 

Our schools have in^proved in doportfbent and punctuality, t^id rise 
hav^ made satisfactory progress. 

The si^oo)s throughout oux eounty have received more visits and better 
Oettentipn from patrons than heretofore^ ,Ia «ame sofapol diatriots the 
oftoers bAve found time to visit where heretofore there has bf^n i^ totfl 
neglect. There is not a. t^euxtj and .active cooperation on the pjurt^f 
many school officers, bntia disposition to shirH respon^ibilityi true 4iere is 
improvement, but nothing like what it should be. 

If officers have no ^ihildr^, they.oare hut little for the school, and con- 
sequently don^t visit the school. (1.) 

I have been able to awaken an interest in many of the districts in a 
united effort to obtain better qualified ti^achers, and in our s6hooI at 
Wau^a^ we are raising up some, so that we shall not be as dependent a^ 
heretofore, for teachers from other parts of the country. 

ThiB most of our schoola are in their inftmoy. Oar eounty is hut »ewiy 
i$ettled. The population move^ slow, and their farming interests qoctj^y 
all their thoughts, and they seem not to care for the education of their 
children as they ought^ but our motto is "Onward."

The experience of Marathon county may be more general than I sup- 
pose, but it is not unusual to find the warmest friends of schools among intelligent 
people who have no children of their own to be educated, but who teel that they 
have an interest in the proper educatioi^ of the children of their neighbors. Suoh 
persons ¥iew this matter not as a personitl benefit so much as for the general good, 
which in their wisdom they consult.

OiSe substantial Arame berildinig is in progress of erectien| and will 
be t^ady fe^ tile* fitter school. At Monitello, at tho last annnal meeting, a 
s«Ufin6tit amotint Was Toted to be iraised- te* finish the upper story of the 
soheol baHdingyiu anticipation of stalling a high school. 

Not much improvement has been made upon o^^er school bnildlags, ai^ 
the people pre#Mr rather to build new ones as soon as their means will ad* 
mit. One school, only, has appropriated moi^y for maps and charts. 

Theftt are at the present time fotty teachers having certifioateli iu force 
in t^e covfity ; (the examinaliOBS for the winter schools have not taken 
plaee yet,) of which number there is one first, four second, and thirty- 
five third gtade certificates. I aifi happy to 6ay that the evidence was 
dv«a at the examinationB, that neai^ly all the teachers were trying to rMse 
Uieir standings akid in many cases wHh success. 

Hhm present system of examination^ created a want for suitable -sohools 
Whi^e teachers can quidify themsekes. I arm unable to report acc«rately 
concerning the attendance^ deportment, etc., of ptipils ; from the fact 
that the blank if^ports furnished the teacheri did not cover those points 
fttlty^ the reports being isttended as an experiment to aid the teachers' in 
the ttMageteeirt of the schools, as well as to finish a knowledge of the^. 
Judging fitom the' reports of the teachers, however, I am led to believe that 
the attendance has been better, and the deportment decidedly better than 
the year previous. The number of schools has not been diminished. , 
Under the pressure of the tines, this fact is significant, and goes to show, 
that the interesl of the people in the schools has not diminished. 

With regard to teachers' certificates the same suggestion is offered that 
was made last year, viz. : that third grade certificates should extend over 
the county (or district), but be limited as to the time to be in force. 

It has become apparent, arf) least with us, that the visits and interest of 
patrol depend very much upon the teachers. It appears to be* owing Id 
this reason that some schooh are frequently visited and much iiit^st ' 
taken in their behalf while under the charge of teachers of ability, yet 
when those teachers are exchanged for a poorer class of tedichei;B| the 
intwest seems to abate*' We are striving^ and wstii some sucoessy to pre« 
vent this evil, which results from the too frequent change of teachers. To 
remedy such things fully, we need, and it is being generally conceded^ a 
State Normal School) where the teachers oau/ obtain a^^nly a term but a 
full course of instruction, and that kind of instruction too that will tend 
to make teaching what it ought to be, a profession. • . 

These thoughts lead me a little farther to the workings of the school 
system. We now have the county ' Superintendents ^t work and doing 
mu<^h gobd, yet we must acknowledge that it is hard totmite th^ir stren^ 
so <Jia<r their efforts can b^ f^lt, as a unit, ito the caUsd Of eii«i^ti^. ' Am^ 
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we are now situated^ it iad^^yi^y \o p^tfifi ^^eded legislation in reference 
to educational a£fairs. If tne county Superihtendents meet in oonvention 
and through the Btate Saperinteadent eflfer auggeatiana in refereoee to the 
achool interests to the legislature, it is onlj by chance that what is offered 
can have a respectful hearing. (1.) At the risk of being oonaidsrtd as 
having .execeeded the limits of my. duties, I will Tepture a saggeetion in 
regard to this matter. . , ■ 

After much refleatioo I am of the opinion that we need a Board of 
Education for this state. The suggeertioM that I offer is that the counij 
Superintendents should be memben, f^^-o^cib, of such . board, and that 
the state Superintend^t should be President ea^-oficio of die board; 
that the board should meet annually at IVIadtson during the aession of 
the legislature ; and that, in case of needed legislation for the school 
iaterests, the board should embody their wishes in auitable form, which 
should be presented to the legijilature I^y the President of the board, he 
having for that purpose the pow#r to introduce and vote upon the mea- 
aur0 in the assembly as if he were an elected nember of the aame ; that 
a small compensation^ merely sufficient to covw actual ei^penses, should 
be' allowed each member of such board in attendance ; that the Presi- 
dent should have power to call such board together at such other timea 
and places as the interests of the schools might require ; that the board 
should make rules and regulations for it» sheetings, and that the oonela- 
siOnato which the board should arrivey when confined to Jegitimaita aoA 
well defined limits, should have the force an4 effect of law. (2.^ 

The above is given as a suggestion, thait it may lead to results. DCBiefioial 
to our common schools,, which, at this critical moment in o«r. comntry'a 
hiatory, should be fostered taxd protected by evety means in our power.

NoTRS — 1. This remartc does not accord with my experience. The le^latiTe 
bodies of the past four years have given respectful attention, on the whole, to meas- 
nres of an educational character brought before them. Their action has not always 
accorded with my wishes* though of this I can not complBift» for with twa or tiiree 
'exceptions, all that I have asked has been at last gra^ted. It must be expected tbat 
some legislators will treat lightly their school interests, sinc^ as private oitisens 
they utterly neglect them. 

2. — To a ceetain extent we already have such a board. Conventions of county 
superintendents have been called twice during the past two years, at whioh meas- 
ures bearing directly upon the interests of £e schoofo have been diseusswl, and 
certi^Q bills embodying the wishes of these superintendents have been introdaocd^ 
while others will be introduced into the legislature for their action. It would be 
rather a novel proceeding to admit any person, not regularly elected a member of 
the legislature, to the privilege of voting upon* any measure before that body. A 
board of edueation composed of one person from each congressional distiiot would 
be large enough, and might prove successful.

rent a ^ttlet^me and some sacnfipe of bodily comfort, but no equal effort will secura 
a richer reward to the parent in the better and more rapid progress of the child. 
The ohfld natnraifly feels a deeper interest in that which interests the parent, the 
teacher does better for the child when the parent manifests a desire fbr his improvements 
Parents trust too mnch:to teaohtra. . Self-interest demands frequent Yiaitatioa of 
schools. 

MILWAUKEE COUNTY,— (Second Disteiot.) 

The school houses h^ret, ^principally, as you will notice in the report, 
are log and in bad condition and without necessary conveniences, and no 
prospect at present for the rebuilding qf the same on the present and ooa- 
venient system. In my own school (district we raise an amount of money 
eaah year for the purpose of purchasing a site and building a sohool houM. 
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There ai^e six sohool hbnses in my Buperinteiident District wHieh are snb- 
BtaDtial, tasteful, and convement, some of which can accommodate over • 
one handled pupils. In those districts they demand better teachers, pay 
more wages, and respect their^ teachers. The pupils are generally well ad- 
ranced. In those districts the School Board and parents make a prac- 
tice of visiting the schools in their several districts twice each term, whieh 
does noft only enliven the school, but tends to inspire the pupils to com- 
pete with each other. Without the cooperation of School Boards aitd pa- 
rents with the teacher, but very little can be expected. 

J ^m sorry to state that the electors are not judiciotis, in many instahceff,in 
making choice of school district officers. There are 'lateral schiools which 
the school board does not visit: I have a hope, howtever; that in a short 
Htae parents will see the utility of a thorough education fot their chil- 
dten. Undet the present advantageous free school system, they cati not 
hate an excuse fbr retaining from their children a good education, to fit 
them to become usfeM members^f society, a blessing to their parents, and 
ail honor io themselves. 

The school fbmiture is of the old style, and most probably will remain 
so for a number of years. In some schools they have not a chair for their 
teacher ; he must condescend to sit on the old oaken bench fbr the sum of 
twenlj-five dollars t>er ihonth, and board himself in the bai^ain. The 
deaner and better the school room and famiture, the more it tends to 
command respect (1). 

We have no graded schools. The number of teachers examined this 
yeat, — ^fall and spring examinations — was sixty, the saine holding third 
grade certificates, one-thifd of which are of six liionths duration. The 
questions proposed this year are more difficult thati those of the previous 
jear, the average standing of teachers last year being seven tenths, and 
this year eight tenths. The teachers manifest more interest than previ- 
ously. The public examinations are the cause of much good. The first 
year I was troubled very much with candidates for private examinations, 
but am happy to state that I have not had one applicant this year. Pub- 
lic examinations, when introduced two years ago, abashed several, but now 
tbej meet them with pleasure and confidence. 

The number employed in same school the previon^ year, is tea, most of 
whom are married men, and have their homes in the districts. Ok aiieh 
t^dchers we can depend. It is a pleasure to them to instruct the young. 
In the tbwu of Milwaukee we have teachers wh^ have taught in the fciame 
school for the past three years, and the progress made is now plainly vis- 
ible. A three or five iu^nths school and a change »f teachers yearly is 
liothing. The learning obtained by such a process evaporates dnring tiie 
long vacation A new teacher is introducQ^ and he introduces new books 
and commences at the beginning, therebj keeping them on a balance. It 
brings very little credrt to such school, offickfrs, <>r pai^ente. Their princi- 
pal aim seems to be Gold, not Knowledge. In fact a great many would 
be 'miserable if they were placed in an honorable position. I have — aome 
will say — learned enough, (and perhaps that is very little,) alid if my 
children ki^ow as much, that is all I want. Vain ignorant man ! Thinkest 
tldou that thou wert placed upon earth merely. t6 eccist? far from it. , 

'The attendance of pupils during winter terin is regular. In'Summ^r ttie 
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ftttendanoe is not so regular, tbe older ohildrea are waated at home^ and 
tkooe who attend achool are ioMT iEtnd very young. The deportment of pa« 
piki is Tery good in and out of ischool, the oanae of whioh ia t^e BraraU 
ity and veapectfal deportment of dte teacher in and out of sohooL I in- 
tend) as soon ae the fall terms commenee, to hold an institnte of two days, 
thereby insnrtDg the presence and cooperation of the teachers who are 
in actual service, from which I anticipate much good. The institute held 
last year was on the day hefore examination, and only three teachers at- 
tended. The facts are that there is not sufficient accommodations in either 
town near to a convenient place for holding an Institute. Several of the 
teachers complain that their income is so small that they cannot attend an 
Institute for two days and an examination of one or two days, while «»•' 
der expenses. The houses in my Superintendent District are generally 
small and the oecupants are not endowed with much generosity.

KOte. — 1. Neatness is essential to health and to good morals. Filth is never 
found in connection with pure morality, whatever pretensions may be made to the 
contrary. The habits a child forms at • achool have more influence over him than all 
he learns from books. No one can over-estimate the value of neatness. Slovenly 
habits shoi^d weigh largely against any applicant for a teacher's certificate. Neat- 
ness does not necessarily include show. Tinselry, and cheap jewelry, and mere ex- 
ternal ornament are not desirable. To my mind they are objectionable. So with 
flobdol houses. Comfort should foo sought rather than tk^, I have visited plain log 
school houses where the spiriA of neatness was evidently the ruling epiidt. 2 hAm 
visited houses of great external beauty that were really full of aU uncleanness. 
Teachers may, by example, correct much of the evil growing out of inattention tq 
order and neatness. 

CITY OP MILWAUKEE. 

I take pleasure in endeavoring to furnish you with the desired informa- 
tion aa requested in your oote to me of the 7th inst. X entered upon the 
duties of Superintendent of Public Schools ^i this city on the 6th of J^fv 
uary last. 

I find the labor required in the office, as well as haying the care of all 
the Public School property of the city, and providing the necessary s«p* 
plies, leavesf. but little time for personal attention to the schools. 

I am well satisfied from observation, in what little time I have spent in 
schools, that in the greater portion of our schools, there has been good ad- 
vancement made the past year. 

Our schools hav^ labored under a great disadvantage for want of uni- 
formity in text books, and i^ instruction, which we have partially rem- 
edied, and we are in hopes of fully accomplishing our object by the olose 
of this term.

Df«13,485.91, as follows:

I tbinic there will be greater progress 
maifo the ooming year, as we are determined to improve our system of school 
instniction, and I am in hopes that at ^be close of the present year I 
oan say our system of aohool instruction is second to none in the state.

MONROE COUNTY. 

At the examinations last spring there were 135 applicants. 

I required 60 per cent, correct answers on the whole list, or 80 per 
cent, on IQ selected questions. I issued 61 full 3d grade certificates, and 
41 limited. The &11 examinations have been attended by about 50 appli- 
cants. I have issued 15 third grade certificates, and 3 limited certificates. 
On my list of fall questions I required 70 per cent, correct answers.

OCONTO COUNTY. 

In accordance with your wishes as expressed through the ^^ Journal of 
Education,'* and my own desire to see our county and our schools prop- 
erly represented and benefited^ I herewith transmit to you a hurried com* 
pilation of facts and ideas that have presented themselves to my mind. 

School Houses. — Every district reported, in the county, with one ex- 
ception, has a school house, and although the county has been settled but 
a few years, such has been the pride of its citizens, that but two log build- 
ings are now occupied for school purposes, and they are much more com* 
fortable than many frame buildings I have seen in eastern states. 

One school house has been commenjced during the year, which will cost, 
when finished, about two thousand dollars. Another has been completed 
which cost nearly one thousand dollars, while the rest are all nearly new 
frame buildings, with all the modern improvements in regard to seats, 
desks, &c., and a majority painted nicely inside and outside. Through my 
exertions during the past two years I have succeeded in introducing out- 
line maps into nearly every school house in the couiity, and in the way of 
charts, globes, and other necessary appendages to the school room I have 
succeeded in getting up a lively feeling in their favor, and, in some instan- 
ces, have succeeded in getting them introduced. 

Every school house but two has a black-board, and all have pleasant 
locations. Take it all in all our school bouses average better than in 
many older settled counties, and are fully up to the average standard of 
convenience, healthfulness, furniture, apparatus, &c. (1.) 

Obabed Schools. — Like most' newly settled counties we cannot boast 
of many graded schools ; we have succeeded however in organizing two 
with two departments in each, and I think during next year will have twa 
more in operation. I feel that too much cannot be said in favor of grad- 
ed schools wherever si^e of schools and location will permit, and I hope 
to see the system thoroughly carried into effect, not only in this county 
but throughout the whole state. 

Teachers. — I have examined during the past year thii:ty-flVe Teachers, 



a few of whom I advised to attend school, rather than attempt to teach. 
Thoae whom I had previously eiaihined ^^wed evident improvement, and^ 
taking it all in all, I think the standing of the Teachers in this county is 
fifty per cent, better than it was two yoats ago, and I thank the system 
of (h6 Oounty Superintendence for it, and I hope to see it continue. 
' ' FVPiLs.r-^The general average* of punctual attebdancfe in this county 
ha3 not been as good as desired, owiiig to the gre^t number bf families lorfc 
dejpetident.upon their olcleT children for support (in whole or in part) by 
the enlistment of fathers of families In the army, for the defence of this 
gi&rious Union. But the general. deportment of those attending, a^ well as 
the progress made in study, has been all that the most earnest could wish. 
' Patrons, &c. — As regards school visitations, both by parents and dis- 
trict officers, I am sorry to say that there has not been that interest shown 
that I could have wished, butf it i^ no lack of interest in educational mat- 
ters that. causes this, for Oconto County is noted as much for her liberal- 
ity in school tnatters as she is in sending volunteei's to the battle field, 
being second to none in wages paid teachers, or in the number of volun- 
teers sent to the war. It rather seems to arise from a habit which is pecu- 
liar to all Lumber districts. ' My ii^pression is (Judging from the experi- 
ence of the past. two years) that Oconto county will rank second to none, 
in a'Very few years, in point of gpod schools, in comparison with othej: 
counties of the same descripfton'. 

I hope that we all may see such improvements made, as are to be desired 
by every true friend of our common schools, and that the cause of Educa- 
tion (the true foundation of our civil liberties) may ever continue to 
flourish and increase, throughout this beloved Urtion.

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OZAUKEE COUNTY, 

. Inclosed pleaea ^ad report from this superinteBd^ncy for the cnrreott 
year. The condition of oar fiphook remaii3\s about the same as li^st j^ar^ 
and yery little improvement is perceptible. Some of our best teachers 
have left us and entered into the army. The great demand for soldiers 
has increased the price for common, farm, and othe^ labor so muoh^ that 
any one — not being a cripple — can get better wages, and steadier employ- 
ment in working at any other trade, or :0ccupying his time with almost 
anything else than school teaching. This applies to the wages paid in at 
least three-fourths of the districts in this county. (1.) If school were to 
he kept for six months during the year in any one of these districts by a 
well qualified teacher, an extra tax would have to be raised for teachers' 
fund, which the people, in most of the districts, are rather unwilling to do, 
but rely altogether on the public money to pay the teacher. The conse- 
quenee is, that a "(jheap'^ teacher is hired for the term of six or eight 
months in preferenpe to a good teacher who would ask the same amount 
of money for teaching one-half of that time, if one can be got at all for so 
short a. period. Again, as a general thing, our dist;ricts are too stpal) to 
authorize the employment of a good teacher asking a fair compensation. 
Not a little trouble and difficulty I had to encounter in many districts 
where the people desired to have an exclusive German school, or where 
such school should be kept a portion of the time. You are perhaps 
aware that nearly one third of the districts in this county are peopled ex- 
clusively with Germans, while in the other districts, with but here and 
there an exception, the Germans outnumber the other inhabitants nearly 
nine to one. All applications for the employment of such teachers, made 
by the district officers, or rather for tire granting to them of eertifieateg, I 
have made dependent upon the tinanimous wish of the people in the 'dts- 
district, after being satisfied that the applicant was otherwise qualified. '(2.) 

The last institute, held by me bere^ was attended by but few te^oh^rs. 
I shall endeavor to call them tog&ther again for that purpose aft soon ^ I 
get through with my examinations. . - 

Very little improvement has been made in the building of school houses ; 
a few log school houses have disappeared and given place to frame or 
stone buildings. 

The school in the village of Port Washington has three de|JaHiAents ; 
those of Grafton, Oedarburg and Theirsville, (villages,) two departteents 
each ; all the others have but one department, with the exception ttf the 
•Freistadt district in Mequon, which has a second j or Geriilan depatt^fiHtMl. 

My examinations of teachers will be held in the latter part o?^ thiB 
month. Last fall and this spring I have licensed 87 teachers'; '^uiW a 
number of them got only temporary and lo<}al ienifieates. On4y'<J!ie 
teacher received a first grade certificate, and fotiT received secohd gr&dfe 
certificates. On account of ottr poptrlal^en I <ttust d6 the best I eiili Mth 
the material tm hand for tea<ching, and try, so far as I can, to influence the 
districts to select the teacher best fitted for each district. 

The pupils, as a general thing, are orderly and well disposed, comfort- 
ably and cleanly dressed, and show a laudable desire for acquiring knowl- 
edge — sometimes ** under difficulties." 
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Tbe visiting of schools by the officers^ parents^ and guardians, is rather 
Bfegji^pted. I . always . iipquire of the teacner as io this fact, and %ni that 
in many districts not a single call, has b^n mikde by any of. tWe perapns. 
I sent yon last spring the questions used in my exan^inations ; this fall I 
shall use similar ones. It is ^fipp a^^t^al^i ^ yet, to raise the standard of 
attainments.

Notes. — 1. The popple grudgingly pav a teacher the same wages paid a day labor- 
er. They measure the TAfhie off "'serwMs- by the tSaie occupied in performing the ser- 
yice, leaying entirely out of sight the time and money required to prepare for such 
serrioe. A good teacher must spend ycntvej at $/' cost of hundreds of dollars, in pre- 
paration for this work. For this he should be paid. 

2. The law demands that certa^.branphes shall, be taught in the English language. 
These branches are Orthography ^ Reading, Writing^ English Grammar, Geography^ and 
Arithmetic, It follows that a qualified teacher must be able to teach these in the Eng-

Soi^OL HoirB£8.-->S€iyeral new fliohool houses have been eraotod in flits 
oouBty dating the last year, utid have been, in every instancy* bf a v^y 
creditable character; and, in addition to these, many ol4 bu^^ibgs Jiave 
been thoroughly repaired, and rendered convenient and comfortable. 
About three-fourths of our 1l<^ol <kou|^ tniiy be called respectable; the 
remainder are defective either in respect to location, style of constraotion, 
or internal arrangement. There are no log school houses in the oounty, 
but some that are worse. All of our schools are provided with blacK- 
boards, and about one-third< with* outlin^ maps; a few are also supplied 
with charts and globes. The schools in the city of Racine, and in ,the 
villages of Rochesjter atid Burlington, have mo^e or less philosophical und 
astronomical appatatiis * A lai*ge proportion df otii' school Rouses, inchid- 
ing some good Duildlngs, are uninclosed and desliitute .pf suitable btit- 
houses. The pooret ilasa^ of school houses is cotnposed dliefly of those 
built in an early day ; bui the relation of ^ood school houses td good 
schools; and the influence. of school house accommqdations ^ud snrround- 
ines upoh the physicaL.e^thetica,l, di^d mdjral education of pupils^ iai gr4d- 
uafly becoming better understood, and thei^e is reason to hejieve ihat 
those of an inferior character, yet remaining, will , soon be supplantei by 
a better class. 6f buildings. ^ ' 

Graded Schools. — There are two. sfchools in the county baying two 
departments, and one having thr^e ; there are -also several scbdol^ in 
which assistant teachers are employed, and some of the higher t>tanphes 
ate taught. None are but partially graded ; but a more thorough grada* 
tton will doubtless be made, as soon as the number of pupils and other 
circumstances will justify the organization of additional departments. 
Unless some system of township gradation can , be adopted, this is aliout 
all that can be accomplished towards securing a gradation of schools in 
this county, except by the union of country districts for high school pur- 
poses; and with the present state of. public sentiment this seems to be 
impracticable. (1.) 

TiAcniERd. — I have examined, during the past year, one hundred and 
flflyweight applicants fbr certificates. There are no^r in fbrce, In the 
county, ninety-three third grade certificates^ nine second grade, and five 
first grade. A very encouraging degree of improvement is observable 



in the qualifioatioiis of the teaoliero engaged in oar schools dunng/tlio 
pa8tye»r. Thepresent method of exantiaation has aot only siftwL oat 
aearly ail of the more iBcompetent^ but has also aroused a laudable spttit 
of euubtion among those receiving oertificaties, that has prompted them 
to impro^ their quyificationis by all available means. Many have a?ai.M 
themselves of the of^ortttnities for improvement afforded by the Normal 
clanes, CNrgaaized in conneotion with the high schools, in Koohester and 
BAcine ; about twenty^'fiv^ teachers wene i&> attendance at the former 
school, during the fall term ; quite a number have also attended variooa 
other Bt^eels, while many have resorted to private study. ^ 

The iofititutes that have been held, have been well attended, and have 
contributed, much towards awakening an interest^ and securing positive 
improvement, especially in methods of instruQ^on and disoipline. At the 
last sesmon of the institute, there was an attendance of nearly as many 
teaehess as there are schools in the coonty. The saxroess of many of our 
teachees may be inferred from the &ot that about twenty have besn-en* 
gaged in the same school for two or more terms. There is everywhere 
diseerniUe^ amoiSg teachers, an increased energy, activity, and interest in 
their work ; and with verj few exceptions, those employed in our schools 
during the last year, have possessed, not only fair literary attainments, 
but a better knawledge of the theory and practice of tetiohing, and of the 
diffarenee between teaching end ^' keeping'^ school ; they have manifested 
a truer tm^ higher conception of the real character of their work, and 
have labored more earnestly to do their whole duty. 

Potii^s. — The evils of ai$enieei$m and irregularity of attendaiicey )xa.Y& 
been greater than they would have beep had not the war occasioned an 
unusual demand for the services of children at home. Irregularity of at- 
tendance is one of the greatest obstacles that retards the progress of pu- 
pils and detracts from the efficiency of our schools ; but it has received 
increased attention from both teachers and parents, and the teachers^ 
monthly reports indicate a decided improvement in this respoct. 

In the majority of our schools the methods of instruction are thorough ; 
teachers have labored diligently for the advancement of their pupils, and 
substantial progress has been made ; but in some instances the advance- 
ment of pupils in their studies has failed to' meet the expectations of those 
interested, chiefly because parents have been so iieglectfal or ignorant of 
their duty to the school and to their children, as to tolerate their absexiee 
from school for trivial and insufficient reasons. (2.) The frequent change 
in teachers has also had a tendency to interrupt the progress of pupils in 
their studies, but, in many districts, school is now maintained from eight 
to ten months in the year, and teachers employed by the year, instead of 
for a single term. 

The deportment of pupils is generally very good, in the school room, 
and during school hours ; but too often teachers seem to consider that 
their responsibility for the conduct of their pupils extends no farther; 
they appear to be satisfied if they succeed in promoting the mental im- 
provement of their pupils, without regarding themselves as in any way 
accountable for the proper development and cultivation of their moral fac- 
ulties; they do not consider that the true object of education is the devel- 
opment and culture, not only of the intellectual, but of the physical, 
social f and moral powers of the pupil. 
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PAT&oil8.-^Oiir sehools do not receivo the encoungBnont that they 
should from the presence of patvoDs and district offiesrs in the school 
rooBi; the latter are particularly remiss in the discharge of thiaimpor- 
taat duty, considering that besides their interest in the sohool as patrons, 
tiraj have the additional incentive of responnbility to the law ; still, I am 
inojined to attribute this laok of visitation to oacelessness, and ignonaee 
of its importance, rather ^an to a real want of interest in the welfare of 
the school. The monthly reports of teachers shew that there has been a 
oonstant inerease of visitation during the last year, which I tniai will be 
continued in the future. The most marked and sigaifieant chaage for the 
better, is observable in the general adoption of a more liberal and enlight- 
ened policy in the employment of teaehers : I am no longer annoyed by 
petitions from district offioers, requesting me to grant limited eerracatea 
to unqualified teachers ; on the contrary, there is now a general desire to 
obtain teachers of superior qualificatioaa, and a dispoeitioD to allow them 
a more liberal oompensation for their servioes : the almost uuvenal de- 
Bumd, this fall, has been for good teachers, ratiier than for cAeop ones.

NoTBS. — 1. The Law of 1868 has now been in force for 5 years, and I have yet to 
learn of a single instance in which it has been practically applied to tlie union of 
&k)hool Districts for High School purposes. Public sentiment either does not yet sp- 
prove the principle, or finds the difficulties in the way of its ezeontioa too greatto be 
easily met. I think the latter is the real reason* There.is too muoh maqh^iiy to be 
put in operation, and machinery of difficult management. The Township ^atem, 
uniformily adopted throughout the State, would enable each Town to establish a High 
School as soon as its population would warrant It, and thus make the Schools of the 
snb-dlstriets subordinate and parte of a^ system, instead of independent ae at present. 
Tikis snhject is more fully discussed elsewhere. 

2« Many parents fail to realise that absenoe from School, for trivial reasonsi wovks 
great iigury to the child. The amount of book-knowledge lost is comparatiyely tho 
least evil attending it. The impression created in the mind of the child, that the 
School is of little value, and the habit of neglecting business, upon slightest pretexts, 
will prove fatal to the prosperity of tlie child when grown to manhood.

The ehairaoter lof onr school bouses baa wadelrgone no change for the 
bett<ff, but bas been raitber growing worae. Two or three houses bare 
beott erected, but no special improtement in style or t)onv«Dieiioe «an b^ 
nbt^. The furmticre in a majority of thebouaea reqiains snoomfortaj^la 
and ttnaSgbflly. Tbe fear of taxation^ t^godler with proapeotive obahgea 
in tbe boundaries of districts, prevents a»y^ move ih tbe dive^tidtt of im- 
prevenvent, and perhaps a want of real' intereat contributes towat«da tbe 
sam^ temilt. Some cba&ges, however, are;hi eoivtemplation^ ahd^aaotfaer 
year Will^doubtleaa record advanoemeiM. But two or three distrieta are 
8up]^Mad'Wttb maps nxkd ebatta, and only one witb apparatus^. 

There are two Graded Schools in the county — one having two depart- 
ments, a«d' the other three. '< The Graded School system '' has but slight 
bold ipon the cenfidenoe of the people. Tbe gener&l dispeaitiion Evidently 
is to divide the towne into small districts, for the sake of <ionveiite&ce-*- 
the advantages of lai^e districts and graded schools being unfortunately 
overlooked. In some towns, however, tbe configuration of the country is 
Buob^ tbat these small aub-divisions appear to he unavoidable. . (1.) 

Tbe whole number of applioants for oertifioatea during the year ia one 
htmdred and 4fty-five:— about one bunditedand ten third ^rade oertifieates 
wdrc granted; including those limited as to timi and district, also\ seven of 
the second grade, and one of tbe first An increasing interest is t^keQ in 
tbe art of teaching, and every opportunity for preparation is improved. 



The average qutilifioations are decidedly higher than during thtt prooeding 
year. Some who succeeded at the first ezaminatioD, failed* at nMtee- 
quent one, and were in consequence compelleid to desist ttom teaeiti^g, or 
apphr tiiamselyes to study. (2.) 

The general average of attendance for the winter term was abo«tbeipeiity 
per oent^ and thiat of the summer term about sixty per oent. The large 
number of small children in attendance upon the latter term wilt ift part 
account for the difference, although the neoeseity of withdrawing sdmars 
from the schools to assist in the fields during harvest, is doubileiMi Ae 
main reason. In some districts the deportment of p^ils shiowed tttairked 
improvement, whilst in a few the opposite result was noted, <>^iDgi ^om- 
ever, to some failure on the part of teachers. The '< progress In atuily '' 
has been respectable — much interfered with, however, by irregular at- 
tendance and great scarcity of suitable text books. 

In a few instances, parents have shown commendable interest by visit- 
ing the schools, and thereby encouraging teacher and pupils. Some 
teachers have taken special pains to urge this duty upon patrons, with 
partial auccess. I think that there has been a slight advance in thia par- 
tiQular, on the previous year. There is a general ioterebt maoifbated in 
the f(ebek)la, but, tuifortanately, it h too generalr-^rarefy eiLtending beyond 
the fujcpishing of a meig» sum lor the payment of teaehdrs' waf^aa, or 
<Uhe vlgf^rous. proseouition" of any diffioulty which may ejeift in the 
diat^iel;. . <| . 

Tha lam, in ay oQ^on, should, be attended inreferemee to the holding 
of Intlitutea,' flo thiipbaohers may he eompelled to atteiidy or the Super- 
intendent left to hia 01m discretion as to the prepnety of holdtvg ihem 
aA all. Some, who properly appreciate their imporlanee, 'will atfewi un- 
der any circumstances, whilst those who most need such advantageanfe 
least dispoeed to avail themselves of them, if attended with expeaae or 
peiiOBal ittQonvimience---at leaai attendance upon the servieea of the 
Jkjinsal Inslitute should be indicated in the certificate, and alumld mae 
the sv^de a eertaia.per cent. > Our Institute, held during the last week in 
Septeibbert was pretty well aMxnded^ and an active pact waa taJkeft i» the 
ejoereisea br^ many of the teachecs. s :•< .

itoYKS. — 1. AU small districts are necessarily weak districts. The policy which 
persists in ensmalUng diBtricts to suit the siee of the house already built is ex^jfrniive 
or mmidal, I might perhaps say both expensiTe and suicidal. If sehoola 1^ contin- 
ue tL^ lo|ig as tb% should be, .either Mrger taxes' must be.paid or poor teaohero em> 
ployed, U the taxes be not increased the length of school must be diminished to suit 
the wa^es of a good Teacher or a ' " cheap Teacher,"' (who often proves a dear one,) 
will be employed. It is strange that so many counties of the State have yet to learn 
th% important lefcflbn, thit as population and wealth' increase, thetrso^hools may be 
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grotttlj improved, without increased expense to the individual. Some district niay 
h% too large, others' may be lUshapedj but the fkult generally lies in another ditteotion. 
Personal matters should never be allbwM to interfere with the interests of schools. 
2. , There are cases in whieh the persons holding certificates will rest'ttponthem 
and paake no progress. Such should be left behind in subsec^ueht examlnhtions, * 

ROCK COUNtY. 

There are iu this Superinterident District one hundred and seventy- 
se?en acboftl houses, two haying been erected during the year, one at 
Clinton Junction, of three apiartment$, taaty ftnd oofiixnodions> scarcely 
excelled in the State in fitness and- ccmvenienoe ; the other in a newly 
fomed dtstrict, — towns of Fulton and Milton, — a very' comfortable house 
reflecting much credit upon the inhabitants of the district. The school 
house at EvanAville has bfic.n enlarged, reseated^ 4^., an^ adapted tp twQ. 
separate departments of a. graded school. 

A better style of arohiteeture pferails in the n«wly built school l^ouses. 
The age of high desks, long benches, and stair-wayed platform has pass^ 
edin this county. Our school houses are generally good; hetts and 
there one still remain3f.a testimonial of carelessness, and gross neglect. 

There wer« employ«d«-^until the removal of Beloit from the Superin- 
tendent District, in April last — one hundiped and ninety-eight teadievs ; 
in Beloit sixteen, in the* villages of OKnton, Sho^ierci Edgerton, Ft)ot^ 
viUe, and Evansville, each two, the above nam^d villages each having a 
graded school of two departments.* J)uring the year I have.. made' two

From tliese approximate results may be judged somewbal die edKeni'^f 
classification, uniformity of text books, A;o. The greatest kliHiMMe 'Itf 
the prosp^Hty of the soiiools has been irreguhirity ef altimdttiiee. Hub 
alone h^ rendered some schools almost worthless, i^lreuls, in Mme 4k6* 
tridts, keep children frequently at home on tiitial excuses, tkn 4«hig k^ 
repaf^ble injury, not only to their own children, but to Ihaiir 'dlaiMiatMr 
abd the whole school. 

The law in regard to examination of teachers, and graded eettifieates, 
I think, cannot easily be bettered. Much is due the orignmtors M a law 
86 peribctly adapted to the aceomplishment at good results, 'i^aok^srs 
are aroused to activity and zeal, become earnest, sti^re for ai higher 
grade of scholarship, and certificate, and studying moire, they Ml more 
in lore with bot^s, and teach with more enthusiasm. (2). 

I have obBerved that those teachers who attended the first examination 
tffl^er the new system, have nearly all — and many ha^e attended eveiy 
exititlination since--^made marked improvement in scholarship, gaining a 
higher standin]g at each successive examination. 

. During the winter, evening meetings were held in many distriotey in 
^hibh th^ improvement <>£ the common school was freely diisousSed. 

"Parents have been somewhat at fault in not visiting more frequently 
the schools. Good teachers and scholars are gladdened by the presence 
of parents and friends in the school room^ 

The School District Boards have, in part of the districts, fhithfhlly 
vhdtcd the schools of their respective districts, but in thld matter there 
needs " line upoft line." .

Ifet centage of attendakoe for all departments, ninety -four. 

General deportment pf pupils has been very good, and in High Scho^);! 
first rate. Theie has Jbeen but one case of corporeal punishment in the 
High School during tie past year. 

The patrons of the tschools ha.ve manifested a commendalfle dispt^sHion 
to tuftain , teachersand schx)ols generally. The co-operafion ha«, hpwevei;, 
been of a passive rather than or an active charkcter.' / 

We have employed female teachers for all positions, except the posi- 
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tion of Principal of the High . School, and we think the experimeat a 
success so far. 

The Principal of the High School is special SuperixLteudent of all the 
schools, and is required to visit them frequently, and to labor for tbeir 
general good^ 

The school fund is entirely out of debt, and we are on a cash basis. 

I would suggest the importance . of ' some system Aif examination of 
teachers and pupils which will t<)st tlieir mental power, instead of summing 
up the number of problems committed to memory. With us, pupils are 
not sufficiently trained to independent thinking. How shall we/ in an 
examination, ascertain the teachers' ability to secure this result? 

Apparatus we have none. 

Of Outline Maps we have but one set in the schools, and the reason is, 
our school fund has not been sufficient therefor. 

We tt&te WillsQn's Charts and Manual in the primary and . intermediate 
schools with good results. Thus far, we think their use has awakened an 
increased interest in the minds of the pupils. 

Miss A. H. f earaoa has intifoduced, with mucb success, a system of 
map-drawing similar to that delineated by a class from Racine at our last 
State Association, possessing, I think, some ralnable additional features. 

Some of the items asked for in your circular, I cannot furnisb for want 
of ihe requisite data. 

Higliest valuation of school building, thirty-eight thousand dollars- 
Lowest valuation, three hundred dolhurs.

ST. CROIX COtJNTY. 

Four school houses have been buift in this county during the past 
year. One sch9i9l bquse,:of ,sm^ll v^^^ue, has been destroyed by fire. 
The joint district embracing the village of New Richmond has nearly 
completed MQi excellent, large, wiell-built, and commodious two-story school 
house for a graded school. The entrance is in the middle o^.tho^ end 
which faces the street. On the right of the hall is a large dressing-room 
for girls, entrance door in the hall, with a door opening into the school 
room. On the left is a similar room for boys. The rooms above are 
arranged in the same manner, and are convenient for class rooms^ library, 
apparatus, &c. The upper hall is large and well lighted. The walls are 
high, seats of the most approved st^Jle, facing the door, and will accom- 
modate one hundred, and sixty pupils. The building is surmounted 
with a cupola, intended for a bfell. The cost of this house ii one thou- 
sand nine hundred dollars (1.) A district in the town of Hammond 
has completed a' 'School house costing nearly one thousand dolftrs. 
Th^ school houses in this county, on an average, surpass thoise of New 
England or New York. ' About one-fifth of the permanent school'strtic- 
tures in this county may be valued at otie thousand dollars and Qvei'; yet 
they are faulty in arrangement, location, and ventilation. ' 

Unly one district in the county lias been supplied with i G16b6' knd 
Outline Maps the past year. No school in the county is supplied with 
any Apparatus. . 



Th^re are two graded schools in this eoanty, one with two depsttmentii, 
and one with four. 

During the past year sixty certificates of the third grade have been 
graotetd, six of the second, and one of the first. There have been issued 
in all, nine o£ the first grade. Nine applicants have been rejected during 
the year — three of whom have been previously licensed. Most of the 
teachers in this county are studious, industrious, and take higher positions 
at each examination. Their average qualification is much better than 
that of the previous year. Great improvement is exhibited, not only in 
the general management and government of our schools, but in improved 
methods of teaching. The class of teachers which attended the Institute 
this fall, was much larger than that of last year. 

The general average of punctual attendance, general deportment, and 
progress made in studies, has been somewhat higher than during the year 
previous. Though there is increased public interest in the cause of com- 
mon school education, it is a i^atter of regret that parents and guardians, 
and even school boards, are so seldom seen in the school room. 

A Normal Class, consisting of twenty members, has been organized, in 
connection with the highest department of the Hudson City Schools, un- 
der the able and successful management of Miss Charlotte M. Mann, who 
has had charge of the school for three years. The pupils of this school 
gave a public exhibition during the fall vacation ; with the net proceeds 
they pijirchased Appleton's Cyclopedia and Bancroft's History of the 
United States, constituting a nucleus for a copsulting library. (2.) 

There seems to be an inconsistency in the law with regard to certificates. 
A school board cannot contract with a teacher until he hplds a certificate, 
and a Superintendent may not grant a certificate unless he knows in which 
town the applicant is to teach. (3.) 

In law, a term certificate is not known; but the interests of the schools 
seem to demand that teachers of the third grade who do not staqd high, 
should be stimulated to study and duty by an examination botli spring and 
fall, and if they do not progress, they should be denied certificates. This 
has been the case in this county, as tjae standard of examination has beep 
raised at each examination. 

As a town may contain schools of difierent grades of advancement, and 
great injustice be done districts under the town certifipate system, it ap- 
pears desirable that the Superintendent should acquaint himself with the 
advancement of the scholars in each district, making a record of the 
same for future reference, and make third grade certificates in all cases 
district 9ertificat^s. In this manner every district would be furnished 
with a teacher competent to teach all the scholars in the district. (4.)

I have given in fall this description of a School House, because it laay 
sei*T6 ia good purpose to any persons about building. I should advise placing the 
desks in reversj^ order, so that pupiUi may sit with their backs to the door. 

2, This is an exan^ple worthy of imitation. School exhibitions ar^ of frequent 
occurrence. They may always be made productive of good if the means and end be 
both worthy. No time should be taken from other school duties for preparation. 
DuMng the year exercises will be had in Declamation and Oompositiem-Vf^riiuigi The 
best 'efforts of the pujnls at their regular exercises may fill a prbgramme for a public 
exhibition. The funds raised by such v^ entfirtainmient mi^ be properly applied. to

SAUK COtTNTT. 

The first public school of this county was taught during the winter of 
1841 and '42, (by R. H. Daris,) some nine or ten years after the fhmous 
Chief Black Hawk, who was wont to roam and tread this soil, recefired 
and accepted an invitation to visit Washington and several other import- 
ant cities. Where was then but the one school, we now have about 170, 
five of which emplov each two teachers, scholars graded ; and one, thre6 
in summer and five m winter, graded or union ; and five seminaries, high 
schools or academies, where teachers have been, and are being qualified 
to supply these schools. Oh that I could speak as highly and send as 
cheering news in regard to the improvements and present condition of 
school houses and school furniture in the county, as I can of the teachers 
of the schools! But, as I am in the habit of seeing "jewels*' anyl 
"diamonds'' only where they really exist, I can not speak in very flattefr- 
ing terms, under this head of my report, as there have been but; one or 
two school houses built during the year, in the county, and not a great 
Amount of school furniture, of any kind, procured, except some small 
black-boards. They have, however, a valuable terrestial dobe at Bank 
•City, and another in Merrimack, and a few small ones in other localitifiB : 
a good set' of outline maps in joint school district No. 3, of Lavalle and 
Ironton, and sdme smaller ones in other districts. Though we have, in 
most parts of the county, what are usually termed good school houses, in 
some others they are very poor. Permit me here to refer to one that is, 
or was, so open, thd. floor m particular, as to cause, last winter, the death 
of the teacher, and a severe sickness of her immediate successor. If as 
great an injury had been sustained by a team, in consequence of the insuffi- 
ciency of some old bridge, as was sustained, by this Fast teacher's sicJmeis, in 
consequence of the insufficiency of this open fabric of a school house, 
the authorities would have had the damages to foot, but, as it was only a 
teacher, no one was responsible. An open school house is bad, but per- 
haps, «vea th>8 is not the worst feature of a poor one ; great improve - 
aneata may be made, even upon our best ones, when all appreciate the 
diflerence between a dose, tight, school house, with a black-board three 
feet by four or five, and one that is well ventilated, and has kl\ the black- 
board surface that is needed. To be well ventilated, it m^st be so construc- 
ted that the lower stratum of the atmosphere that contains the oarbonic 
add gas generated by respiration, may be drawn out of the room in p»ef- 
erenoe to any oihet portion. The teacher in a poorly ventilated room, 



earn bvt beooitee aerrons ahd inrttable, ai the i^fiXihxA 'bTea/thitag carbonic 
aoid'gae j lietice a bad influence ^ili be exerted directly iipon tbose under 
Ws charge, in addition to the unea^y^ lawlcfi^ • labite which they will im- 
bibe aB the result of breathing, this game iiritiated atmoftphere. The teach- 
er in the improved school roonx, enjoying health and a well balanced mind, 
as the rcBult of having the blood that courses through his veins properly 
oxygenized, and, beside/s':t)ii£^t9^rrQt^^d m'fik everything conducive to 
physical, mental, and moral health, has, comparatively speaking, only to 
direct the ever accumulating nervous^ energy of little ones, that the grand 
results for which schools were instituted, may be accomplished. (1.)

To supply a deficiency^ when the examination seiisoiis were over, I have 
given some six or eight district certificates, to those who came nearest to 
the minimum number, and about as many more to those who oame in from 
other counties after the examinations, or were sick during the examina- 
tions. 

At the last examination seasan, I found that the teachers had Biade 
quite an advance, both as to quality an«l quantity of attainments^ over 
that of any previous one, as I gave more difficult questions, and raised 
the standard for third grade to 60 per eeni., while the per cent, of fail- 
ures Was no greater than heretofore. Teach<srs, as well as the rest of 
mankind, are stimulated by motives, and since the adoption of our present 
school system, they have faith to believe that if they prove themselves 
good tacticians and disciplinarians, and spend iime and money, to get a 
certificate, — by the way, this '' to get a certificate '' has come to mean 
something, — there is a certainty of !bheir being able to obtain some kind of 
a school, in an open field, where they may compete for the best future 
positions in the county, withdUt hazarding the risk of being entirely 
thrown out of employ as a teacber, by hiividg some one who has neither 
endtgy or afailiiy to get a:livi<fg at anything else, take the school from 
him because he will ttay in the 60h'<)ol bouse and there make an ex- 
ternal applioa lion bf the Tree of' Knowledge for less wages. (2.) As 
meiaiisof improvement, the teaoherlT ar^ at^nding the high schools, the 
instiiDites, the oouaty assoeiationsj and sexeral town, associations, which 
have been organized in the county, and we hope several others will be the 
coming winter.

Far too little thought is bestowed upon this all important matter of yentilation, and 
1 rejoice that seme zealous workers are giying it the attention its importance demands. 
2. The happiest results flow from the grading of ceirtiflcates, and all that was 
claimed for the system seems more than realized. 

8HAWANAW COUNTY, 

(NO KEPORT.) 

SHEBOYGAN COUNTY. 

There have been built, in this county, during the past yeaj, thi^ee new 
school houses. 

There is but one graded school — (three departments) — in this county, 
outside of the city of Sheboygan. 

A comparison of the standing of all persons examined, both in Octo- 
ber 1862, and October 1863, shows a marked improvement during the 
year — at the latter examination there being an excess of correct answers 
of more than 32 per cent, over the former. The grade of the questions 
used was about the same at both examinations. 

At the examinations this fall, eighty-six persons were examined, and 
fifty-three third grade certificates granted. 

Our schools have been better managed and better taught the past term 
than aHy previous term since my connection with them. Our teacher's 
are evidently advancing in their profession.

NoTE.-1-Mi:. Whitcom has condensed his report more than I conld have wished. 
There are many interesting facts connected with Mr, W.'s wor^ that wonld be of 
value. The salary was too small for the work required, and as I have heard ** the 
people did not elect a "horse to accompany their Superintendent," he has been com- 
pelled to travel much on foot. 

Sheboygan County furnishes some very good Bohool Houses. 

CITY OF SHEBOYOAN. 

We have a graded school of six departments, with ton teachersy besides 
a German department, which takes its niembers from ail the other d^e- 
partments. We have one ward school taught by a gentleman. All theere 
are under the entire control of the Principal, who thereby becomes, to all 
intents and purposes, the School Superintendent . of the city. £^ht of 
the teachers are residents In the county, and five of them have rewiired 
more or less instruction in this school The teachers are generally well 
and promptly p?iid^ 

We enumerate about one thousand five hundred children in tiie city, and 
^yget an attendance at the public schools of about seven hundred and fifty, 
. i(^d at the three private schools about four hundred and fifty. 

We are troubled here, as I suppose they are' everywhere else, with irregu- 

lai^attendance. I am satisfied that this matter can be somewhat remodied by 

; the^iteachers' applying direetly and 4>e»onaUy to the psreat for eeopera- 

, tion. Few parents will fiul to give the matter at l«a6t a portion 6f^he 

;. att^n^on it deserves. ^ 
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We have a fine sohool house for the graded school, and are building a 
new house for the ward aohooL 

Although hut little is directly done bj the people to encourage the 
. teachers, yet, the uniformity with which they grant our requests, vole pur 
supplies, and furnish their children with books, indicate, more than words, 
the estimate which they place upon education. 

We sadly feel the lack of enthusiMm which would be imparted to the 
school, if parents would more frequently visit them and become per- 
sonally acquainted with their eyery-day workings. 

It is interesting to notice how large has been the increase in the attend- 
ance of those from the county, who desire to become teachers. The 
county guperintendency is teaching teachers that they need for a while 
yet to go to school. So let it be; the more cleanly the wheat is sifted the 
better will be the flour. 

If this hasty and imperfect sketch can be of any use to you, I am glad 
to send it, even at this late day.

In compliance with your request, I send you a brief statement, cover- 
mg the points upon which you solicit information in your circular of Sep- 
tember 7th, 1863. 

1st. School Houses. — There havp been three substantia^ and quite 
convenient frame school houses completed within the last twelve piontbs, 
varying in cost from three hundred and fifty, to five b^^indred dollars, fn 
addition to these, four temporary structures were erected in new distriats 
during the last spring, with no black-boards, and no conveniencies jfor 
school purposes. These are now standing in an unfinished state, unfit for 
use this winter. Two of these will make, when completed, respectable, 
but small school houses ; tthe other two will, I trust, soon give place to 
better structuresi (1). 

In three districts the school houses have been furnished, and remod- 
' eled so as to make them more convenient. 

We haye four districts that have Mitchers Outline Maps. These. are 
the only aids, as yet, furnished in any of our school houses, to 
help teachers to illustrate or teach any of the branches required to bp 
taught in our schools. 

At the adjourned annual meeting of school district No. 1, of Tren^pea- 
leauy the sum of forty-five dollars was voted to be expended in the pur- 
chase of Pelton's outline maps, charts of the elementary sounds, and a 
globe. For this we are indebted to the remarks of Mr. Craig, Assistant 
otate Superintendent, at our Institute. 

2. We have but one graded school in the county. The building is ar- 
ranged for three departments. For four months, school is maintained in 
the three • departments. For the remaining six months, the primary is 
given up ; hence the school is not deriving such benefit from its ^adation 
as it ought. The intermediate and higher departments are partially dis- 
orgapized, by the discontinuance of the primary dcjpartment, for more 
than half of the year. It would be better for the district to have only 
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nine mtybths sdktDol, with (he three depanmentB. than to hftre leb| with 
the primary closed for six months, a change Whieh I trtfiBt will be nude 
ete leiig. There is.on^ other district it) the bounty, '<deblaiikiiig over nine*

3. Seventy-eight teacherd have been exattidqd in this cont^ since the 
establishment of the eotiniy snpeYiiitendeney. '

Of the eight e:^amiTi^ for second grade certiflcates in the spring of 
1862, the average stdniing wks nine and onVfouith ; four of these eight 
have not been engaged In teaching in this county. Of the four examined 
since the first examination, the average standing is nine and. one eighth. 

T^werity- three teachers were examined by my predecessor for a third 
grade certificate, at the spring examination of 1862 ; the average standing 
of these twenty-three was seven and twelve twenty-thirds. 

Fourteen teachers were examined at the fall examination of 1862, for a 
third grade certificate ; th^ir average standing was eight and six forty- 
ninths. 

Twenty-eight tea^herb were examined at the spring examination of 
186H ; to twenty-one of them certificates were granted for one year ; their 
average standing was seven and ten one hundred and forty- sevenths. To 
seven of the twenty-eight, on account of their limited attainments, inex- 
toerience and youth, certificates were granted for the summer only, 
with the Express understanding that certificates would not be granted to 
them again, until they had more thoroughly qualified themselves for their 
Wcrk. The average standing of these seven Was five and twenty-three 
fbrty-ninths. 

These figures show that the teachers for our last winter's schools were 
more thoroughly prepared for their work than those examined at the 
spring examinations lor our summer schools. They also show that the 
teachers at the spring examination of 1663. did not reach quite so high a 
standard as at the examination of 1862. This may have resulted from 
the fact that the exa(mination was conducted by different persons. In look- 
ing at the stahdieg of those that were eiratiiined at both examinations^ I 
'find that all, with but one ekception, stand higher at their second exam- 
ination than at their first. 

I think there is an increased desire oni the part of many of our teachers 
to become better qualified' for their ^ork. Nearly half of them are taking 
the Journal oj Education, Many have bought Orcutt's' Hints, and some 
have added other educational Works to their libraries; and yet there is a 

food deal of apathy among some of our teacters, who I trust, will ere long 
e brought to feel a deeper interest i^ thefr profession, or they will be 
sufifered to find employment in less responsible positions. 

There are siix teachers in the' county who are continued this winter in 

the schporthey taught, the past Rummer. In, this respect we have advan- 

" ced cottsideVabl^. There were only two teachers engaged in teaching this 

' summer in the' schools they taiight last winter. The people scein to feel 

and see t!ie necessity of continuing teachers' for more thjEin one term.

5, I think I haye observed, during the pa^X year» a gr«tWijig inlereat 
among the pepple gen^rall j^ of this couftty, with, refeienoe to. tiheibf sohoola. 
They seem to feel the necessity ;of them. They ditsire to seoUte the serr 
yices of competent and efficient teachers. They have kept their children 
generally well supplied with books. There are some dishonorable excep- 
tions to this howeTer. We have but few schobk that have not been visited 
by the District Boards, and also by many of the patrons. The people ^f 
this county, with few. exceptions, regard the County Superintendenoy with 
favor. r 

One word more with reference to the law requiring County Superinteii4> 
ents to hold Institutes. I think the law is deicient ih not making fatther 
and adequate provision for them, and especially in not making the at- 
tendance ot teachers upon them compulsory.

Nova. — 1. It is woadQrful with what iessmaltj th^ people. cling to the old Sohpol 
House, eyen though is was erected as a temporary expedient. 1^*0111 this, I would 
urge upon all the propriety of erecting no shanties to serye a temporary purpose, but 
to strike for a good school house at the outset, and he sure and build it large enough 
for the wants of the district fosr fi(mi^- y^ai^ to b6itle.' I</6osts far less to add a few 
feet to the sixe of a house which is in process of erection, than to add the same after 
the house has been once completed, it is good economy to conoMnte ui ia^b witlit a 
good and sisable house. v/ 

VBENON COUNTr; 

On the ^h of July, I eoQ^moBeed ,ti^e .wQ?k of visiting the sehpols;.of 
Ternon county. I had not. time to visit all the districts, but ma4e it a 
point t9 go into apthe towns, aip»tribi;^tu[ig ^^ S^hpolCode, nnd/espteoially 
looking after the small districts. I did not see eyerytiii^g to,coin^endi 
but was not forward to censure* as it has a chilliug influence up(^n the 
miD4} and has a discouraging eiEfoct upon the cause*, I found the p0pple 
more interested in Commoxi School matters than I expected ; bt|t p0tty 
jealousy and local strife, in son^e neighborhoods, ar^ a great obstacle in the 
path of improvement. (1.) Old districts are not trying to build better 
nouses during these war times. Newly organized districts are building 
as good school houses as they think they can afford. We hope in future 
to be able to report greater improvement in the matter of school furni- 
ture, apparatus, 4;q., than we can this year. Viroqua has one school with 
two departments. This is all w^ ean report under this head. At our ex- 
aminations 66 actual and prospective teachers presented themselves. 
Pifly-seven received certificates, some of which were only a license. None 
applied for a second or first grade certificate. But few teach in the same 
district more than one term — ^none but the very best. There are, in many 
districts, a few young plug-uglies and roughs, that come to school just 
enough to make the teacher nearly all the trouble experienced ; if they 
were to come more regularly they would like the school better. Oannot 
the legislature remedy this evil by some compulsory law ? Parents and 
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guardians do not viBit the schools as they ought; but we are intending 
this irinter to arouse the minds of the people upon this subject. Would 
it iiot be better to have second and first grade certificates given to such as 
excel in the branches taught in the Common Schools, rather than to those 
that gire uadue attention to branches not required by law to be taught in 
district schools. There is an inclination to study the higher branches for 
the name of it, which we should be careful not to encourage. 

Hartwell Allen, County SufperintmdenL 

Note. — 1. In a certain eastern town lived two brothers. They inherited a doable 
house and occupied it. Fierce personal quarrels arose. Between the walks leading 
from their front doors to the street a very high and tight board fence was built, so 
that the members of the two families might not see each other as they passed through 
their front yards. The children Tory soon made holes through the fence, that ihey 
might whisper to each other words of affection. They did not share in the animosity 
of ihe&r parents naturally, yet steady training in one direction handed down iiie 
quarrel, from generation to generation, that should have ceased where it began, 
with the parties immediately interested. Almost everywhere we find children forced 
into sympathy with their parents in personal and petty .quarrels with neighbors. 
How strange that the interests of children, the men and women of the future, should 
be foolishly sacrificed, to gratify pique or passion of parents. T'is no less strange 
than true. If men wOl quarrel they should see the folly of dragging their children 
into their private difficulties. 

WALWORTH COUilTY. 

In eompliance with your circular bearing date of Sept. 7th, I hare the 
honor to Bubmit the fbllowing supplementary report : 

The public school edifices of this county consist of four log, one hun- 
dred and ten frame, eleven bxiok',!^!^^ seven atone school houses. 

During the year three new^ neat, and commodiuus structures have*been 
liuiH, to take the place of as many |>oor, miserable, frame buildings. 

There is manifestly a disposition on the part of many districts to give 
more attention to school architecture,' and especially to the furnishing of 
the school rooms with maps, globes, etc. A number of districts have al- 
ready voted money to buy outline maps and globes. 

Quite a number of districts are repairing their school houses thi^ iall, 
so that they will be more comfortable and attractive than last year, and I 
look for a general improvement in those schools. 

There are at the present time eight Graded Schools ih this county, viz :

'These schools are all ably conducted by experienced teachers, and are 
^ii^ a good work for the youth of our villages. 

I have examined during the year three hundred and twenty-one dlf- 
feI^e|lik individuals, and have granted four first Grade Certificates, nineteen 
s<>eond Grade, and two hundred and twenty-nine third Grade, and with a 
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veffiy. jbw exoeptions the individuals htve taugkt one term or more in tbe 
oounty. 

Xbere is a marked improvement in the average qualifications of -the 
teaf^Jbters of this county, as compared with the previoaa year^ especially in^ 
Menltal Arithmetic and Orthography, 

There have heen tw^ity •three teachers employed in the same schools 
this year as last, and invariahly these schools have made the best progress 
of aiiy iii the cousity. 

The teachers employed in our schools, with few exceptions, are earnest 
in their labors, and well qualified for the duties of their vocation. 

The new system 6f examination adopted, and the consequent withdrawal 
of those, who, without the shadow of qualification, had for so long usurped 
the privileges and positions of teachers, has been productive of much 
good to our schools — ^nd the system of Teachers' Institutes, inaugurated 
by M^. Barmlrd, and continued since, has beea a very powerful agency in. 
improving the usefulness of the schools of Walworth county. 

These gatherings of the friends of eduication have afforded a healthful 
stimulus to all engaged in the work oi education, quickened their zeal, 
atoused a spirit of emulation among them, awakened a proper sense of 
the importance and responsibilities of their oScc, and of the relations 
they \msLX tp society .< 

' r^a^e found ilk my visits to the schools, that where the competent, 
earnest teacher is i^DpIayed, the pupiFs interest is excited, bis attention 
aroused; he in turn, excites the same feeling in his parents, and thus the 
whole community becomes interested in the school. 

Last year the a^verage attendance qf the pupils registered was about 
sixty-fiix and a half per cent., but I amgrati^d to be able to record that 
this year the itttendantJe has toeetf nciarfy seventy weight per cent, of th^ 
pupils registered. It appears to me that this is an encouraging itein for 
our schools, and has been Drought about by the earnest and attentive work 
of the faithful teaehers. Tardiness, the twin evil of irregular attendance, 
has been reduced during. 1% pfi^t ye^r in sU>out \he same ratio. There is, 
however, much yet to be done to eradicate these evils, and it will require 
the combined effort of itea»l^ers, p^i;ents^ school officers and all inte^e^t^d 
in the welfare of our youth, to bring our schools up t^ a proper standard 
ill the^e particulars. Thegenerfil deportment and progress of the pupils 
have beea.comn^endable, in most of the schools: In a very few instances 
have pupils : manifested a spirit of insubordination at time^, but nothing 
serious has occurred. I have recommended in.tw^ instances, tha<i, by the 
mutual agreement of t^e teacher and School Board, the school; should be 
discontinued before the expiration of t)ie term, which recommendations 
were carried into effept. . * 

The schools of Walworth county have not been visited by the patro^s^ 
of the school as. th^y should be,, yet in a few districts the patpons h^ve 
evinced a commendable, interest in their schools, and have frequently 
visited the schools. 

The carelessness of parents in this particular, oftentimes becomes, a 
positive hind];anGe to the schools, and exhibits their own inconsistency. 
If the &rmer hires help, he overlooks all the labor himself, and sees the 
day'a work done, the cows milke4 and fody the hocses watered, byushed. 
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vmSs fed tk# speoified am^ttnl) of grain. Witli eq^aal ^ dtrethe inMii]ii(iie 
OTersees his journeymen and apprentices, and the merchant his olerto^'to 
see that they perform e^rf departmemt of- budiiMss ptoporiy. Btil>iiie 
teaoher of their ohildvem they seMom. or never look af^r. Ttem after 
term passes^ and they nerer feel interact ODongh te enoourage either tlteir 
children or the teaeher by their pi^enoe in the sdhiol roou. 

Parents and teac/heors oome in immediatei and Stteoemv^ oontaiet wtlh 
the children, and it is desirable that the influence of both should be alike, 
harmonizittg and elevating. Almost as much depends upon the covdial 
co-operation of tho parent, as upon the skiiifnl management of tbe teaok* 
er. The best of teachers may fail of success in many instances, in conse- 
qwBBoe of parental ignorance^ prejadioe, er negligence. (1.) 

Finally, in taking a retrospective glance over our edueationai iate^este 
herein Walworth county, one will find much to encourage Mm to press on 
in the good wtnrks with ronewed efforts to improve ouir pubMcr schools, 
'* the strongest piUa^s 6f a fret governMknV

NoTB. — 1. The fact thai the teachikir stands for the time being w loco. pt^rentU^ 
makes the thoirghts here presented of great weight. Both parent and teacher are 
working upon the same material, each endeavoring to give form and strength to the 
man that exists undeveloped in the child. Mutual agreement and unity of plan are 
absolutely essential to suvcess. The ignorant and carinas teaohen may easH^i spoil 
the Work of ihA pac^fit.? .whil9 the ipjcest work of a %fioA teaeh^r may bo Mdij n^r- 
red by an ignorant or carele^ parent. The teacher should l^axn from tho parent 
the physical condition, the mental characteristicSj and the easily besetting sins of the 
child, that he may set about his work of training and correcting intelligently, that 
his course of dlsoiplino may be adapted' to the conditroa and wants of tho ohM. 
Tho parent m&yIea<m:from the toaiahor the host xtethod of improTihg honlth, d«velti|»^ 
iag or curbing mental pocuUaijtios^ an4 of. oo^u^ting anderadMatiBg fauHa* ISt^ 
quent interchanges, of thought will be mwtuptUy beneficial. These may bo had in tho 
school room or at the fire-side. The work is one work^ — why should not there be a 
anity of plans in its execution ? 

WASHINijTON COUNTY. 

In compliance with your circular of Sept. 7th, 1863, I have the hoxior 
to suhmit the fbllowing brief report : 

1: School Houses.— Since the time the office of county superintend « 
ent of schools was created by the legislature, the number of school houses 
in this county has' not increased, as no new schobl didtricts have been 
fdrmed, but, as the annual reports show, the several school distriets raised 
always, and especially this fall, so much money as to improve their school 
houses in regard to their external appearance as well as to furniture and 
apparatus. The report of the year 1862 shows sixty-eight log school houses, 
twenty- eight frame school houses, seven brick school houses, and three 
stone school houses ; and the report of the year 1863 only sixty-siit log 
school houses and twenty-^ix &ame school houses, but ten brick and 
two stone school houses. (One district having a stone school house has 
not reported.) Many school districts, as I am informed, have, in their 
annual school meeting this fall, raised more money than ever to-build or 
repair school houses, and to buy the necessary apparatus, especially maps 
and charts. District No. 2, of the town and village of West Bend, for 
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instaiiM^ has ruied #8)500 to baild a new fcnek school hoase, aad durtnet 
No. 11, of tho satne town and yillage, has already bailt 0110, of the Value, 
including furniture, etc., of about $2,200, In the villa^e^ of Hartford, 
etc., the people also united more and more to enlavgo thjsir school bduaofi, 
and to make them healthy and comibrtable for both teaoherB aadpopils. 
The value of school houses in the county has increased in this present 
year over 92,000, and will, as stated above, increase during the next year. 

2. Number ov. Orade^d Schools. — The number of schools in thi^ 
county having more than one diepaxtment is rather 9i»aIl,.aa)aU tho towu- 
ships, in w^hieh no village is situated, have schools with oaly 04m depart^ 
ment. The two school districts of the village of Hartford, and also one 
school district of the village of West Bend, have two departments. There 
is not as yet any graded ifshool- in the oouAiy. ' • 

^. Tbacherb. — ^Not less than 369 teachers were examined, but only 317 
received certificates, of which 19 were granted fbr the second grade. As 
to the improvement of the teachers, I can state that the majority of them 
have shown and proved that they love their profession, and that they eair- 
nestly intend and try to obtain all the knowledge required in the several 
branches. The arerUge standing in the branches of the third grade, was 
in the previous year from fbur to five, and in the present year from six to 
tevea, on the scale of ten. It also shows th^ improvementof the teaphers, 
thut at the beginning of the winter term a great many scht^ol districts sire 
desirous to have the same teacher employed they had a year previous, 
and that these districts etprefss great sati^ctiou with thdr teacher. (1.^ 

4. PiTPiLS.-^ According to the reports -of th^ aeveral clerks of the isehdol 
districts, and the report of the teachers, the pupils in all the schools have 
been more punctual in their attendance upon school than in any previous 
year, and the general deportment of the pupils has been etcelleAt, and in 
no case has there been any complaiiat, except in one district, an^ the 
scholars, by the good and careful government Of their qualified and e^'pe- 
rieneed teachers, improve in. their studies,. as it it is said by all. 

5. Patrons of the sehools, who take interest in the education of ihe 
young generation, and all those persons who visited the schools duriog 
the terms, and* who attended to the exhibitions held at. the closing^ 
each term, deserve the many thanks of teachers as well as scholars for 
the interest they have taken in the education and the encouragement they 
have given. In consideration of these eircumtstances, we may and can 
be convinced, that our schools will improve every year more and Bdore, 
and that the rising generation will receive an education that makes them 
good citizens and useful and noble men and women. 

Through the influence of the patrons of the several schools, tl^e winter 
term, in bv far the greatest number of school districts, has increased in re- 
gard to time, so that the average time this winter will be at least five 
months, whilst the average of the previous year was but three and a half 
months. Teachers* wages also have increased, and the next annual report 
will prove, that in this county, the parents and guardians and the patrons of 
the schools are truly and heartily co-operating with all those who arc em- 
ployed in the noble work of the education of the youth.

Viyn, — 1. There \h no surer mark of progress in the right direoiion thau i» here 
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eYimeed. JFjrequent ohoige of Teftohera insures little elM thftn oons^itnt repelkions 
on the part of pupils, and growing complaints on the part of patrons. A sucoessful 
Teacher must understand the capacity and the attainments of his pupils. Quite a 
large part of the first term of school must be spent in acquiring this knowledge. 
When the first term is the only term, so mfuch time is wasted. A successful Teacher 
must Jhave motiye to induce thoroi^h and steady endeayor. No better motiTe can be 
urged than the prospect of permanence. A successful Teacher must aoquahii him- 
self with the circumstances, wants and wishes of his patrons. A single term is 
hardly sufficient for this, and with the certainty of removal at the close of the term 
he has little inducement to make the acquaintance of his patrons. Pupils must love 
a Teacher, else they will fail to be most profited by his instructions. A single term 
is hovdly sufficient for the growth of esteem and ufeotion. Strangers to each other 
and to. 9i^ch others' wishes and needs, little ean be aooomplished in so short a time. 

WAUKHSHA COUNTY. 

This couQtj, coQsisting of sixteen towns, is divided into four Inspection 
districts. It contains eigbty-five wbple districts, and one hundred and one 
paints, making in all one hundred and thirty-one wKole districts. We 
havct one hundred and eighteen school houses, so-calle4, one district rents 
a huilding, aad two are entirely destitfite of any, the incendiary's torch 
haying been applied to the old dilapidated log huts, that formerly bore the 
name of sohqol houses in these districts. Whether the intention was good 
or evil, the result is, that preparations are being made to build two good, 
Bubslwtial school buildings in their stead. 

Wo have seyen schools that make some pretensions to grading ; twa of 
which haye each three departments, and fiye have each two departments. 

Nine public examinations have beep k^ld during the year. The num< 
ber pf applications for certificates has been three hundred an4 fifty-six,. 
The standard for the year past.haa been, eight for first grade, seyen for 
seeped, and six for third grade. . Qt the number applying for license, three 
haye been found entitled to a first grade certificate, thirteen to a second, 
two hundred and sixteen to a third, and fortyrsix to a limited certificate. 
If we considex <the limited certificates as failures, (and they are but little 
bctt^i;^ with few. exceptions,) the failures axe one in every three, nearly. (1) 
About two hupdred of those licensed have been engaged in teaching in 
the county during some portion of the year. I think all of th& Ist and 
2d grade teachers have found employment. After my first examination, 
I found so many school boards willing to employ teachers with district cer- 
tifict^tesf, because they could be obtained for lower wages, that I have sinee 
raised the, standard for this class of teachers, and refuse to grant the cer- 
tificate without the request of the board, they — thjC board — knowing the 
applicant to be entitled to a district certificate only, Tjiiifi course has had 
its intepded effect. The demapd for male teachers for winter schools has 
been very great. Only forty males have been licensed during the year, 
nearly all of whom will teach the coming winter. 

With very few exceptions — and those are due to the schools not being 
in session — I have visited the schools of the county once during the year, 
many twice, and some three timos. These latter were c^scs that I con- 
sidered radically diseased, and needing special treatment. I have m^de 
not less than one hundred and fifty visits. ^ 

Five Institutes for the instruction of teachers have been held during 
the year. The number in attendance in the spring was one hundred and 
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8«V0ii^-6^ht. Tli4fe veremearly 'all tried teiaeliers. I iotke pleasttrs ii»' 
acknowledging, in cdnduotifig this laadtnte, the assistabee &£ nany of 
the friends of education in the State, among whom are Mr. J. L; Fick« 
ard, Ber. J. B. Ptadt, F. B. Williamg. D. 0; Dunoan, C. fi. Spinney, and 
others. Thi6 Institute continued eight days, and accomplished much 
good. The fall Institutes were £»Ur in number,' one in each inspeotion 
distyic§, of three days continuance, immediately preceding the examina- 
tion. These were attended by one htindred and> twenty earnest and prae-- 
ticai teachers. I am dii^o^ to think that the fall Institvtes were at- 
tended with qi^te as many good results as the larger one heldin thesprmg. 
The number in attendance being comparatitely sinall, we had no one to 
lean upon, and the consequence was, that each engaged with a hearty 
good will, and the work went nobly on, with^ profit and satisfkotien to alL 

We ha^e, in our eounty, a few fine school buildings, well furnished ; we« 
have, akk>, many very mean ones. Three new school houses lutve been 
built ^ring the year; two more are in process of building. ^Some three or> 
four have been extensively repaired, and new seated, and fift^ more need 
the saaie. > I have not been able, in all instances, to exert an infiuence 
quite satis&ctory to myself, when n«fw school houses have been in pro*' 
* eess bf' building. The first difficulty iS'^tnost universal ; siifficient 
mealts are not pfovided with which to build such a)ho«» as ii needed. 
Secondly, the district usually passes a vote fixing the size and proportiions 
of the house. When this is done, it is frequency impoisdble to arrange 
far'<9*onveffient seating; 4nd thirdly, the builder q^mte too often ^oontrdbi 
ther buHditig oommitteie^ atid-the arraligement is made. to conibsm to hif 
convemenoe^ ' The builder tiay be a good nMohanic, !^ttU he is often as 
unfit to'plan a school house as he would be to pian ^ the siege of Yieksr^ 
burg. If our school houses could bebliilt at town expense, and supecin- 
tended' by' competent perdoulr, these ^vilsHr^uld' be remedied. 

I have, made some effort ^o enlist an increased interest on the part of 
patrops and school officer^, and I think with some success. To accomplish 
this,I I^aye, in the winter season, called neighboring schools toge&er on, 
Saturday, and engaged in sowe general exercise; and I have usually Wn. 
able to manage them in such a manner, that teachers, parents, and pupils 
alldhottld take a part. In the summer season, pid-nics have been held, 
where ten or twenty schools, with the parents and friends, could be gath- 
ered together. .In all and every instance when, gatherings of this charac* 
ter have been held, I have pressed upon the people the necessity of pay- 
ing more attention to their schools,, school houses, and school forniture. 
A county Teachers* Association has been formed, of which about one half 
of the teachers of the county are members. One Town Association has 
also been formed, and we hope soon to have one in every town in the 
county. I have delivered seventeen public lectures during the year, bring- 
ing the subject of schools home to the hearts and consciences of the peo- 
ple in as plain and practical a manner as I was capable of doing. And 
although no outline maps and globes have been :purQhased by the schools 
of the county for years past, several sets have been purchased recently, and 
the strong indication is, that many more will be ii^troducpd. I tru^t also 
that numbers have been induaed to visit the schools, apdmake themselves 
acquainted with what was do^Oi and what is needed io be done. If we can

The greateet obstacle in the way of the adranoement of eohooki, istrti^- 
fdaritif in attendance, Teaehers can do something to reimdy tbis etUi 
parents can, if they. wiU, do miieh more : but I. a«a compeUed to thinjt 
it oan never be aaeompliahed^ until some suitable, legislative, aet is pipped 
to aompd unvrUUng :gwreni» to do their duty to tjielv ohildrciiu.

Ifsohools are to be sujupont^l at 
public expense, it is the duty of the State to see to it thet-tbem^nej is 
not sauandered ; and. the irregularity of attendance in . many sebfK^ei^ is 
little oetter thSU a waste of one-third of the money. , • .

Thba^ who 
win aocep.t such a certificate, show by their -rerj acceptance, in a majoritj oi eases, 
an uBwidingness to prepiare th^selvee thoroughly for theiv work, and a cp|kse(|iieiit 
imfitiiB«s.f or the position to which thcgr aspire. . Nor wlU it dp to grant suoh certiftoafi^B 
upon the simple request of the District Board. The Board is not the proper jfMlge 
of the qualifications of Teachers, The Law makes the County Snperinteiiaent ju4&e 
in this matter. He should never permit any school to be presided over by an unqual- 
ified Teacher, because requestied to do so by the District Board. He is the sentinel 
stationed at the Sehool House Door, to gutttd tlie iatcirests of the SohooL Some in- 
stances maj arise, in which there are not qualified Teachers eAoug^. to supplj the 
Sjoboels of the county. The Superinteodent may then exercise Us d^eretion.in 
granting, to the best of those &iun'g in examination, Limited' Certificates io a number 
sufficient to supply the Schools. In the older counties of the State, such limited 
certificates will be very rare.

Many of those not reaching the s^nd&rd of qualiftcation for a third 
grade certificate, yet standitfg ' high enoti^h for a license, ai^ flowed by 
law, were permitted to teach in eertMn diiitricts, iafl^r an application by 
the district boatd. 

The standard of qui^Iification is as high as recommended by the eon- 
Ycntion of county superintendents, as a minimum. The questions are of 
such a nature as to test the applicants not only in ^* what they know,'' but 
**whatthe;^eando." 

Decided improvement can easily be noticed: ' Waupaca county has a 
corps of teacners, ardent for self-improvemeiit, zealous in their occupa- 
tion as teachers, and a friendly intercourse . among them proves that a 
professional ispirit is awake in them. I can justly feel proud of them, 
and feel only sorry to 'state, that er^veral of' them, endowed Vith natural 
faculties as teachers, and well qualified in regard to experience and educa- 
tion, left the county because they were offered higher wages, or were tak- 
ing leave to start a small private school for lifetime. Our present system 
of lady teachers is only objectionable in this point, although it is better 
than the former usage, of degrading the profession of teaching as a step 
for another profession. Teachers are too frequently changed yet ; out 
of about ninety districts, merely twelve of them hired the same taaoher for 
more than one year. 
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i||5. Attsndanos. — NotwiibitandaBg my introdaoed system of month- 
ly teacher's reports, I cannot nearly ascertain the real aTsrisge at- 
tendance, as I did not receive the Reports of ail the teachers* The stand- 
ard of attendance, however, was higher than the year hefore. Yet some 
parents will always keep their children away firom school, and Aub de- 
prive them of the foundation of real happiness, a trae education. 

Order and punotnality were much improved during the year, and the 
present condition of cor schools is enconn^ng for every friend of edu- 
cation. The instruction is more thorough, embraces more branches, and 
has more the tendency, not merely to instruct but to educate. (2). 

Improvements are especially made in mental and written arithmetic, 
• and in grammar, and composition. Singing is fostered more earefblly 
than formerly, and the methods of spelling are now practical, and bene- 
ficial. 

5. Patrons, and Visits.— ^The teachers and the Superintendent en- 
joy in their labors, the cooperation of our citizens. Grood and energetic 
teaehers meet with praise and assistance. The schools are more frequent- 
ly 'visited by parents, for teachers invite them occasionally. The Miult of 
it is apparent in improvements niade in, and around the school houiie. 
The improved methods are always liked in disiriets where they care for 
the edtteotien of their ehildren ; while in seetions of ihe eounty where 
they don^t feel the importance of a good school, nor the necessity of im- 
provement, they do not like tiie new order of things, fearing a school 
teacher might oest more per week than a common working girl. I am 
happy to -state that a very small minority belongs to this class. The well 
educated citizlens do not merely honor and sustain the true teacher, but 
they wish to pay him too, and I hear oftener theremark, <* send us li good 
teacher," than, " send us a cheap one." 

The. present flourishing condJJtion of our schools, we owe in a great 
^nefidnre to our last Normal Institute, taught by Prof. C, H. Allen. To 
^arry the work on, a normal class was formed this fall, and the prospect 
^f the cause, of edupation in Waupacca county is encouraging.

NoTEs:-^l. Reference is here made to the Township District System, which is 
fully *et forth elsewhere in this report. 

2. Mr. Wemli here makes a disiinotioii not often noticed by teachers^ though a yery 
important one to be observed. Many teach who do not educate. Books are used main- 
ly in teaching. In the work of educating, books are subordinate to the things seen, 
' heardy and felt hy the pupils while at school and out of school. The school house 
^with its furniture and its surroundings ; the. teacher in his movements, his dress, his 
personal habits and his address, are educators. The general discipline of tlie school 
.jfookn, and the particular discipUne of the recitation room, and the play-ground, edu- 
cate. Many persons are taught all their school lives, but are never educated — are 
Jilled ly?, but are not drawn out^ grow large by accretion, never by expansion. The 
educator uses books as the means to an end. The teacher makes the books studied 
the end. 



TO 
WAUSHARA COUNTY. 

In sttbmittiog my aimiial report, I herewith send joq a brief ftiiiiimary 
of the oondition and prospeets of the schools in this county, in accordance 
with yomr request : 

1. The capital invested in school housdk^ is small, and, as a neoeisary 
consequence, they are poor and ilUadapted to the convenience, comfort 
and wants of the pupils. It is true that we have a few neat and comfortable 
houses, but, in the majority of cases, they are poor, miserable apologies, 
better suited for stalls in which to Jfeed and fatten hogs, which continually 
prowl about the door, frequently finding the way into the childrens' 
baskets, devouring their contents, which a careful mother's hand had pre- 
pared as a dinner for her children. Many of them are in better shape 
than they were two years ago, but there is still a great chance for improve- 
aaent. Many were without desks or shelves upon which to place the 
books, and almost destitute of seats, unless a few rude benches, scattered 
here and there, without backs, could be called such, which would answer 
a much better purpose as horse blocks. All this slovenly appearance is 
owing tO'the lack of interest, on the part of officers and electors, in the 
localities where this state of things exists, in the cause of general intel- 
ligence and education. The real cause is not so much the want of money 
and means, as poverty of public spirit, taste and refinement. But some- 
thing has been done, and still is being done, to arouse the people ft6m 
this state of lethargy and inaction. Many have materially improved the 
internal appeanance of ihm school home by introducing comfortiable seats 
and desks, black -boards, and other necessary and indispensable articles 
for the convenience and success of both teacher and pupil. One new 
' school house has been built during the year. The people of Pine River, 
at their annual school meeting, voted a tax of two hundred dollars with 
which to repair and enlarge their school house. . 

. The most of our schools are destitute of needful apparatus, such as 
globes, eubioal blocks, etc., aside from what is furnished by the teachet. 
But »four schools in thf county are supplied with full sets of maps. 
One school is supplied with a full set of anatomical charts. If the people 
can be made to see the necessity of providing respectable and comfoH- 
able school houses, then the day cannot be very far distant when the 
school room will be made attractive and cheerful, and instead of the bare, 
cold walls, and ojlen of rude logs, to meet the gaze of the pupils, we 
shall see them decorated with the useful and ornamental, each school rpom 
supplied with its laboratory and library. 

2. We have but one graded school in the county, and that, at present, 
has but two departments. Here, in my opinion, lies a very great obstruc- 
tion to success in our common Ethool system. 

Fifty and sixty children are crowded together into One room, of various 
ages from four to twenty, and necessarily of various grades of attainment. 
The parents complain that their little ones do not receive proper attention, 
or at least their share of it, horn the teacher, and others that their older 
and larger ones do not advance in their studies, and such will continue to 
be our condition until we have graded schools, not only in our large vil- 
lages and towns, but in our rural districts; especially can there be one 



sobool in eyery towDBhip, (yni^ hvft',jfrfitV/ exceptions at least,) whiob 
shall be a stepping-stone to our Universities of learning, bat more especi- 
ally where tetohem xnJayhedtiikdhilthBsr pcofession, And all cUuiiaos fitted 
and pepaned to -enact .imefriitgiy tbeit jfMiFt xn^tiw gteat dcaniviof life. 

3. One hundred and seventy persons during the past year inaTe pre- 
sented ttiemselves aB.Qandtdeles to inepeetion, of ivkem one hoiidred and 
tweedy hftve ceeeiTed Gnadefd Oettidoates. : 4?wq were, granted the First 
Orad^,.e«ghteen' die .Seooitd, ied one hmidredildie ^Thbd Giade> Certificate. 
I hate teken special paissj during the past yetir, tostiniulaie to active ef- 
fhrta^e Teachers of Wailshara oounty, by i holding Institutes, Teaohers* 
Assix^tionli) and endeavoring to iastrudtitothe extent of my ability, and 
have been, riichly rewavded in witnesmng the seal and intemst manifeBted 
in the oauee, which we are endeavoring to perpetuate and extend. 

Teeohera iippear willing and anxious to do all in Uieir power, for the 
iDtereitfi of our schools, but we lack the hearty cooperation of pormls, 
whe, mo^t of all, it.'seems >to me, should, manifest a deep interest in the 
edueetion .«^f %beir ohildr<^n. But local prej^dioes, in -regnvd to school 
diseipline and school instriiction, I find hard to overeonp and subdue in 
the minds of parents^ particularly those of foreign extraa^ion. Our motto 
is, ^* Labor conquera all things." . , 

4* Each dtstridi in oar county will average about thirty pupils^ of 
whom ^wenty-'five per cent.: do net attend school; setenty^five per cent* of 
the remainder are regular, in their attendance, making' an average of about 
e^ht^en t^ eaeh dietriet. 

5. The general deportment of pupils has been good, but a great Isek 
of geneital good morals is observed. I oeneider morality 4b be every es- 
sential requifiite in the qualifications of a good teacher, the teacher's 
inflttence and example being closely icontteotedt with the future prosperity 
or advetsity'of this Bepublic. (1.^ 

6. I always make a point io visit the Diatrkt Board, and get eome one 
if possible^ to go with me to thesohool house to. see what we can do for 
the good of those there assembled,. but in teomany cases meet with a re- 
fusal, saying, **I am so busyto-^day, I einoot poBsibly spend the time.*' 
But J am happy to add that the interest in educational matters is growing 
and increasing. Bo that ere long we hope to havei^ hearty cooperation 
of eveiry parent in the county.

Piwaui^it to your: r€fl[uegt, I submit for your coniideration the follow- 
ing itern^ ill gelation t^ schools.', X am not aU« to report w^ complete auo- 
Qesa as itiri^s jEondly hoped it might be our good:fortune to do, one year ago. 

The nuQ^ber of app^pants fer certifioates in. the county during the past 
year was thirty-fo^r ; of which one received second grad«, eleven, the 
third grfid^, and. sixteen district certificates, six having been rejected, , 

There has not been any cause of regret for issuing district oertifiqfitesy 
exc^t in op,e instance ; which result is .l^iighly gratifving when it is known 
that thei:e is such a lack of teachers who are entitled ^ higher grade cer- 
tifioates, as to render it ahso^telv necessary to adopt the aforesaid policy. 
There has seepned to be a fij;ed determination on the part of thi^ class to 




policy ui^neo^ssary, and give all vx opportunity of becoming cpmpet^jlraud 
effioisnt in the professioi^. 

Miwh moie effort has been put, forth by the people in the c.9imiy,*tp 
make the school houses more healthM, commodious^ and tasty/ ^an ^ 
former oocasions, and two new and attractive buildings have been elected 
during the past .year, , . 

Sevieral districts have been furnished with outline maps and charts, and 
ike -tax has been levied fbr twveral oiher districts. »' 

An Institute was held in the c6utity, commencing March 12, 1848' and 
continuing one week, during which time much valuable assistance was 
jrendered the teachers present, .and the many pertinent hiatus of Assiatant 
Superintendent. Oraig, will long. be cherished by.thoae in^ attendance. 

A normal class was organized October 21, '^md continued till NoT^mbiM: 
^h, 1863, under the principal care of Rev.'vT. W. Harris,' and akSough 
the tern^ was short, yet it was of sufficient length to evince, qlearly th^. m- 
valuble results of proper normal instruction, and .paved the w^ for.a upojre 
permanent and extended system of normal instruction in the future. And 
we can but express our deep sense of gratitude to the County Board, for 
an appropriation of 9100, for the benefit of the normal department the 
ensuing year, (which they made at tbe last annual meeting, immediately 
after the matter was presented to them,) thereby givipg their countenance 
and hearty support to this valuable enterprise. (2.) ' . ' ' ^ 

It was our pleasure to visit all the schools in the county once, and a^l 
but three sobools twice, during the summer term, iatid to spend at least 
one-half day in each school, and in so doing, we have noticed several 
points of mtxch interest .to tbe thinking mind, to wit : 

1. That it has been a universal rule, that in those districts where' the 
inhabitants mo^t frequently and systematically visit the schoof, there ihp 
besl schools are found. ' There, too, the best teachers seek employment 
for the reason that the parental influence ip.^iicih that alt good efforts' arb 
appreciated by the patrons oi the school. ' " ' '■ • 
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2. That the people gen^lraUjr an th9 eo^i^ytivvre manifested very much 
interest in the cause of education, by voting a more liberal tax for the 
support ojE the school than on any former' occasion ; and in those districts 
where the people have showed a tight-fistedness in the matter, there we 
found a tight-fisted school^ without Tif^And without success. 

3. That the attendance of pupils has. been respectable, but by no 
iheanS V^^at it should and would have deen, had ii not been for the unoon- 
"troUabie otfecfe of two epidemics, visiting the vaftous. .iiei^!A)rh(Xods of 

the comity. ^during the spritiig and i^mer (;ei?ms^ vfery mucn' dfininiihing, 
ATfii in some' 'instanpes destroying inte^rest in our schools for a time. 
"^^^4.. ^Phat ihere id an evirpeculiar to sotte parts df. our cotinty, which 
is th6 non-payment of taxes by speculators, by which jriany districts, al- 
though raising burdensome taxes, for school purposes, huve nothing to pay 
thelt teachbrs with but tax certificates or districft prders, a sort of p%not 
commeildable ; and they can not, even w;ith the greatest effort, hite a 
qualified teacher, but are compelled to empIoy^ a teacher with a district 
certificate, and are therefore suffering under difficulties not easy to remove. 
We l[ave much reason to be thanxful, amid all these inconveniences, 
howevet, that the schools in the eounty generallv are gaining ground in 
the public estimation ; that a 'inajority of the citizen% unite their efforts 
with the teachers' and mine, to obtain the best results, and encourage a 
higher standard of the teacher; that the teachers of the county, though 
generally young, are not forgetful df the general Welfare of our schools. 
Nor do tiny of them, who intend teaching in Wood county, forget to take 
the Wisconsin Journal of'Education.

'the places they should occupy filled by ii^ferior teachers, holding temporary certifi- 
cates, ^he newer counties find such a course neoessaryi It is cheering to know 
thfit such teachers are ambiiid'bs 4tnd deserving in Wood county. The nuaiber of 
•such teachers wSl: therefore gp«:w less. 

/. 2., This is the first instance .coming to my knowledge of any ajppropriation being 
'maie by. tte County Board of Supervisors for the purpose of aiding the oause of 
Hormal instruction. It is certainly praise-worthy, and must help much the schools 
xk the county, if jndlciourffy expended. 



The experiment of County Superintendency has now been tried for two 
years. So far it h^s been successful beyond my most sanguine eiipeota- 
tions. It has of course met with some disfavor. Nearly all that has 
been urged against it, is not really charg^eable to the system, but to the 
improper administration of it. Upon we part of the Superintendents 
generally, there has been no lack of zeal, and of patient laboring under 
disoburagements. Many have made noble sacrifices for the cause to which 
they have so truly devoted themselves. Their salaries have been small, 
^bnt their purpose to raise, the standard of education in their respective 
Ifields of labor, has been faithfully adhered to.

^,d)al sympathy, have encouraged and aWed me. Amorfg the matiy eviden- 
ced of interest in their work, which I have witnessed and remembered, 
one seems specially worthy of note hete. While traveling for two or 
ihxee days with one of the Superintendents over his field of labor, I no- 
• tioed that his faithful steed espied school houses more readily than I 
oo^ld, and when left entirely to. himself, he would slacken his paee as he 
approached, until he came^to a halt before the door. Verily, that horse 
knoweth his master's business. 



BTATISTiee. 



The tables in^the Appeiftdlx numbered II, Hl,iv and V, give the sta- 
tiatics in detail. They are without doubt incorrect in many particulars, 
but they are believed.to he more reliable than any heretofore given. The 
County Superintendents have in many instances taken unusual pains to 
have their Reports correct.

SoHOOL Districts. — The number of districts reported this y«s^is 131 
greater than last ye^r, Making allowftiioe for a decrease of 5 unreporied 
districts, it shows an inerease of 122, or 2i per cent, upon the number 
reported last year. • This is relatively a d^ebrease in number, sine? the 
number of school children has aipttially increased nearly. 4 per oeat.in 
the same time. ., • / • 

The counties reporting in'full the whole districts and parts of di9trieti>i, 
are Ashland, Chippewa, Douglas, Jefferson, Kem>sha, La Poiuft^; Outa- 
gamie and Sheboygan. Counties reporting all whole districts, but failing 
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to report all parts of districts, are Browu, Dodge^ Qreen Lake, Milwau- 
kee, Ozaukee, Polk, Walworth, Waukesha and Winnebago^ 

Buifiiio, Calumet, Boor, Green, Iowa, Oconto, Racine, Boek, 8hawanaw, 
Washington, Waupacca, and Wood counties h^ve reported all parts of dis- 
tricts^ but have failed to report some whole districts. Monroe and Wau- 
shara counties show the largest number of unreported districts. 

Bvery year we have some reports sent in after the annual report is 
published; It has been my custom to receive such reports upon a&davit 
of proper officers that the failure to make su<5h report in time was una- 
Yoidable, and to incorporate it with the reports of the several towns to 
whiek the delinquent districts belong, before making the apportionment 
of i^uhlie money. District cldrks have often mailed their reports in 
season, bui through miscarriage they have not reached the town clerk in 
set^dn for his report. Some instances have occurred in which sickness or 
cleaih.l^as delayed the clerk*s report beyo&d the time fixed by law. Such 
fiiuotA^ when fully. established, have been deemed sufficient reason for ad- 
Blittuig the T«port after the preMribed time;, and for making an apportion- 
melit upon the same. The number of stioh oases is, however, very rare^ 
and can, under no circumstances affect other districtis injuriously. 

SofiK>oi« Ohildrbn. — The whole number is 3209965 ; males, 164,100 ; 
ftnades, 156,8^. The excess of males is 7,235. The whole number is 
nearly 4 por cent, greater than last year. In Clark, Door, La Pointe, 
Ozaukee, and Racine counties there has been a decrease. The large num- 
b«f/pf unreported distriets in Sauk and Waushara, counties^ shows an ap- 
parent decrease in school children in these counties.

In »}m% 
inalanoes it accomplishes all that is didsjired ;. tti others ii amounts to little 
more than a separation of pupils upon therba^ <(>f age^ ri^thor thap upon 
thaiof ^ttftinmoBitA and capaoity. Imperfeot as it doubtless is, it is bet- 
tar^ftan the system of mixed sehook> inasmuch aa th^ diivision of pupils 
upoftjihe linoix^ age will separate, to a greater ior less ^t^^t, those who 
need diffisrent discipline and instfcuotion. . ^ 

If I mistake not, Kenosha took the lead in the matter of graded 
Hohels in the State of Wisconsin. The following letter will be read with 
interest. Mr* Jilson was for a long time superintendent of the city 
schools: 

^: Kenosha, June Ist-flSd^. 

J, L. PioKARi>.-^Z)car Siri^r-The grading of our schools has beeu a luattor of 

growth. In 18i5, by special act of the legislature^ we erected our large sohool house 

on the free school system, and we gnided it then into four departments^ the A B G, 

etc. department ; the first reader department, and then a large department for all 



scholars from spelling up to grammaf. Thts was the lower room. The app^r f oom, 
called iho high school, took all the rest. 

In about the year 1856 we completed our seoond large bnilding. ' We ihefi went 
into a second system of g^adinf , leaking it thorough from the A B C» to the higher 
department, and have tho^ continued it, making improyements as far as we could 
and as room would perniit, till at present we think we have a very perfect system 
of grade, everything moving right along from the lowest to the highest, as the 
scholar progresses, without regard to age or social position of the pupfl. 

As early as the year 1848, a ^ovupittee was proposed at one of our school ineelii^B, 
for the purpose of investigatuig,and reporting upon the propriety of a union school 
for the then village of Kenosha, to be supported upon the grand list,, upon the free 
school system. The committee was opposed and voted down. Then ap association 
of some six or eight 6t un agreed to agitarte, and for this purpose 'we secured 
the use of the Methodist and CkingregatienAl Ohurchee ^^ry alternate Sabbath 
evening, and gave addresses uppn tlie subjeot. of free schools. Th^ struggle 
was a. hard, one, but i|i 1845 we got the law above referred to, ^to. be v^t^d 
upon by the people. It ^ was carried after a hard tug, and a school, house erected 
and fairly in operation before the State convention for State constitution. We made 
the question of free- school a test question with our delegates to that co&ventidft ih 
this county, and through their influenne, and ot&er counties, wMeh came to our laid, 
this greai .magna charta was incorpoi^ed .into the constitution beyond t)ie reach of 
demagogues. It is beyond our estimate to fix the value of this provision. . Without 
it I should yearly tremble for our free schools. 

I look to our free school as the last hope of this State, with more than otte-half 
of itS' population of forbign bMh^ io.whom the bleseiAgs of free sohe^ls, or even 9tfif 
schoolF, have been denied. > -: .Yours truly.

According to tiareful estimates, made in 1860, therewere less t%aii fifty 
^aded schools of anjr kihdj in the State. Vroin the special reports 6f 
tne County Superintendents, I hare learned that l^ore now exist, otitside 
of the citws, more than one hundred and twenty schools thai are divided 
into departmbnts^raiid irhieh are more or less thoroughly^ and prope'rly 
graded;- Wlioneier we can i^aoh the point of oteking the people ieel 
that the inliereBtis of their schools really forbid' the ensmalling bf'iheit 
di8tri<^ beyond reasonable limits, we may hope for a still more rapid iaf 
arease of graded schools. 

School Attendance, — In this particular there has been marked im- 
provement dvridg the past year. Since the year oommenced, several thou* 
sands have entered their oc^untry's scrrvide. Of these, many were within 
the limits of school age. Nearly all were laborers. Their places nimst 
be supplied, and older children have been kept from school for this pur* 
pose. If tables should show even a decrease in school attendance, it 
would be no indication of lagging interest. That this year shows 
marked, and very gratifying improvement, will be seen when compared 
with previous years. To this end the following table is appended :

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Duriftg th» last fifteen years there are biit three years that show a 
higher percentage of attendance, and the figures for those ^ears are so 
unreliable, that only an estimate can ; be made. . Until the last year the 
habit of reportmg was such, that the whole nuntber of pupils registered 
may have been ascertained from adding together those numbers showing 
the attendance upon summer and winter schools respectively, which would 
by no means be a cosrect statement, since many pupils would lie ttius 
twice counted. Great pains have, been taken during the past year to ascer- 
tain the facts in this particular, and I feel assured ^]^4|t. the reports are 
very nearly correct.

If the aggregate of these ilems be taken, as has been sometimes done 
heretofore, it would show an attendance of more than ninety-eight per 
cent, of the number of school age. The winter schools have been attend- 
ed by fifty-three per cent of all the children, ^d the summer schooll^. 
by a little xaore than iDrty-five per cent; The number who have attended. 
both terms >f tiie year is found to be not lessj: tiban 100,028, or a little: 
more than thirty -one per cent, of the whole number. If, to the number 
enrolled at the public schools, we add the number at private schools, iindr 
make an allowance of ten per cent, for necessary absence, on account of 
sickness, or extrepoie ipo^rerty, we shall h^v^ jieaxly twenty per cent. (^ 
tliose due at uhAdl, wha^v<e not enteredith4:school ropm during the 
year. Of this twenty per cent., nearly one-sixth is in the army. This 
will'^'lflaipe 17 pef^oent.. of 820,965 children; wjio: are jcQceivIng, all their 
education' in the street. The larger part of this number will be foimd itk^ 
the cities of the State. Adams, Clark, Green, Green Lake, Jackson^ 
Monroe, Pierce, Richland, 6t.Gro1z, Sauk, Trem'pcf leiiu, and Waupacca 
counties, show an enrollment of from eighty to ninety per cent, of th^ 
• whole number im. Kiswaunee, La Pointe, Knd Milwaukee counties, sl^ow* 
an enrollment of: forty per cent, or less. Tharty-eight out of fifty-^six 
counties show a percentage of enrollment abo^ve the average, while buitC 
eighteen fall below it. 4 

The table appended will show the conditioh of counties, as reported;* 
w;ith respect to the attendance of pupils registered. Great as is the evif! 
of absenteeism, that of irregularity of attendance far surpasses it. Those 
marked widi a star are manifestly incorrect : - 
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The percentage of pinetual iaUendaAoe, as based upon the number enr 
titkd to sehool prmleges, is 44, a slight inorease over the peroenMffe of 
last year. This pereenCage will give at aotoat daily attendsnee of ]Snt 
141,225. The remaining 73,938 of the number enrolled and the 105,782 
not enrolled, together make an army, of truants, whose influence may. well 
be feared. Habits of indolence and of consequent vice are being formed 
by a large majority of this army. This state needs to be aroused to a 
sense of' this terrible evil, fiverj effort, direct and indireot, should be pat 
forth to prevent it. Prevention is easier than cure. The school should 
be made such as will attract children. Parents should see that their 
children are not detained for any trivial eause. All who haveihe in- 
terests of the state at heart, should unite in ^bringing 'into the .schools 
those for whose special benefit, tibey are designed. There-is progi^eto. in 
the right direction, but not a tithe of what needs to be done is yet com- 
menced. School houses must be enlarged and beautified. Teachers must be 
more regularly employed, and must have more sympathy and cooperation 
on &e part'ofdieir employeri3. In retui^n for this^ Teachers miut feel 
more the Tesponfiibility resting upon themoSnd exhibit more energy a^d 
better system in teaehing. CStizens must be made to fed: fiie importance 
of greater liberality and of more steady devotion to the cause of popular 
education. Our state constitution needs such an amendment as will allow 
an apportionment of public funds upon the basis of school attendance, 
rather jbhau;upon the census of children. When tlm Is ; accomplished- 
public sentiment may sustain a laW enforcing attendance upon school.

1 have collated a few facts from the special reports relative to the-eer-

Of 
those passed, not more than one hundred hold First Chrade- Certificates. 
About two hundred and seyenty-fire hold'; Second Grade Certifloates. 
More than one thousand hold Limited Cfertifidates, and the balanoehaye 
Third Grade Oertificafes. 'TJiis enutberatlbn' does not embrace eity 
Teachers, since they are not examined bj the County Superintendents.

SoHOOS. TAXEfiL^^The whole amonai of School Taxes for the year is re« 
ported at|679,798.99y which it less by 823^65.56, thaathe taxes for 1862. 
As populalooii increases^, the expenses of sehools shoald increase slightly, 
but for two years past Taxes have been lighter, and yet I am satisfied that 
schools have not been poorer. During the last year the proportion of 
Female Teachers employed has been much larger than before^ thns dimin- 
ishing the amount of money needed for Teachers* wages. The principal 
diminution, however, has been under the head of School House Taxes, and 
Taxes for Incidental Expenses. Milwaukee County raises the largest Tax 
for Teachers' wages, — ^next comes Bock County, and next Fond du Lac. 

It wonld create less trouble if all Taxes for Teachers' wages could be 
raised by Towns, and tb#n expended by Town School Boards. This can 
oiJi^ b^ dene under the Township District System. 

Of the $2,446.75 raised for purchase of Maps and Charts, Waupaeea 
County takes the lead. Winnebago and Dodge Oountif^ follow Waupaeca, 
wiA nearly an equal amoant. 

Ffom the following Table showing the amount of Xaxraised per aeholar 
for teachers' wi^s, it will appear as a general thing, tfcai'eemties hav- 
ing Hke least popmlatiea in proportion to temtery, are oesnpeUed to.imise 
the most money per scholar. This is true of disliiots as wvlfa of oMin* 
ties, aad nmy be used as an argument in favor of large aad plepnlounidis- 
triote.

* ScrabpL Hotises and iScHooii 'House :^ixEs.— The number o£ «<i^ocil 
h6use Bites contaijainjg Jess than one acre is 216 more.^l^an last year, wad 
thexiumhQt of sites uninclosed is 147 ^oxe than last year. These jtate- 
ine^t^ prove the inacuracy ,of reports, or j^rowing negligence on the pai:t.pf 
the people. I have no doiibt that the former ift the true cbndusiqijL, foi; I 
am. convinced that the people are n'oi more careless tha^ in 1868. The 
counties having the largest number of small, and of uninclosed sites, are 
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generally theee haTiag the largest population and the most wealth. This 
onjdMi not so i(0 be. 

The number of school houses without black-boards is quite small, 493. 
I fear some are reported as having black-boards that have but a poor 
ap<>logj fbr sucn a useful pieee of furniture. In ma&y school houses I 
have foutid the Uaokboard-ientirely inaccessible to the small children, ftr 
whose benefit it dhould be t)repared. Ashland, Douglas, Kenosha, La 
Pointe and ip^acine counties report no destitiition in this respect But 
two of these counties have many school houses that could be destilute. 
The counties that report the greatest lack of black-boards are invatiably 
heavily timlbered counties, showing the truth of the old adage that 
** Shoemakers' children often go barefoot.**

Ashland and Kacine counties have no log school houses, and Kenosha 
county but one. Nearly one-fourth of the. log school houses of the State 
are found in the counties of Washington, Richland, ManitowQc, Sank, 
Vernon, and Dane. 

Podge county has the largest number of frame school houses. 

Jefferson county has the largest number of brick school houses. ' 

pane county has most stone school houses. 

Orant county takes the lead in amount of tax raised for school houses. 

The average valuation of school houses is nearly $4 less than last year. 
This does not show any real decrease in total valuation, for there have 
been some very valuable houses erected, but it evinces* a more correct ap- 
preciation of the value of a school house. Some fanciful values are still 
attached to relics of school houses, and some are not ashamed to own 
that they allow a school house worth from three cents to three dollars, to be 
occupied by their children during the winter months. , 

The city of Janesville reports the most valuable school house, $38,000, 
but its lowest valuation is reported at $300. Sheboygan city has but one 
house, and that is valued at $10,000. Milwaukee and Beloit report no 
house worth less than $4,000. Depere, Brown county, has none worth 
less than $3,500, and La Cirosse, and Boscobel, Grant county, have none 
worth less than $3,000. 

Rock county stands first in amount invested in school houses, $121,975. 
Then follows Milwaukee, $95,000; next Dane, $76,532; Dodge, $69,- 
589; Ghrant, $65,233; Racine, $60,400; Waukesha. $54,175; Fond du 
Lac, $45,950; Walworth, $44,797; Winnebago, $42,304; Columbia, $41,- 
494; Kenosha, $41,118. All others fall below $40,000 each. 

Fbiyatb Schools. — There is nothing in the reports under this head 
that is deemed very reliable. District clerks have no dat<i to go by whieh 
will make the reports a safe basis for any comments.

TRAVELS, &c. 

During the year past, there have been moce calls upon me £(nr assistance 
at Institutes, and Teachers' Associations, than during any previous year. 
To meet these calls, either myself or my Assistant has been ct)nstantly 
enaptoyed, whenever the duties of the office would permit our absence. 

The counties visited are Brown^ Columbia, Crawford, Dane, Dodge, 
Fond du Lac,. Grant, Green Lake, Iowa, Jefferson, Juneau, Kenosha, La 
Crosse, La Fayette, Milwaukee, Outagamie, Racine, Richland, Rock, Sauk, 
Sheboygan, Trempealeau, Walworth, Waukesha, Waupacca, Waushara, 
Winiidbago, and Wood. 

Nearly seventy public addresses have been delivered; and muqh time 
has been given to. Institute work in connection with the County Superin- 
tendents. 

As heretofore, we have been most kindly received by the people of the 
several localities, and I find the iiitereat in schools everywhere extend- 
ing. Xhe people generally have a more intelligent understanding of the 
wants, and of the capacity of the public school system. 

WEBSTER^S tJNABRIDGED DIOTIONARt. / 

During the four years past I have distributed, according to law, one 
thousand copies of Webster's Unabridged Dictionary. Special puiis 
have been taken to secure their safe delivery. There are on file in my 
office receipts from parties making application for them, for nine hundred 
cmd mkte^niine. The remaining one has been sent out within the^^past 
three months, and sufficient time has not yet clasped to seoui^ its deHveiy 
and the return of the proper receipt. The detailed statement of the dis- 
tribution for the past year is herewith submitted. 

In order to supply demands from new districts, it will be necessary to 
purchase two hundred copies for distribution the ensuing year. 

In pursuance of chapter 51 of the general laws of 1863, a purchase 
was made of one hundred copies of Webster*^ Unabridged I^cti^ary, 
for the use of unsupplied districts. Of these . ninety-eight eopiee have 
been distributed as follows:

SCHOOL FUND. 

This fund will be fully explained by reference to the following pro via 
ioUB of the constitution and statutes Of the state : Section 2 of article 10 
of the constitution of the state, pr9vldes that "the proceeds of all lauds 
diat haVe been or hereafter may be granted by the United States to this 
Btate, for educational purposes, (except the lands heretofore granted for 
the purposes of a University,) and all moneys, and the clear proceeds of 
all property that may accrue to the state by forfeiture or escheat j and all 
moneys which may be paid as an equiyalent for exemption from military 
duty J and the clear proceeds of all fines collected in the several counties 
for any breach of the penal laws ; and all moneys arising from any grant 
to the state, where the purposes of ^uch graut are not specified ; and the 
five hundred thousand acres of lands; to which the state is entitled, by the 
provisions of an act of congress, entitled ' an act to appropriate the pro- 
oeedfl of the sales of public lands, etnd to grant pre-emption i;ights,* ap- 
proved the fourth day of September, one thousand eight hundred and 
forty-one ; and also the five per centum of the net proceeds of the publfc 
lands to which the state shall be entitled on her admission into the Union, 
(^if congress shall consent to sudh appropriation of the two grants la^t 
mentioned,) shall be set apart as a separate fund, to be called the School 
Fund. 

" Provision is also made by law, that twenty-five per cent, of the net prp- 
eeeds of the lands granted to this state by act of congress, approved Sen- 
tember 28, 1860, and all of the jiurohase money fo^ the lands selected 1^ 
or tiflder authority of this stat6 in lieu of swamp and overflowed lands sold 
or otherwise disposed of by the United ^tates, since the passage of the 
aforesaid granting act, shall form und be constituted a part o^ the School 
Fund of this state." — (From Report of Bon, J. f. I(ewi8,) 

The only sources that li^ave been to any e^tteni available, are 

1. 16th Section Lands, &OO,O09 Acre Tfaod Seleoted Landtt,--t(acooi4- 
ing to act of congress above referred to.) 

2. Swamp X4ands, — (one fourth, aooording U> State Law.) 

The Fund has been very slightly increased by collections of Fines for 
breaches of the penal laws. . • ' 

The five per centum of the net proceeds of the publio lands, to which 
the State was entitled, upon her jiamission to the tFnion, ha» been with- 
held, to offset some claims held by the €kneral Government against the 
State, on aceonnt of the Rook.Eiver Canal Grant. 

The 16th Section Lands, the 500,000 acre Tract, and the Selected Lands 
havobeen aold, the purcluuieni paying 10 per eent.' of purchase money in 
advance, and receiving certificates of sale upon which 7 per cent, annual 
intesest must be paid by the pur^diaser in advance. — (The Law of April 
2, 1862, quoted below, ohanges the conditions of sale.) Payment of inter- 
est at any time previoua to the Blst day of May, is by law made advance 
payment. Six months or more is allowed for riideeming lands that are 
forfeited by non-payment of intereat^ a penalty, of 3 per oent. upon pur« 
ohase money due, being demanded of the person holding the certificate. 
At the expiration of the time allowed for redemption, th^ lands are ti^rown

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into the market, and it no purchaser appears, they are hid in hj the State, 
, ai^d are held eabjeat to sa,Ie. » 

[ Dhe Swamp Lands are gold as above— except that the ComviisaioiierB 
have power, in their dUcretioo, to demand a larger percentage of the pur- 
chase monej in advance. The purchasers may at any time pay up ^e 
balance due upon their co;rtificates, or any part thereof. Whep fall pay- 
ment is made, Patents are issued by the School Land Commissionen, 

Here it may be proper to remark, that by decision of the Supreme 
Court, the Patents issued by the Governor of the State, are void, and uew 
Patents have been issued by the School Land Commissioners, which can 
be secured by those holding the invalid Patents, upon presentaijon of the 
Patents now. held. 

All money recejived upon Principal from the sales of School Landi, and 
one fourth of all money received from sales of Swamp Lands, and thie 
three per cent, (formerly fi\{e per cent.) penalties for non-pajmeint of 
ihterest at the proper time, ai'e loaned by School Land Commissioners, aa 
upon sufficient securities at 7 per cent, interest Until 1862, these l^ans 
were made, in sum? not exceeding 500 dollars, to individuals in different 
parts of the State. S'mqe the spring of 18$2, the whole is loaned to the 
State. Under the former system of loaning. Mortgaged Lands were sold 
*upon forfeiture of loans. 

The interest upon certi^ficates, and the ia<;erest upon loans, eonstitute 
the School Fund Income which is distributed each year. This Inoome of 
Ct)urse viaries with the transactions of each year. Some years largia foY- 
feitures are made, and no rcsalef are ejected. Much land therefore oon^es 
back to the possession . of the Stat^and of course no interest is realiied 
Up to t)ie jrear 1858, and including that year, large sales were effeated. 
With the financial reverses came very large forfeitures of certificates and 
Mortgaged Lands, ^hose forfeitures continued large until 1861. During 
the year 1862 they were' much, smttller, and during the' year 1863 $till 
smaller. As forfeitures diminished, salles increased, both being affeoted 
by the same causes.

' From the abbte showiig, ii appears ti^at tlie total ^und has beea in- 
ereased by the sum of $42,660 56. In School Land Certific^tja^ there is a 
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decrease of $69^603 62. In Swamp Land Certificates tbere is ao korease 
of 12^52 ^20. ^i» Sobool Fund Loans there is an increase of $110,011 88. 

The decrease in School Land Certificates arises from an excess of paj- 
mentfl, and forj^itures over sales for the. year. When full payment is 
made there is no farther danger of forfeiture. 

The increase in School Fund Loans arises from the excess of payments 
upon certificates and loans, over forfeited loans. 

The change made in investment of School Fund, by. the legislatures of 
1862, and 1H63, saves much to the Fund, since there is no danger of for- 
feiture, and the rate of interest is the same as before, while the expense 
attending its care is really diminished.

In April 1863, the following act was passed : • . » 

Sbotion 1. The commissioners of school and university lands are 

\ hereby authorized and ' required to s^raduate and reduce the prices of 
school and university 'lands now belonging to this State, in the manner 
hereinafler specified. Upon all such lands as have once been sold, and 
forfeited, and resold ({o ihe State, and whicl^ shall remain in the hands of 
the State unsold upon the day of the passage of this act, the price shall 
be redi^oed, by deducting from the price now. fixed by law, t^e amoupt of 
the interest, penalties, and. advertising duo the State at the time of such 
re-sale, and twenty per cent of the ampunt of principal due the State at 
the time of forfeiture : provided^ that in no^ case such lands shall be sold 
for less than seventy-cents per acre,. e:|f:clusive of all taxes, r f 

• , Bmo, 2, Upon all school and university lands now belonging to the 
State, which have oncie been offered for sale, and not sold, and which 
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shall remain unsold on the daj of the passage of this act/ the prioe now 
fixed hy law shall be reduced bj deducting therefrom thirty -three and 
one' third per cent ! provided, that in no case such land shall be sold for 
less than seventy-five cents per acre. 

Sec. 3. At least one-fourth of the purchase money of all school and 
university lands shall be paid at the time of the sale thereof, and the 
commissioners may require the whole price thereof at the time of sale, if 
in their judgment the interests of the State shall demand it. In case full 
payment be tnade at the time of purchase, no affidavit shall be required 
of the purchaser. 

NoTB. — The section of the statute referred to as requiring an afiidayit» was re> 
pealed by the legislature of 1868.

SCHOOL FUND INCOME. 

The following statements, from the report of the Secretary of State, 
show the transactions in this fVind for the year ending Sept. 30, 1863. 

The interest derived from the nchool fund, together with the revenues 
arising from interest on the unpaid balances that may be due on the roles 
of school lands, and from leases of said lands, constitute the school 'fuqd 
income. This income is apportioned annually by the State Superintead« 
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ent for the benefit of oommon sohools. The transaotions in this fund 
during the kst fiscal year, have been as follows, viz. :

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TEXT BOOKS. 

Four years obseryation has not changed at all my general Tiews vpom 
the subject of text books, as expressed in my report fbr 1860. I there- 
fore repeat, in the main, what I then said. 

In examining text books for recommendation, I have given attention 
only to such as are proper subjects of study in the common district 
school. The teachers of high schools, and of union schools, who are 
generally retained year after year, are better judges than I of what books 
are best suited to their schools. In fact the more advanoed sohoob 
should not be confined to any particular text book. They should have 
a wide range of reference books^ using as a special text book that whieh 
best suits the teacher. The objection of frequent change oan not lie 
against this course, since the same teacher is continued for several succes- 
sive years. In our common district schools, however, changes in teaohers 
are made almost every term ; hence the wisdom of our legislators in tak- 
ing this matter of the selection of text books out of the hands of the 
teachers, and providing that " The board in each school district shall 
have power, under the advice of the Superintendent of Publie Inatrao- . 
tton, to determine what school and text books shall be used in the aevenJ 
branches taught in the school of such district." (Section 63, chapter 
155, general laws of 1863.) This duty of the district board is very gen- 
erally neglected, and just complaints are made of the frequent changes of 
text books. Each new teacher has his favorite authors, and if permitted, 
will introduce a complete change of books, involving often great expense 
to the district without any corresponding advantage. If uniformity be 
attained at all by sueh a course, it is an ever-changing uniformity. The 
almost universal result of such negligence on the part of the dfetriet 
board is a great diversi^ pf text books^ requiring multiplication of olaso- 
es to a great extent, and a corresponding diminution of time given to eaeh 
class, so that in some schools more time is spent in passing to and from 
their so-called recitations, than is spent in recitation itself, uniformity of 
text books is absolutely essential to the success of any school. It is very 
desirable for a town, and for such a. tract of country as seeks its supplies 
at a common commercial center. 

The books I have recommended below are such as commend themselves 
to my judgment. I would advise their adoption in all schools where no 
uniformity at present exists. Where uniformity has been already secured, 
I cannot advise a complete change, for in the multitude of good books one 
oan often find little to choose between them, and the cost of a change 
will more than overbalance the superior merit of the books recommended.

\ NORMAL SCHOOiS- 

SineQ 1859 Teachers' Institutes have b.^eo quite frequently held. At 
fifs* t|iej were^ 39mo]](i /continued beyond one woek. Many were of shorter 
dovation. Duxiifg the four years of j^his continuance, the demand for 
iQD^pr sessions has stjendily incrcjifed. During the fall of 1863, seyeral 
InaUtutes werq^ held, varying in Jength from fojar to twelve weeks. This 
ehange in length <),f sessions, has sprujpg from the in^yitable tendency of 
snob institutions. As the Teacher has realized the benefit of the Insti- 
tate, he has felt more and more the necessity of professional culture. 
Short Institutes will not meet this necessity, neither ckn it be fully met 
by county normal schools, since they are but poorly supplied with proper 
teachers,! ,and with ^uch appliances as are indispensable \o their highest 
success. 

During the paat six years the board of Normal Regents has endeavored 
to ebeourage professional training, by rendering assistance to such schools 
as woufd establish %nd maintain a Normal Department. For two years 
this ^id was given to schools in proportion to the number of pupils pur- 
suing certain prescribed studies. Th^ course prescribed was such as to 
entitle the school to aid for nearly all its registered pupils. Little or no 
gopd was accomplished by thb course.' During the pSL^t four years bet- 
ter regulations have prevailed^ and only such pupils as could pass a te- 
quired examination have been counted as normal students. This exami- 
nation has been thoroughly conducted, and the majority of those who have 
received the recommendatory certificate, granted by the Board of E^gents 
are actually engaged in teaching. None have been admitted to the Nor- 
mal olaases who were not designing to teach. These Normal Departments 
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of colleges, academies, and high sohools, have not satinfaotorily met tite 
aeoessitj. They are almost always suhordinate departments, nor will tie 
aid furnished, warrant giving them a prominent place. They will in all . 
cases, therefore, be of secondary importance in the minds of the trostees 
and teachers. Mnch good has been aeoomptished by these agencies, but 
they are at present inadequate to the demand. Permanent normal sohools 
are needed, whose sole business shall be the training of teachers. The 
department of normal instruction of the State University, has been open- 
ed within the past year, and- the attendance has been very large. Many 
pupils connected with it, are not normal students, and have no expecta- 
tion of engaging in the work of teaching. The circumstances under 
which it was opened, rendered such a course advisable. A course of study 
has been adopted, but it will be next to impossible to pursue such a 
course of training in the art of teaching, as is essential to complete por- 
fessional culture. The model school can not be engrafted upon the Nor- 
mal Department of ^he University. By degrees this will be made a 
strictly Normal School, so far as it can be. There is no reason why it 
will not be needed, and patronized as a permanent iBchool. 

No one school will supply the. wants of the State. The State should 
make liberal provision for the professional , training of her teachers. At 
any rate a movement should soon be inaugurated to establish one school 
at some point that cannot be easily accommodated by the Normal Depart- 
ment of the State University. Eventually, still other Normal Schools 
will be erected. We should look to the establishment of not less than 
four such schools, including the Normal Department pf the University. 
Whenever the State is ready to establish such a school^ there will be littie 
difficulty in securing, from interested localities, the offer of suitable build- 
ings. No argument need be adduced in favor of the Normal School. lbs 
advantages and its claims are well understood:. The only question that 
can arise is a question of time of establishment. It is my impression that 
the present is the proper time to take the initiatory steps. 

STATE TEACHERS' ASSOCIATION. 

The eleventh Annual Meeting of this Association, was held at Keno- 
sha, July 29th, 30tb, 31st, and August Ist. S. H. Peabody, Principal 
oi the High School of !^acine, presided. Professor Emerson, of Beloit 
College, delivered the first address — subject — '^ Popular Education." The 
speaker traced the origin of the idea to Greece, and gave to her bards 
the honor of originating the most improved methods of imparting instruc- 
tion to the young. The effect of education upon individuals in uniting 
them, and making one of many, was happily illustrated. The strength oi 
the State lies in the proper education of the citizens. 

The President, S. H. Peabody, after touching briefly upon the marks 
of progress in the educational field, dwelt at length upon the proposed 
Agricultural College, and urged its establishment upon the broad basis of 
a Polytechnic College, furnishing technical instruction in construction, 
(including civil engineering, and airehitecture,) mining, and metallurgy, 
mechanics, chemistry (with its applications to manufactures and agricul- 
ture,) and military tactics. The importance of making provision for such 
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ing our dependence upon other nations for many of the fruits of seien- ' 
tific draining. , ' 

Frof. R. Edwards, of Illinois State Normal School, addressed the As- 
sociation upon the *' influence of teaching upon the character o! the 
teaciier." The lecturer defended the proposition, ^' that a teacher maj/ 
in all respects, he manly, since his profession, rightly viewed, never 
dwarfs, but always expands his powers." 

J. I). Philbrick, Superintendent of Schools of Boston, urged upotf 
teachers the important work of ^^ self-culture." Prominent examples 
were adduced in illustration of his theme. 

The matter of physical education, was presented both theoretically and 
practically, by Prof. Hascall, of Michigan. 

A committee appointed at a previous meeting, reported upon some 
needed modifications of our school system. The main portions of the re- 
report, are herewith presented. ' 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON REVISION OP THE SCHOOL I*AW8. 

The Cotnmittee rei^ectfuU^ Beport-: 

That in the hurry of the last session, no instructions were ^ven them 
as to the specific service expected, aud that they have been left therefore 
very much to their discretion. It seems fitting to them to review briefly 
at this time the p^st action of the Association, to advert to the present oon- 
dition ef the School laws, and to make some suggestions for the future. 

Although characterized by indomitable energy and much intelligent 
shrewdnqss, the settlement of our newer States, unlike the foundixig of the 
American Coloaies, has not beei^ under the leadership of minds which 
might be expected to originate new institutions or systems, Newphaaes^ 
of society reault indeed from new and peculiar cir cumstanees of life, but^ 
the yearly settlers of the West were a class, who^ having the hardships of 
pioneer life to encounter, and no superabundance of this world's goods, 
were content, for the most part, to imitate and reproduce that to which 
they Jiad been elsewhere accustomed. A large and influential portion of^ 
the early settlers in this State, were from New York, pnd in* giving to 
community its organic structure, it waa but natural that they should con- 
form very much to the educational as well as the governmental and mu- 
nicipkl systems of the ^^ Empire State." Hence in school matters they 
bequeathed to us, first the imperfection of the single, independent district, 
borrowed originally fVom New England; and the plan of a county super- 
vision of schools being just at that time under a cloud at homCy they went 
back to the insufficiency of a town superintendence. The first enaotmenta 
madd no provision for grading the schools, and none for supplying them 
wfth trained teachers, although the Constitution contemplates the estab- 
lishment of Normal Schools. 

Some of the early teachers and school officers of the State more clearly 
apprehended her immedi^ite and prospective educational wanttr, than did 
raose who shaped her first educational legislation. As far back as thtf 
Second Annual Meeting of this Association, held in Madison in 1854, the' 
little band of teachers who then assembled, as our hidibrian records, iti 
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an pleura rpom iu ^he court house, and two, of whom at least are ifith w 
to-daj, {>egan to eonsider these Wants and the defects of the school sya- 
iem. At tnis and subsequent meetings, the importancie and necessity of 
an Educational Journal^ of Grade^/ Schools, of TeachersI Institptes and of 
Formal Schools were discussed ) the Legislature was memoralized, and 
tlie aid of the State Superintendent invoked. The first Superintendeni of 
the State, Hon. E. Root, discussed some of these subjects in his first Be- 
port, particularly that of graded schools, and his successors haye fre'* 
<)iiently palled attention to our wants in this and other respects. 

These efforts were not altogether unsuccessful. In 1856; an Bdooa- 
tibnal Journal was established, and through the agency especially of the 
first resident editor, Mr. McMycn^ the patronage of the Legislature was 
secured in its behalf, and for several years it has formed one of the public 
educational agencies of the State. Special enactments to meet {he wants 
of eiUes and villages have been granted, but no general plan for the intro- 
duotion of graded schools has yet been incorporated into our school laws. 
The law of 1858, authorizing the union of any two or more contiguous 
districts for high-school purposes, has been inoperative, for the reaaon 
th^t eicept with an evident prospect of material advantage, people do not 
readily make changes of this nature which inre metely pexmisdoiy and not 
obligatory, and because the same end is attained in villages .by the. oonsot- 
idation of districts, 

In 1857^ an act was passed appropriating twenty-firve per ceni of th« 
income arising from swamp and overflowed lands for NormaVSchool pur- ' 
poses, and provision was made for a Board of Regents to tegulate its dU-* 
tribution. This Board has never judged itsdf authorised, uudier the aiot/ 
to establish a Normal School, and the money at their disposal has been 
applied to the aid . of schools and institution^ iHiich have from tinio to 
nme organized and instructed Normal Classes so called, and to soaie ex- 
tent alsq for the support of Teachers' Institutes. The State is stil! d^sfittiie 
tiherefbra, of Normal Schools as a result of the provisions of )ier C<>nBtitu, 
tion, althoTigh the NornlaJ Department of thp University has recently beeftt 
re-opened^ with an encouraging prospect of usefulness o^nd Bucces?. 
' In 1858, this Asaoci^tion at its session in Portage, after (Considerable 
discussion at that and the previous meeting at Waukesha, adopted, Oti 
Report of its Committee, General Plans for a School System and vsrr Nor- 
mal Instruction which may be briefly istated as follows : 

. L The union of the districts of each town, village or city undet one 
Board, each local district electing a member of the Board, and. this Board 
to have the power of establishing schools of different grades as required^^ 
and to elect a Secretary who should be ex-officio Inspector px ^upecin.- 
tMident of Schools. -, . ^,. 

2. The Inspectors of the several Union Districts of each county* ox 
eiher territory designated for that purpose^ to form a County Board of 
Education, and to appoint a Superintendent for the county, or other ter- 
xiiory forming a Superintendent district. 

3.. The several Superintendenta of the State thus appointed to eonati- 
tutea State Board of Bducation, of whom the State Superintendent ahoaUl 
bo. rresident, and the Chancellor of the University and the Principal» of 
Normal Schools ex-offioio members. 
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The ''Plan of Normal Insiruetion" adopted embraced the foUovia^ 
ageneies : 

Ist. Model instruction in a model school connected with the Hif^lr 
School of each town or other High School District, together with Bui table 
encouragement to pupils who aspire to become teachers. 

2d. Efforts at Self-Improvement, in Town Associations of Teacherft, 
assembling weekly at the central school, under the direction of the Prin- 
cipal of the High School. 

3d. Semi-annual Institutes, held under the direotibn of Count/ Buper- 
intendents, and aided by the State. 

4th. An Itinerant Normal Faculty, who, in conjuctioh with the Oounly 
Superintendents, should give instruction in the Institutes. 

6th. Normal Academies, furnishing a good disciplinary eourse of in- 
struction, but aiming especially to impart poth the general and technical 
ability to teach. 

6th. A Normal School proper, as a State institution, and forming one 
of the several schools that make up a complete University. 

The immedial^ efforts made to procure the Legislative sanction of any 
of theee recommendations failed. The subsequent appointment by ihe 
Leg^lature of a Committee tp revise the school laws, of which the then 
Chaneellor of the University, Dr. Barnard, was made Chairman,, failed 
idso to yield any results. Two years since, however, at the instance of our 
pr^nt State Superintendent, an act was carried through the Legislature, 
providing for a County Superintendeney of Schools, and this, with ftn im- 
proved system of examining the teachers, has now beei^ in operation #omu» 
eighteen months, with very gratifying results. 

At the end of five years service Uterefore^ (for some of their auml^r 
have been in commission for tnat leneth of tim^,) your committee are 
able to i^eport the proper realization, uirough legislative enactment of 
onlv one, of the important measures to which the Association affixed the 
fteu'of its sanction at the time indjaated. 

. Huoh has been gained howeveur in other respects* The remaining de- 
fects of our school-system have been widely, and in various ways disous^- 
edy and onr educational wants are more widelj and sensibly felt. Not 
only have the seeds of impjovement been sown by the Association, but 
ih0 seed has sprung up and is ripe for the harvest. It should also be 
noted that under the patronage of the Normal Regents, and the direction 
of the County Superintendents, ike State during the past four yeara has. 
been ploughed and cross-plongbed by Institute wor}c, which, while tend- 
ing in naany ways to awaken new interest in education, has been especially 
important, in connection wi^h the more strict ^examinations of teaohera, 
in showing the necessity of better qualifications on their part. As the 
result in part no doubt of the demand thus created, the Regents of the 
Sta^ University have re-opened the Normal Department of that Institu- 
tion, and upon what it is hoped may prove a permanent basis. 

In oonclusion it remains to indicate our present wants, and to make 
some suggestions as to the manner in which they may be supplied. 

Tour Uommittee will not dwell upon the advantages of that ohanse 
which seems to be first and most imperatively needed, and which shooTd 
precede the other changes required — the consolidated or Union system «f 
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Schools in our towns. If any argument is needed^ others present will be 
a^le to auf ply it. Several other States have fortunately incorporated this 
feature into their systems from the outset. The longer we aelay it, the 
more difficult it will be. After reaching a certain a^e, the chances for 
passing from single blessedness to a better condition are said to be much 
diminished. 

Your Committee haye seen no cause to doubt that the yiew adopted bj 
the Associaticm five years ago, as to the best method of filling the plaeo 
of County Superintendent, was a sound one — ^namely, that it should be bj 
appointment, and not by popular election. They conceiye that while the 
primary responsibility for good schools, as for all other institutions of so- 
ciety, rests upon the people at large, yet, after they haye elected their 
immediate representatiyes, or agents, fur educational purposes, all that fol- 
lows, in the way of selecting those who are to perform the work of the 
educational field, is best left to those representatiyes. A School Board 
will seldom be swayed by political bias. A sense of self-respect will 
prompt them, to endeayor at least, to employ competent teachers and su- 
perintendents; or at all eyents, to come up to public expectation iH this 
respeet. Superintendents of Schools in our cities are quite unifbrmly ap- 
pointed, and not elected. Experience Jxas shown this to be preferable. 
There would seem to be no good reason why it should be otherwise iii re-*' 
gard to Superintendents for counties. 

The general plan adopted by the Association embraced the formatibii< 
6t a Stdte Board of Education. The committee entsertain the opinion 
that ffuch a Board would be less unwieldly and more efficient if less nu- 
merous than the whole body of County Superintendents, of whom it was 
at first proposed that it should consist. It was also recommended, how- 
ever, that the State be divided into Bistricts for Normal purptrtisg. 
These districts might, perhapd, be co-terminous at first, with our Congres- 
sional Eepresentative Bistricts. Not to pursue the subject, however, of 
the establishment of a system of Normal Schools for the State^ which 
mu6t be a work of time, these Normal Districts might be created with 
great advantage for another, but kindred purpose, namely : that there 
might be appointed over each an Bducfttional Officer, to be known as the 
Normal Superintendent, who should be the superior of th^e cotinty and 
city superintendents in his district, and to whom should be committed the 
very importAnt trust of organizing, unifying, develdpiDfg and supdrin- 
tending the educational work of the district. For this suggestion the 
Committee are indebted to a former member, Col. MtfMynn, whose obser- 
vations in Europe led him ^ to believe that a similar feature could be ad- 
vantageously incorporated into our school system. The more this sug- 
gestion is examined, the more it will be found to embody an elemeut of 
strength and efficiency which we need. It is confessedly very difiicult to 
combine in an eminent degree all the qualifications which make up a mod- 
el County Superintendent. 

The work which needs to be done among us immediately, and for years 
to come, and which can be done properly only by men of peculiar capaci- 
ty, and qualifications, is too obvious to require a lengthened description 
here. The proper, and useful conducting of Institutes, the concentration 
of Institute work into more protracted normal instruction — thus prepar- 
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ing the waj for Normal Schools; ^he enlightonment of .the pnbliq mind; 
aiKT the moulding of the public purpose in regard to this and other e'dn- 
eational. wants; the systematizing of eYjsrj part of school work uj^n^i 
bfoad and philosophical baais, the makiog our schools nurseries of patri- 
otism^ as well as intelligence, and oar chUdren intelligent, upright, loyal 
Citizens, as well as good cteholars-^this is what we need, but it is a wofrk 
which itself needs, for its direction, men of master minds. The accom- 
pUshment of this work cannot be realized at once, but to this we must 
.OQttei tr our whole attempt at public education, nay, our whole experi- 
ment of self-government will miscarry ; for upon the effectual upbuilding 
and maintenance of our public schools, on a large, liberal, and truly chris- 
tian basis, depends more than we yet think or feel, our permanence as a 
Aation. The old motto must be enlarged : United, and educated, we standi 
— ^uneducated, and dividfid, we fall. It is impossible that so vast a ooun- 
tyy as this ean remain under one government, and in the enjoyment of 
civil liberty, unless that government be truly the expression of the will of 
a highly enlightened people, who have effectually learned lessons of mod- 
eration, forbearance, and justice. 

B«t to return to die point before us ; it is quite obvious that duph a 
bp% of men as has been indicated, with the State Superintendent: at their 
' head^ would form a Board for the Stato, to whom might be wall and safe- 
Ij iwtrasted^ all our educational interests. They would also supersede 
the need of special boards, such as we now have, for the University and 
for Normal Schools. Under their guidance, our disjointed, soattered, un- 
affiliated educational agencies would acquire unity, strength and complete- 
ness. To them ahould be committed, in a subordinate degree, the trust of 
educational legislation ; that is, the power to regulate school affairs for 
the State, under a few simple, fundamental laws, much as a local board 
regulate school affajrs for their own city or town. 

The Committee do not wish to be understood as recommending an ef- 
fort to procure immediate, and sumvaary legislation upon all the topics 
which they have discussed. This must be a question of prudence, of 
timei and of opportnuity. Still each year's delay, In securing the best 
means and facilities for the efficiency of our publio schools, is a pubhc 
loss-— a loss which can be estimated only by multiplying its individual ap- 
peet by all that vast number of children who are losers in consequen9e 
of existing defects, and by remembering that this waut of proper educa- 
tianal advantages in early life, is seldom made up for afterwards.

Beiolved, That a committee be appointed whose duty it shall be to bring these 
measures before the legislature, in such a manner and at such times as thejr shall 
•deem most proper, and as they shall be instructed by the Association. 
. MmBhidf Tlmt the oonnty and oiiy superintendents be requested to eo-^p^rata with 
4he oommittee in circulating petitions to the legislature to grant such enaotmenU as 
ihej may deem desirable from time to time. 

TLe committee of the past year was continiied. 

The eonyention of county superintendentB held its sessions in connec- 
tion with the meetings of the association^ an boar of each half day being 
deTOted to the discussion of the following subjects : 

1. Regular school attendance, and what steps shall be taken to ee- 
• cure it. « 

2. Test of ability in teaching. 

3. School visitation — ^the best method of reaching the end desired. 
The discussions were ably sustained by the county superintendents/and 

other gentlemen. 

Considerable *time was spent by the superintendents in discussing the 
best method of securing uniformity in ezairiination of teachers. The 
foHowing ai^e the results of the discussion : 

1. All applii)ant8 shall be required to pass a written examination. 

2. At least ten questions upon each branch shall be submitted. 

' 3. Applicants ^r a third grade certificate must answer correctly in 
form and in fact at least fifly per cent, of the questions asked ; for a sec- 
ond grade certificate nt least aixty per cent:, and for a first grade certifi- 
cate at least seventy per cent 5 each superintendent placing the standard 
"us much above the minimum agreed upon as in his judgment may be wise. 

4. No certificate of first or second grade will be given to any person 
who dees not give satisfactory evidence of success in teaching. Of course 
beginners will tirke a third grade certificate. 

fl(yfB. — ^My advice to all is to abide by this recommendation, with this exception : 
Any young teacher who has the requisite qualifications as to knowledge for a second 
gtade oertifioate; aad who, in the first school taught, displays great taot in teaohing, 
should not be required to teach under a third grade certificate until it expires, before 
reoeiTing a second grade certificate, but the certificate should be changed as soon 
as the'superinten'dent is satisfied as to the teacher's aptness to teach. This will re- 
ward tact and encourage effort on the part of young teachers. — State Supmintendemt. 

5. 1 1^ was further a^eed that the superintendents would, when satis- 
filed with the siihool visited, enter upon the certificate held by the teacher 
(if a third grade certificate) under the head of *^ Ability to Teach** the 
teaoher's standing iq)on a scale of ten, as the standing is marked in branch- 
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68 Upon which an examination is had. This matter^ judiciow^ man<iged, 
1^11 DO. of great value io schools and teachers. 

The meeting of the association seemed .to ^e regarded h^ aA as one of 
the most pleasant, practical, and useful vet held. That of the count j g<i- 
perintendents lacked only the interest of a larger attendance. 

.The numher of teachers in attendance was not so large as at the a«so- 
election of the year previous, the place of meeting heing less central. ^ 
., The citizens of Kenosha were unwearied in their efforts to make the 
stay of the teachers pleasant. 

T^o single agency is accomplishing more for the schools of the dtaie 
ihaa ta the State Teachers' Association.

Wherever itli«< system has been adopted in the United States and ^uiadas^ iretiliik 
that in no important case has it been rejected, but on the t onintfyds loeked upon t^ 
edaeational classes as a most important and necessary step in educational adrimoe- 
ment We think that this accumulated evidence ought to inspir^ us with confident 
to move forward : we think that the times are propitious, and especially Chit the 
Assoeiatidn demands of us action. There are great' improvemeiits being i&alde in Ute 
education of teacher, in tha govemskflnt^ olasaificatioB, gradation, and iastractloa %t 
par eeheoia^.aivd in.t)|eir visitaUpn and ^anus^pii, t^t seem neoeasarilj io ftwait 
and demand, this improvement in our general school system. 

Sir, by virtue of yoiir oflS^e, and general influence, necessarily occupy the 
most convenient approach to the Legislature, and as we knoW your interest in the 
mattdr, we wish to act through you, and hereby cheerfully offer any aid in our pirwer

That the couptj auperintendenoy is a step in advance, a great improve- 
ment npon the town superintendent system, is generally acknowledged by 
. those beat acquainted with the operation of both agencies; but many 
sincere friends of popular education regret the loss of the local officer, 
who, when capable and faithful, effected so much in a dir0ction in which 
the county superintendent is able to do but little^— the visitation, and.stt- 
perVision of schools ; and, so much is this loss felt that, in certain local- 
ities, some are advocating a return to the former order of things, even at 
the sacrifice of the cdunty superintendency. Believing that such a step 
would be a retrogade one, and that it is eatirely unnecessary, I shall pro- 
ceed to indicate what I conceive to be a better method of securing effi- 
cient local supervision of the schools, without sacrificing the fruit of years 
of earnest effort, the county superintendency. We need not only efficient 
supervision, but a complete and harmonious system to supervise. 

As our schools axe organized at present, no system of supervision can 
be really effective in securing unity of plan, and systematic development 
of that plan in our educational work. Each school district is a separate, 
independent republic, accountable to no higher authority, and dependent 
upon none, except in the matter of the examination of teachers, and the 
annual receipt and expenditure of. a very small amount of money. We 
call the aggregation of agencies through which we educate our children 
a school system, when, in poiht of fact, there is no vital legal connection 
between these separate agencies, and there is not a school established by 
law within the State. Not only is the kind of school, and the time it 
shall continue^ dependent upon the vote of a majority of the residents of 
the district, but one more than half of the legal vot^s, a bare majority, 
can prevent the establishment of a school at alL Again, while in one 
iiistrict,' in consequence of the intelligence, and wealth of the people, a 
good, graded school may be maintained ten months each year, in an ad- 
joining district, on account of the absence of intelligence, and the pover- 
ty of the people, a migerable apology for a school, in which only thesim- 
pleat rudiments of an English education are taught, is maintained for 
'three or four mpsths only. 

Now no systepi of supervision, be it ever so good, can remedy the above 
mentioned evils, and others inherent in our system. What we need is, the 
a|)olishment of the separate district system, and the establishmeut of the 
ioWMhip system of school organization and government. 

in tlus system each town constitutes a district, and all matters pertain- 
ing to the schools are under the direction of a board elected by the vari- 
ous sub -districts* The secretary of this board takes the place of the old 
town superiotendont,. visits and supervises the schools, grades them, as- 
sists the teachers in classifying the pupils, etc.; in a word, is the effioieat 
agent of the town 'board, and the necessary connecting link between the 
countv superintendent and the schools. Taxes for the support of schools 
woulu, under this liystem, be levied upon the town as a whole, and every 
individual would pay an equal share of such taxes in proportion to the 
amount of property owned by him. ' 

Further details of the system wilt' be giv^n in connection with what 
•foUows.' The advantages of this system ftre taany and evident. 

1. Aa each town forms a school disttfiort, and eaeh parent would be 
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penftiited to wtkd his children to the school which best' aeeommodated 
ihetti, all the expense, troahle, and ill feeling, oonse^juent upon the fire* 
quent changefrin the bonndaries of didtriots, would be entirely avoided. 

2. School houses would be built when and where they were needed. 
Many districts are now compelled to suffer, year after year, all the incon- 
venience and loss oocarfoned by the use of a small, badly constructed, 
ill-arranged houtfe, because of difficulties concerning the site, or the in- 
disposition of the voters to furnish the means to erect a new building. 
Under the township system these difficulties would be avoided, as the 
board, composed of delegates from all parts of the town, would not be 
likely to be influenced by local disputes in reference to the site for a house, 
but would locate it at such point as would best accommodate those for 
whom it was selected ; and as the f\inds for building the house would be 
drawn from the whole town, the tax upon each individual would be so 
small as not to be in the least burdensome, and there would be no neces- 
sity for delay. 

3. Schools can be graded more easily under the township than under 
the separate district svstem. The districts, as now organized, as a gen* 
eral rule, are too feeble in numbers and wealth to maintain more than 
•ne department, and the law of 1^58, -* permitting districts to unite for 
high school purposes has been entirely inoperative, no action having been 
taken by anv district in accordance with its provisions. The summer 
schools, in the country especially, are primary schools in most respects, 
while the winter schools embrace all grades of pupils from the primary 
to the grammar or high school. This condition of things necessitates 
the employment of better educated, more experienced teachers during the*, 
wiater term, at a cost for their services of about double the amount paid 
for the same length of time in the sumiher, while there is not, on an av- 
erage, mere than a dozen children in each district whose capacity, ad- 
vancement, or range of studies, demands a better or more costly teacher 
than the one employed during the summer; and thus the education of 
thfese few costs the district, the difference between the wages paid in sum- 
-mer and winter, amounting, for a four monihs school, to from thirty to sixty 
^dollars. Now if there were, wfthin the reach of the larger class of pupils 
Htt three or four districts, a school of a hie'her grade, to which they could 

all have access, the winter schools in their respective districts could be 
eontittued as a primary or intermediate school, under the charge of die 
same ieacher employed in the sununer, and one higher grade teacher 
would suffice for sevend districts. By this arrangement all the pupils in 
h town would be divided intc two grades, at a cost for tuition not greater 
tflian that nbw htourred ; and the total additftonal expense wt>uld be meas- 
ured by the cost of erecting a sufficient number of tyuildings to accoin- 
modate 4ihe higher grade of pupils. ' Ii^ many instances, by a proper ar- 
rangement of the terms of school, the he^es already erected would serve 
for botli griides of pupib. Ih some district, in which the* house is so tlit- 
uated as to be easy of access to the largei^ scholars in several surrounding 
districts, let there be a term of school commencing so soon as the grouna 
ie settled and the weather is pleasant in' the spring, and continuing to tfab 
first of July ; And a fall term commencing about the middle of August 
and oottdtauing dH the middle of November, thus affording the primary

piipib six ]no»th9 or iaor0 of uqioterrupted flehaol during the moH 
.pleasi^nt season of tbe yenr, whioh vonld, be likr m.Mro b«fi«&elftl to llitni, 
lotellectually aa(} pbjfiioaily, than the ubu^J aammer md. .winter twtmt^ 
mth the oxtrem^ of warm and cold weather, produoiag licknese, tardi- 
neaa, aod irregularity of attendAooe, asd tba« wastiag a good share of tbo 
fa0nej ezpeoded. The winter term eould then be devoted entirely to tbui 
grammar or higher grade scholars, whp, under a competent inetruotor» 
whose whole time was given to them and their studies, wo.uId make as 
much progress in one term as they now do, in tbe mixed aohools, in two 
<^ more. Again, whenever a new school house is to be built, its loeatioii, 
size, and internal arrangements can all be adapted to the new order of 
things, so that, in process of time, without any violent obanges, or aaj 
appreciable increase of expense, the facilities for maiataining graded 
schools can be established throughout the State. 

4. Better superyisien of the Schools. The County Superintendent^ 
though exercising a general supervision over all the schools in his counl^, 
is entirely unable to give, to each school, that persoaal attention neces- 
.saxy to obtain a. complete knowledge of its condition and wants; and some 
.of the most active and efficient Superintendents have felt the need of a 
local officer, to cooperate with and aid them in effecting improvements in 
.the arrangement and nuinagement of the. schools. As before stated) the 
Secretary of the town board will be the proper persoA to have the imme- 
diate supervision of the schools, and will have power, under the direction 
of the board, to grade and arrange them, suggest and eofoii^e lulea far 
their management and government, and advise with afid assist the te«ch« 
• ers in all cases in which advice and assistance are needed. He should be 
appointed by the board, and he may be one of theiic members, or nol^,ao 
that the best person to fill the pUce is selected 

We should thus secure all the advantages of the Town Superintendent 
system, without bsing any of the benefits resulting from fthe establish- 
ment of the County Superintendency. 

6. !E]conomy of administration. AU the expense now incurred in on- 
ga9i9ing new districts, and in changing the boundaries of old ones, would 
be saved. Kach child bei|i|; permitted to attend that school which bent 
.i^ccommod^ted bim, and the^amoant of tax which eeoh person would pajr 
being the same, no niatter in what sub distriet he resided, thsre weuhi fa^ 
no reason fbr altering di^triela; enose<|ventty very £e.w changes would ha 
made, and those few would ibe easily effected^ and 4^tiended with little or 
no pxpenso. Again, the liability to a loss of moneys is in pYO|K>rtiQn 
the number of bands through which thoy pass, and it is bq woj^der thal> 
with nearly five thousand disbtir^ing officers,. there is a good dea) of wtste 
of district fupds every year. 

Under tbo. Township system the financfial affairs of aU the sehoolis inii 
town being managed by th^^ sa#»e bot^i), one treasurer would be auAeiml, 
aiid, in order npt t^ multij>ly .0ffiof^s,i, the. town treasurer^ wha now eel* 
loots and receives all the 'school inon^ belonging to his^towni might be 
{tjbo treasurer of th^ board, and «p0a Ihe order o£ iU aear&tary, counter* 
•igned by the .president, could pay .out sueh moneys^ when njsedod. Thus 
the number of disbursing oQceifi would he reduced frofn nearly five thou- 
san/^ to less than eight bundred,jand besides the .diminished liability to 
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lost on ACftonnti of Ibo deor^^se in- tlie numiieiir of dtibttfsing oiBeon^ tlm 
exp^Pid JDovrriBd i^ ax^oUpig tieArly two tb<^WMiod tmMHiarMra* bonds 0%pb 
yeftc wAuld be »ived. 

6» .^JDl^U^r.n^ttPmiftQdaiioii af tbe peop)^. - Under tbe preseni ay^tem it 
.ifl.DfettKary tpargftM^dUtFietain suob a form as to seottre a certain 
jamo^iai o£ taxable property ia order to support a sobool, and tbna it often 
l44>pen0 tbat a. person resides in oi^ dietnct while tbe greater part of his 
property is Bitudted in aaotber ; w^d many Rve in elo&e proximity to booses 
to ivbich ihey would be glad. to send their cbildren, but, because tbey 
Uye in a differcntt distriet^ ibeiy are obliged to send them to schools kept 
in bojusfs remote from tb#m, and difficult of access. Again, it often 
happens that' a populous district possesses a small, badly arranged house, 
wUile an adjoining district, with few scholars, has a large and convenient 
€Ae; yet the children of the popnioua district cannot atiend tbe school 
in the other one without the p9yment of a tuition fee, or a change in tbfi 
bonndaries of thuir distriet, involving time, expense, and often ah appeal 
to the State Superint^dent. Under the Township system this would all 
be changed, as it would be for the interest of every person to have the 
jus^mbar of pnpils io each school proportioned to the size of the house, 
.and its power to accommodate them. 

.There would also be an equality of privileges in the different districts, 
aa, t^e schools being supported by a general tax, justice would require 
tba)^ they be maintaiimd an equal length. of time throughput the town, 
4i9d,we shoojd not see, as we now do, so. great a disparity in school privi- 
logen iQ ad|oining districts. 

. Free sohobls are founded upon. tbe principle that it is the duty of the 
StatA to f^ tbat the children within its limits are educated. To this end 
a generous public fund is provided, and. the people are yearly taxed to 
support the system ; yet the kind and amou^nt of instruction given to the 
children of different distriets depend entitely upon intuenoes which the 
law does not seek .to guid6 or control. Now com^mon sense and justice 
denuud^ that w.hovaver children «jiotf||h to organise a school are found, 
one ^beuUl' bo eslAblisbed, with idl the mkcans and appliances necessary to 
sooure the result desired^ the pifc^r education of the children attending it. 
* Jk , Gmpleyment of Toachers.^ir It being the ipecial duty of the iSecre- 
tary of tbe^iTowii Board to visit tW schools, become acquainted with tbeir 
.condition snd wants, the. capacity ,. tact, and success of the differen^t 
teaobersi be. would be, better qualified to select tl\e person suited to each 
8ihe«il tl4n nine tenths of the District jDlerks uuder tha present system 
possibly. iQan be-, thus bettor te^Mihers would be employed — that is, teach- 
ers better adapted to thoiir :po3itioa» — dnd they would not be changod each 
iernii 4is;they now are, but would remain in oife. school so long as they 
were aficeesaful in their work. Inoomipetent and unsUeceasful teaohem 
wouU .be Sifted idttt, the standard^of attaiamcmts of all those employed 
Yould bo gradually and surely raised, and tbe canse<|ueat progress of the 
•aebAols woyuld' be certain and nnii^tcrrnpted. « 

. Thir new sysilem of examination bjrvtlle County Superintendetvt has done 
maA tOialevnte'the standard of attaiuaten^ ai?d weed out unsuccessful 
4eae)ien9^ butf inasmuch as an examlna'tioh' in regard to scbelatfshiip is net 
Always a^tjlie test erf the ^uati&cati^s ftf an applicant, and as it is i^ 
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fumnhle tor the Oouiity Saperintendeat to giTe that personal atteAdoii to 
each iohool neoesMry to enable him to judge correctly in regard to Ae 
skill and faithfulness of the teacher, many persons are still einpkjred who 
hare no real fitness for their position, and who are retailed throngh fa- 
voritism or indifference on the part of those by whom they are engtigtfd. 
Bnoh persons would be quietly dropped from the list of teaehert, an^ 
would engage in other pursuits, or, by the tiBe of • proper means, b^9oa!e 
fitted fbr the responsible positions of instructors of youth. 

I have thus presented some of the main points in which it is believed 
that the Township system is superior to the present Dis^ct system, and 
it only remains to notice some of the obje^otions urged to it by these who 
object to change, or who are satisfied with the system as it is. 

The first objection is to the raising of taxes for the support of schools 
by the town at large. Looking at the matter from a personal stand point, 
many think a general tax would be unjust to different localities, for the 
reason that the children of school age are not proportioned to the valua- 
tion of property, and thus a wealthy district, with few children, would 
pay for the education of children residing in other districts. This objec- 
tion is the same one so often urged against free schools by the childless 
capitalist, or the wealthy tax-payer whose children were already educated, 
'< I ought not to pay for educating my neighbor's children.'' As before 
stated, free schools are established on the assumption that '* the property 
of the State shall educate the children of the State,'' and consistency re- 
euires that the details of the system shall be so arranged as to carry out 
this fundamental principle. What justice is there in requiring that a 
specified portion of territory shall f\irniilh the means to educate the chiU 
dren residing therein, so long as you withhold Arom its tax-payers the 
power to decide who shall inhabit that territory? 

The fact is, that the fairest method of maintaining the schools would 
be by a tax upon the whole State, and the larger the district embraced in 
one organization, the more just and equal will be the taxation. 

The moneys apportioned yearly by the State Superintendent, aiid those 
levied upon the towns by the County Board of Supervisors, are dtstribttted 
to each district in proportion to the number of childreb between the ages 
of four and twenty residing therein ; and as the latter monevs are raised 
by a tax upon each town as a whole, and not by separate distnets, the ^an 
advocated is, in fact, in operation already, and only needs to be extended 
to the levy and collection of all the ftinds needed to support the schools. 

In the second place, many will object to the raising of funds by the 
whole town, to build a school house in a particular district^ who would 
'be willing that the schools should be supported by a general tax, after the 
houses are built. This objection is removed by considering the town as a 
isingle district, which needs several houses to accommodate its pupils. It 
is true, that, for convenience sake, the town is divided into sub^distriets, 
yet, for general purposes it is a unit, and should be manaeeld accordingly. 
Each town is divided into road districts, yet when a new Highway is to be 
laid out, the whole town is called upon to pay the expense incuff«& for 
right of way, etc , though but ftw of its tax -payers are personally Imao* 
ited ; and when a bridge is to be built no one thinks of asking ibB eiti- 
sens residing in the roa^ distriol in which ihe^bridge is needed,ito A|»iA 
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t]|0 fiwda^tt) p»y for eraotingit; AQditeaanoi be lk«t the edtuMibnof

90Qh\ th%|Mditioal, the physical, the intelleetoal, the moral interests of 
oai ohiidfl#il^ ure all intimately sonneeted with it. It appeals to ns as 
parents, Mf oitisens, aH patriots, and as phikmthropists. A few of its 
olaims upon us I wUl briefly adduce. 

1. It isvA 9upoIif exacUy adapted to the want. 

The mind of tne child ev^ seeks for something wherewith to satisfy 
its longings^ The public sohool comes to the restless and absorbent 
mind with the invitation, *< take freely of the good things I bring you, 
and be filMwith the blessing? I have in store for yon.'' 

2. It ia the only supply that will meet the necessities of the larger 
part of our people. 

FanUl^ inHnteium will not meet the demand. Some parents are mor- 
ally, nnftt to become the teachers of thieir children ; some have not snfll- 
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oknt traittitig IheuMeirea ; mnnv hard not Che time that can be m^afddf 
fnm other and preisinf^ duties pertaidiMg to the phyiiioal conforle of Uieit 
fklniltea. Take fVom the whole nutnber ol parenttl, t^e who oatt noi^ 
anrd thofee who will not, properly iaatraot their ohildren, and ooalparatiire^ 
ly few remain. 

tM^aie enterpriie will not meet' the demand. Aecording to the Iwit 
cenati*, but one out of thirteen of the pupila of the Unfted Statba laeiA'^ 
rolled ad attending private sohocils of all kinds and gradee. Thia eetif* 
mate embraeea all the States of the Umen, eome of which hat« ato pAtie 
sehool system. • 

The eensos reveals, also, one other fiiot bearing direoHy upon tlita poitt. 
The number of persons, natires of any State, who can dM^mt reaa nov 
wthe, is in inverse ratio to the infterest manifested in publie sohoiil eMMT* 
prises. I ttse not this argument to discourage private enterprise, birl 
rather to show that this alone is an unsafe reliance. Colleges, aei^Ointei, 
dnd eemiDartos, are of necessity confined to narrow Sftheres of dS)*eot la- 
bor, though their indirect influenoee are unlhiited. They snre Ae most 
eA^ent where the field is prepaired by pwbHe enterpt*ise. 

3. It is a hmne *dbo7. 

Much of the future success of the ^ild depeuds upou hie eatly ImM^ 
The most Imptesaible years of out lives are those of early chfl^vod. 
These, too, are fraught with most diinger, because while most hlpressl* 
ble, the] mind and heart are least able of themselves to reiMt evil Im* 
fluences. The watchful eye, and yearning heart of the mother, the oare 
and counsel of the Anther, are ueedAil bdps to a sttcoMfol resistance of 
such temptations as are always addressed to the young. How true is thia 
wheo the witching hours of night t^row ti asautle over tfao deods to wkioh 
thie tmsuspeeting aite so often invited; How much does the true ffamit 
priae the opportunity of keeping his loved ones by his atdo daring ebo 
eVitting, and of enlivening the circle gatliet^d abont*tlie d«eiifdo,'wi9i ifiw 
Dooeot aiidmsemonts, and social chat, fiow to libove allf^iee flfuat '^ 
that iustftution which will enable him to educate his chiMrtft within reaiib 
of home influences. Such an institution is the public i^hool. The fibfi^ 
ioal Well-being of the child, fls well as his moral welfare pleads fblr th^ie 
home schools. 

Society is made up of itdlvidual homes, hence : 

4. Society is improved by the public school. Statlstles^ show thai 
very few of the pupils whe are in constant attendance u|)K>u our fifwe 
eehools, ever become criniinuls. Olose the doors of all the pubHo sohoob 
of this State to day, and let private eUterprise sprine to its fullest possi- 
ble stature, and a large majority of the children would be at oftde thrown 
into the street, to be trained there for the prison, or the poorhouse, or at 
least to be contaminated by influences clustetiag about the Street achools. * 

&. The public fVee school is an American^ and an Ameriotfniaing in* 
stitutiott. 

It had not its birth upon American Soil, but it was the proidtkct of tk» 
spirit that gave America to the irotH. It had its origin in a heart that 
loved civil and religious liberty, and was nurtured by men whc uphold 
^0 Idea of a popular government. It has long since answered the old and 
hi&erto trOubiesbme question, ^'whiether ^ueation can bo'as uinivorad 
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dttA ii^ Mbotlght as UbeHj.''' .Wher^Ter you ftad a MeaH upon whose 
altar the fire of civil liberty bams, there you find a true Amerioaa, whalK^ 
tfter eetintry may lave givetk htm birtih. Th« Publio Schtr6l is free to all 
without distinction of birth or circuttii^tAncefei. Monarchies ordet systeas 
^edtteatson for thie benefit of the Monarehy and the perpetuation of his 
reign. Ours is for the people^ and the perpetuation of their reign. Con* 
fttnnjp b<ki«fite upon tlie people, it cfan bttt afwaken a Iotc fbr the «ipirit 
tibraigave it birth, and Attach those itceiving^itii benefits to the inhabicanttir 
Am dettand and support it. ' Man^ eome to iks from lands Where the 
bleflsifigs ^ ^dttcHftioA itt% oonfttred only upon t^e fky^yred few. dere th^ 
evpte ]^tessc4 to theiif v^y lipsj and tl^y are coiiimanded to drink, with- 
out m^^ey adid wiihobt price. ¥his f^ edueation net only teaches the 
Tiltie of our ifcistlltrtioiis, but ^Idbs^ to a proper use of the privileges be- 
stowed. Oonlldtisi^ elemeiKs at« enteribg into our civilisation. Parifjr 
Ibeih and we shftll be blessed ; but Wave them une^cated and unres- 
triihed'and they wiH ftt^re a burse. To accomplish the former and sAve 
lid frehr the ktter, iii one of Hie |»«lciilkr mis^ioits <»f the PvbHo Sehool 
l^htSaHoAe will not accomplish all the Work, but it will lay tbelbundation; 
it Will! en($0!irftge habits of obedience, of oihd^r, of industirf, and will lead' 
itti6 dhe broader Aelds of learning, •c^ed* by Aeademies^ Seminaries, 0<^ 
lejMi, atid Ubivendties. A ntntesmaa of Virginia, of yeairs agone, whev 
Yitgitia was tttte te hercrelf and her cbuntry, used fk^e pleasavt wordi; 
*^ thvie AoKild h^M distiiMrtidn between die eUldrsnof a repitblie. Thegr 
ifk net, in the school sens^, the chilidienr Of4heir pkreirts, but the State W

By aid of mftehinery the wealth 
it the cennlry is ittc^ensed. The produi)tive Industry ef the> UiHted Btites 
htti'iticteised twioet bs rapidly q6 the pepulatieb has incfeased. The P^b^ 
lie School lias lad much to do w4th this, Aii is> shewn by tht^ fact; thet the 
thtttes, where the Free 9clifool interest has Been mfosii' largely f6steted| 
haVe been most preduotlve in vrsefhl marines. The felldwltig sUitements, 
from the Seientijic Amin^aky will shew llhe WOndei>f\il stSmulus given to 
pftidnettVe Indtistf y by inventions : 

« Cotton. — One man can spin more cotton yarn now than four hundred 
Bfsn eemld have done in the same time in 1760. wheti Arkwrlght; the best 
eottoil spitiner, took out hiif first patent. 

FLOUft.— One man can nvake as much flour in i day noW,'as a hundred 
anid fifty eoold acentury age. 

liAtm.^^Otie woman can new make ais 'A&Hieh l»oe in a day a's a hundred 
women could a hundred years ago. 
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SuoAR. — ^It now requires only as msny d*js to refine eogar «b U di4. 
mqotbs tkirty years ago. 

Looking Gi«a88Ss. — It onoe required six months to jpat qnioksiWer on- 
a glass ; now it needs only forty minatea. 

Engines. — ^The engine of a nrst rate iron-olad frigate will perform m 
much work in a day, as forty*two thonaand horses/' 

Not only haye the produotiena of the country largely inoreaaad, buttke 
reflex influenoe of inoreased facility in manufaeturing, has afforded to 
laboring men leisure for improyement That this leisure is somotinea 
abused in indolenoe, dissipation, or luxury, is no argument againsfc the 
adyantages it affords. By many it is improved in reiading ^d study, U> 
that cultiyation of the mind and heart which will make better citisena, 

7. . The kind of education furnished by our Public Schools, will oonn- 
teract the uniyersal tendency to the establishment of an ariitooraoy^ 

Our great^st danger aa a people lies in an aristocracy of weaUh to 
which is added the power of intelUgenoe. . Let wealth be monopoliaed aa 
it always will be, and take from the poor the advantages of aobooltiind 
we shadl soon have two classes in society : thoae who live by oVhera' 
labor,, aud thosf who labor for others' living.. The' fomer will tub the* 
l^ter with a rod of iron, the rod becoming each day uo|e beavy^ and the 
band that wielda it each day niore rigoroua and tyranni^. . Tynmte lyive 
well understood their sourcea of power, and h%ve abut up to Uieie sub* 
}0Ct8 all avenues of light, knowledge, and wealth. Our qsourky liea ia 
the. general difibsion of iutelligenee, which aball level all sueh false aooial- 
diatiactions as are establiahed by tyrants and ariatoorate for theiif owu 
safety. 
, 8. Labor is ennobled by the intellectual elevation of the laborer. 

We are in danger of forgetting the early lessona of our PiJgrim Fath- 
aiis, and of lapaing into a state of luxurious ease. So faehiimJble haa ii 
heoome to have nothing tp do, thftt all semblance of work ntuat be entire- 
ly dismissed from the social circle. Youth muat be trained in indolenoe, 
though it entail upon them its never &iUng curse. Apfearanoea moat 
be kept up, and honesty gives way to the inaatiate love of show. Petty 
thefts, peculation, embesalement, or stealing diaguised under the title "of 
*< sharp practice,*' unredeemed credit, unromembered promises, all follow 
thia Ifl^r-shunning fashion. It muat be admitted Uiat the unintelligent 
do not commend labor. Let all the toiling men and women of our land 
be taught to think, and to work out the produot of their own thoughta» 
and to such labor aa they will then perform there can no diagrace attach. 
The school that opena its doora to all, and that bestows ita favors upotf 
hram$ rather than upon buUdan, upon eharacier rather , than upon cMh^ 
muat, in the elevation of the laborer, dignify labor. 

9. No system of achools has greater ^pecuniarf advantages than the 
^atem of free achools. 

I uae this laat, though to every intelligent mind, it ia the least import- 
ant of all the claims of the public school. What haa been already aaid 
will prepare us to expect great ipdirect pecuniary advantages accompany- 
ing more productive labor. Educated labor is by far the mobt profitable. 
Many large manufacturing establishmenta have, after diligent-examination, 
found a difference of fifty per cent, in ita favor. 
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The same intelligenoe that gives to the laborer more complete mastery 
oyer his own and other powers, and enables him to use to better advantage 
the material plaoed in his hands, also saves him from many expensive 
habits, and from practices that lead to crime ; so that money is saved, as 
well as earned. 

Other schools than the public school secure the same results so far as 
they go, but they do not reach so many of the laboring class. Could 
their Denefits be as general, they must be more expensive. Herein con- 
sists the direct pecuniary benefit of our free school system. 

The actual expenses of the schools of this State for the past year have 
not exceeded three dollars per scholar. As the State increases in wealth 
and population, the relative expenses of her schools will be diminished. 
Ohio schools cost but $2 07 per scholar ; New York schools cost $3 per 
scholar ; Pennsylvania schools cost $2 15 per scholar. Before Wiscon- 
sin reaches the age of either of the States named, her schools will cost 
less than theirs. 

The cause thus urged pleads with parents, that they furnish their chil- 
dren with the means of education as cheerfully as possible, consistent 
with their highest interests, and at home, where they may care for their 
physical and moral training ; with citizens — ^that they recognize the debt 
they owe to society, and provide liberally for that culture which shall 
make their nroperty safer and more produotive ; with patriots — that they 
prepure well those to whose hands the institutions of our beloved country 
are soon to be committed ; and with you as legislators — that you recog- 
nize the sacredness of this trust committed to your care by parents, citi- 
zens and patriots — ^that you shield it from all harm, and foster its interests 
in whatever way your own wisdom and intelligence may direct.
